One of the purposes of this series of books is to organize in an easy-to-understand format the genealogical in- 
formation that I have found on my ancestors. I know that there is more information that I have not yet discovered 
about almost everyone listed in this book. In fact, in the time it has taken me to write this book, many more gene- 
alogical records have become available, and I am sure that there is already more information out there about many 
of these people. 

Anyone in this book labeled “Emigrant Ancestor” is the oldest person I could find in each genealogical line who 
immigrated to North America. His or her children and grandchildren may have also been emigrant ancestors, but 
for the purposes of this book, they are not labeled as such. 

I am sure that there may be genealogical errors in this book. Hopefully not too many! Please forgive me if 
there are. In particular, there is a greater chance of error in the lists of ancestors’ children. I did not usually re- 
search these lists myself but just took them from other people’s work. And if an ancestor had other wives or hus- 
bands, I may not have listed the children from these marriages. The focus of my own research has been to find all 
of my ancestors back to the emigrant ancestors, not in researching their descendants, so my own research did not 
cover ancestors’ children unless I needed to find them to discover who their parents were. All of the sources have 
been cited, so other researchers can go back and trace where I found the information. 

Priscilla’s ancestry has been divided into two volumes due to printing stipulations. The first volume covers 
the first nine generations of Priscilla’s North American ancestors, and their ancestry is continued in the second 
volume, so to learn about all of Priscilla’s North American ancestry, the reader will need to have both volumes. 


A Note about the Dating System Used in this Book 


In general, before 1752, Protestant countries such as England were using a different dating system than we 
use today. In the old dating system, the first day of the year was not January 1, but March 25. In this book, I have 
attempted to convert the dates to correspond to our current dating system. However, since some colonial record 
keepers may have used the new style of dating instead of the old, and since I do not have the time to thoroughly 
research the original sources for all of the questionable dates in this book, it is possible that some of my dates be- 
fore 1752 may be off by one year, particularly those between January 1 and March 24. 

Many colonial records were listed without the name of the months. If I came across a date written in this 
form, such as 2d 11m 1650, I would assume it was written in the English colonial dating system since it was writ- 
ten before 1752, and I would change it to our dating system so that it would read 2 Jan 1651. 


Unfinished Ancestral Lines 


The goal of this book was to find at least the given name of every ancestor of Priscilla Alden Morse back to 
her first emigrant ancestors. The people listed below are the genealogical dead ends where I was not able to do 
this in both Volume 1 and Volume 2 of this book.

England lists her as one of the "Supposed Children of Elizabeth Cutter," but I can't find anything, such as a marriage 





record, to prove her maiden name was Cutter. If such a document turns up, then I agree with the Cutter genealo- 
gy which says she is likely a daughter of Elizabeth Cutter, based on based on a 1654 power of attorney filed in 
Middlesex County, MA Deed book 1. This document is from William Cutter, a child of Elizabeth’s giving a pow- 
er of attorney to a number of men. Two of these men (one of whom was Thomas Sweetman) were husbands of 
the women on the list of "supposed children," and one of them is Elijah Corlet, the husband of Elizabeth's only 
positively proven daughter. In other words, William may have appointed three of his brother-in-laws to act for 
him. 

However, it appears the author of the Cutter genealogy may have assumed that the men listed as friends in 
William Cutters powers of attorneys (there was more than one) were actually brother-in-laws, and that is a big 
assumption to make if the maiden names of their wives are unknown, especially since he does not call them

“brothers,” which was a common way of mentioning a brother-in-law at the time. 


5) The first wife of 1998. Daniel Pierce. There is a death record for Daniel Pierce’s wife’ that says her name 
was Sara, but, according to her husband's Great Migration biography,° there are two deeds that say her name was 
Katherine. The authors of the Great Migration Biography present an argument as to why they think her name was 
Katherine, but I am not yet totally convinced—her oldest daughter was named Sara, and her daughter Martha's, 
first daughter was also named Sara. However, her son, Daniel, had both a daughter named Sara and a daughter 
named Katherine. I don't at this time have access to the deeds the biography is referring to, but I have found out 
that the wife of the other party (Robert Coker) in one of the deeds was named Catherine, so I'm wondering if the 
person who copied the deed may have confused the name of Robert Coker's wife with Daniel Pierce's wife. That 
still doesn't explain the other deed, which I have no other information on.

1660, which means if Dorothy was about 18 when she married, she would have been about 41 when Israel was 
born, not an impossible age. However, there is a Middlesex, MA court record for her son John. John's court rec- 
ord says he was 48 in Oct 1681, which puts his birth year at about 1633—almost four years before John, son of 
Dorothy and John of Alderley was born. This may not mean much, as the court record may not be accurate, but if 
it is accurate, then the John Heald who married Dorothy Royle in England can't be the same John Heald and Dor- 
othy who immigrated to America.

Rebecca also lived in Roxbury around the same the time as Elizabeth. (Elizabeth transferred her church member- 
ship from Roxbury to Dedham after her marriage.) The problem with this theory is that Rebecca Crooke's father, 
Roger Crooke of England, did not mention a daughter named Elizabeth in his will.’ He did have a daughter named 
Elizabeth, but she is not mentioned, which indicates she may have died before his will was written. His will was 
proven in March 1639 (the will was undated). It has been suggested that Elizabeth is not mentioned because she 
was already living in New England at the time, but there is no evidence of when she arrived. 

Elizabeth did not marry John Guild until after she was in New England." While it was not unheard of for 
unmarried women to come to New England, they often (usually?) came over with some sort of family member. 
So, if Elizabeth and Rebecca were related somehow, who did they come over with? (Rebecca also married after 
coming to New England.) Perhaps Elizabeth was not mentioned in Roger Crooke’s will because she was not his 
daughter, but his daughter-in-law, married to one of his sons who died soon after arriving in New England. Or 


perhaps she was some other sort of relation."

When she was five weeks old, Priscilla’s parents brought her and 
her siblings to Madeleine Island on Lake Superior. This was the begin- 
ning of Priscilla’s life-long love of this immense northern lake. The 
family continued visiting Madeleine Island every fall for the next five 
years, then decided to try a different Lake Superior island—tsle Roy- 
ale. There was a new resort opening there at Rock Harbor, so they 
decided to rent a cabin. They must have liked it because after that the 
family made yearly trips to the island. Priscilla’s mother would bring 
the children, and Priscilla’s father would come up when he could take 
time off of work. One of the reasons for this yearly journey was 
Priscilla’s mother’s and brother’s hay fever. Isle Royale was a retreat 
where they could ease their suffering. 

Priscilla once described the trip to Isle Royale: “Every summer I used 
to beg my mother to start early on our trip to the island. About the middle of 
July we would begin packing the flat steamer trunks with books and boots, 
warm clothing and wool blankets, preserves and playthings, and finally they 
would be shipped by express a few days before we were ready to start. We always 
took the late night train to Duluth, went up to the Holland House for break- A Doll that Belonged to Priscilla 





fast, then put in last minute orders at Gasser’s for baskets of fruit, caramels at 
Victor Huot’s, milk from Bridgeman-Russell, and then hurried to the Booth Fishery docks on Morse Street and walked across the 
gangplank of the S.S. America which left Duluth every Sunday and Wednesday morning during the summer season. The 
America carried freight, mail, and passengers to all the shore fishermen and tiny towns up to Fort Williams in Canada.” 

The water-voyage to Isle Royale would go into the night, and they would arrive later the following day at 
Rock Harbor. Priscilla described their landing: “We would be down in the hold of the ship, straining out the opening 
where the gangplank would be placed, trying to get a first glimpse of our house. After the three long blasts of the whistle an- 
nouncing the approach of the vessel, her captain would begin sending the little pinging bell signals to the engine room for re- 
duction of speed, and we would edge carefully in to the wharf, the stevedores would toss out the huge loops of line which lifted 
over great posts set in rock and concrete on the lake bottom, reaching up through the planking of the dock for three feet or so. 
Lively greetings were exchanged with our friends on the dock as we waited for the gangplank to be pushed across, and finally we 
hurried on shore.” 

From 1911 to 1915, the family stayed at a cabin in the resort. There were other children there, and Priscilla 
described some of the games they would play together: “We played cowboys and Indians, we made tiny nets of cheese- 
cloth and caught what we called ‘fry-fish,’ little inch to inch and a half long minnows and kept them in sand pails while we 
tried to build ponds to contain them, we learned to handle rowboats inside Snug Harbor, and played Pirates in them. Weston 
[one of the other children] had traps in the woods, back of the resort, for rabbits. Very occasionally he would let me go with 
him to inspect them. I don’t think he ever caught anything in them, but it felt daring and dangerous to a little girl to go right 
out of sight of the resort through a secret path to the traps. 

“Mr. Knutson [the resort owner] ‘gave’ an outcropping of rock, which could only be reached by stepping stones, to There- 
sa [one of the other children] and me. This we called our Secret Island, and spent innumerable hours playing house on it. 
Every day the position of the rooms would be changed, we had large living rooms, dining rooms, kitchens, and bedrooms, and we 
brought our dolls out and played with them there. We had no furniture, nor dishes, but the hollows in the rocks and the large 
and small shelf-like projections served us just as well, and there were always thimbleberries for food and their big leaves for dish- 
es, and . . . bouquets of exquisite tiny flowers in every room. We had some real picnics out there too, with small fires to roast 
marshmallows over, and to those we could generally entice the boys.” 

In 1916, Priscilla’s parents built their own cabin at Isle Royale.* They hired carpenters to build it, but Priscilla 
said that “we all pitched in to finish our house.” She was allowed to help linseed oil one of the rooms, but “Somehow I 
managed to knock over the pail and fall flat in the hot smelly stuff: It furnished us all with a good laugh, but getting the oil

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out of my clothes including the long cotton underwear was not so funny when every drop of water must be carried by pail from 
the lake, heated on an oil stove—till the two big cranes built into the sides of the fireplace could be used—and a washing ma- 
chine in the backyard filled, pumped by hand, emptied into pails, which in turn had to be carried up the hill and poured into 
the pit.” 

Priscilla also described collecting old logs for firewood that had broken loose from logging booms and drifted 
to the shores of Isle Royale. “On these occasions we towed one or two rowboats behind the motor and took pike poles, peaveys, 
rubber boots, spikes and coils of rope. We rolled the : 
logs to the boats, heaved them in or floated them up 
to the side and spiked them in with peaveys, or if 
they were too big to handle, tied a length of rope to 
a spike pounded into one end and towed them home. 
It was hard, cold, wet work, and when we got home 
we had to unload them, get them up behind the 
house, and as soon as they had had a few days to 
dry out, saw them up into the four-foot lengths 
which would fit in the fireplace, and stack them in 
the long row from the opening under the house next 
to the terrace steps, clear to the back of the house.” 

There was a lively social life on Isle Roy- 
ale. The children would put on amateur theat- 
ricals, and even had their own newsletter: 
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The family also enjoyed themselves at their home in Minneapolis. Priscilla was to say of those times: “In those 


dark ages before television, or even radio, people amused themselves, their relatives and friends by playing games: cards, chess,

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charades, treasure hunts etc.; by playing musical instruments and singing—at our house that meant we were gathered together 
after dinner in the library where the upright piano stood. Mildred played the piano, Guilford played a flute . . . and most of us 
tried to sing. Father knew two songs which he played with great gusto on the piano, one he said was The Silver Bell Waltz, but 
we never tried to dance to it, just sat and marveled at his ability. Another entertainment was Father’s reading aloud. . . . An- 
other entertainment was reading poetry aloud, or reciting it. We also danced.” 

Priscilla enjoyed dancing from an early age. In her baby book, her mother said that “After she [Priscilla] saw us 
dance the barn dance, she always rolled up the rugs and would run a little ways then turn around a lot of times.” And later 
one of Priscilla’s sons had fond memories of her turning on some music after he came home from school and 
dancing with him. 

One of Priscilla’s earliest memories was a time when her sister and brothers and their college friends took her 


to a pond to go skating and played “Crack the Whip.”

Priscilla also remembered when she first learned to read. She was sitting on a couch when “I suddenly realized 
that I had read a whole printed page, I KNEW HOW TO READ!”

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One of Priscilla’s fondest memories was of a three-month trip she took to Europe with some girlfriends in 
1926. She later wrote to her father about it: “It was a, if not 
the, high point of our lives. Something that has given me pleasure 
at least once a week ever since the day I left home on it. I only 
wish now that I could have done it every summer from the time I 
could walk till I was through college. I didn’t play games, I 
didn’t like girls’ camps or scouting or any of those things so many 
girls did and that one [summer] of 1926 was the fullest, most 
educative and truly, I think the happiest summer I ever spent. 

“Just one thing, though. The Mediterranean is not bluer than 
Lake Superior; it isn’t even as blue.” 

Priscilla turned 20 on her European trip. By then she 
had finished two years at Carleton College in Northfield, 
Minnesota. At about this time she also ended a three-year 
relationship with a young man of whom her parents did 
not approve. Her father said that if she agreed to break up 
with him, she could transfer to the University of Minneso- 





ta. Priscilla agreed to comply with their wishes and en- 


tered the University that fall. The following summer she This photo was probably taken on her trip to 


worked as a feature writer for the St. Paul Dispatch. Europe. Priscilla is sitting in the middle. 

It was at the University of Minnesota where Priscilla met her tuture husband, Herbert Richardson, in an Eng- 
lish class. They sat across from one another on the first day of class and kept looking at each other. Priscilla was 
later to say of that day, “he was a gorgeous boy.” The teacher announced that the class was too large and needed to 
be split up. Both Priscilla and Herbert were happy to find that they would be in the same section. As the first class 
ended, Herbert waited for Priscilla to leave and held the door open for her. And that was the beginning of their 
life together. 

Priscilla’s father said she could not marry until after she graduated from college, so they got married the day 
after her graduation from the University of Minnesota with a major in French and a minor in English. 
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Priscilla and Herbert were married at the Plymouth Congregational church in Minneapolis. Her brother Guil- 
ford was best man. They had a seven-week honeymoon, visiting “Banff and Lake Louise in the Canadian Rockies, Bal- 
sam Lake, Wisconsin, and Isle Royale.” When they returned to Minneapolis, they moved into an apartment in St. 
Paul. Priscilla started a master’s degree in Rhetoric and completed nine credits before she decided to stop due to 
“the advent of children.” She and Herbert had four sons together, and they kept her very busy. However, her educa- 
tion showed through in the raising of her children. One of her sons said that after he had taken some sort of Eng- 
lish test, the person in charge asked him how he knew the answers. He responded that “he just knew.” He got all of 
the answers correct—something only a few people in the whole state had been able to do. He attributed his abil- 
ity to his mother always insisting that they spoke correct English. 

In March 1931 Priscilla and Herbert moved from their apartment into a house. Priscilla was pregnant with 
their first child. Then, in June 1935, they moved yet again, to 1515 Third Avenue South in Minneapolis, the 
home where they would raise their four sons.

Priscilla and Herbert were living in the house in the late 1940s when Herbert was diagnosed with tuberculosis 
and was placed in a TB sanitarium. This must have been a particularly hard time for Priscilla. She had four boys 
under age 16 to care for, and she didn’t know if her husband would live or die. One of her sons remembers going 
to the sanitarium and waving at his father who was watching them from a window. They were not allowed in to 
visit him. Luckily, Herbert recovered and was eventually able to return home. 

One of her sons also remembered doing the dinner dishes while Priscilla read Alaskan adventure stories to 
them. The boys certainly kept Priscilla on her toes. One time they decided it would be fun to shoot bb guns at the 
canning jars she had stored in the garage. Another time one of the boys was sick, and one of his brothers decided 
as a nice gesture to make his ill sibling a bedside lamp by poking a hole in the wall and sticking a light bulb in it. 
And then there was they time they thought it would be fun to blow up the outhouse at a resort they were staying 
at. In spite of all of this, Priscilla told one of her granddaughters that one of her greatest pleasures was being a ma- 
triarch of a family of boys. 

Besides being busy with her family, Priscilla had an active social life. She belonged to a number of clubs and 
organizations, such as the Methodist Woman’s Society of Christian Service, the Marietta Savage Circle of the 
Hennepin Avenue United Methodist Church, and the Woman’s Club of Minneapolis. She also did volunteer work 
for the Red Cross, school PTAs, and the Minneapolis Society for the Blind. During WWII, she was a Victory Aide 
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for her block. Besides all of this, she served on the board of directors of the Methodist Hospital Foundation where 
she also served as Vice President in 1976. And she helped establish the Priscilla Morse Richardson Nature Center 
in the Hyland Lake Park Reserve in Minneapolis. 

In April 1974, Herbert was moved to a nursing home. He had Alzheimer’s. Priscilla’s children were grown, 
and she decided that the house was too big for her. She made a series of moves, eventually ending up in Zell- 
wood, Florida. At a speech she gave for her 90th birthday, she said that she had to read the words from the speech 
“because I have never been any good at ex tempore comments, and most of these remarks are quotations from other people’s 
thoughts on the subject, and because I keep forgetting things: which letters I’ve answered, whether I turned the security system 
on, or the fan in the living room off—but I keep remembering things, too: faces, places, sights, sounds, scents. It’s annoying not 
to know where I left my keys, but I can remember perfectly the sound of the foghorn at Split Rock Lighthouse and the sound of 
the surf on the rocks both on Isle Royale and the North Shore.” ge aap tenors ne ane

Notes for Willard Whitcomb Morse 


Willard, a redhead with blue eyes, was born in Kalamazoo, Michigan and it was there that he spent all of his 
childhood. He gave us a small glimpse of what his life was like in a diary he wrote in 1877 when he was twelve 
and thirteen." The diary tells of sleigh rides, building a snow fort, ice-skating, hunting, and going to temperance 
meetings. Temperance organizations were anti-drinking groups, and, at twelve years old, Willard signed a tem- 
perance pledge. He appears to have kept the pledge throughout his life, as a biography of him that was most likely 


written by his children mentioned that he never drank or smoked. Unsubstantiated family rumors have it that one 


“A complete transcription of this diary is in Appendix 1 of this book. He did not write in it every day and there are days and months 
completely skipped. 
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of Willard’s male ancestors (not his father) may have had a drinking prob- 
lem, so stories of this ancestor might have had an influence on his aversion to 
drink. Willard’s diary also tells of his strong religious life, going to church, 
prayer meetings, and being baptized. And, like a typical school-boy, Willard 
complained about his homework and having to go to school. However, he 
graduated as valedictorian from his high school class, possibly partially due to 
his competitive nature which shows up in his diary. In it he mentioned play- 
ing a game called Avilude with a friend; a card game that helps a person learn 
about various species of birds. His friend beat him two out of three times and 
Willard wrote, “I did not think that he could play as well as he did. I am going to 
go to work and get so that I can beat him badly.” 

Asa child, Willard enjoyed the outdoors, although his daughter Priscilla 
wrote that as an adult, he wasn’t as enthusiastic: “As a young man he had swum, 


hunted and fished as often as possible, but as time went on he was less and less able to 





get away to enjoy outdoor exercise, and from his fortieth year on I think the most 
strenuous physical activity —apart from rowing a boat occasionally at the Island [Isle Royale on Lake Superior]—was pass- 
ing the collection plate in church each Sunday. . . . He liked to sit down to deftly served meals at a damask-clad table, and 
trying to appear to enjoy the main meal of the day sitting on a rough ridge of rock, or standing up balancing a plate and cup 


and trying to eat, too, was almost more than he could take.” 





Howeve when he was acl young, Willard enjoy d the outdoors, and around 1878, when he was 13, 
Willard helped his father build a summer cottage 
on Lake Michigan that their family enjoyed visiting 
until 1882. And as an adult, he must not have 
completely lost his enjoyment of the outdoors as 
he belonged to the Izaak Walton League of Amer- 
ica whose pledge said that “I believe in the aims and 
purposes of the Izaak Walton League of America, and 
pledge my aid and support in the protection and restora- 
tion of America’s woods, waters and wild life; to help 
increase opportunities for outdoor recreation and safe- 
guard public health; to hunt and fish in accordance with 
the law and to respect the property rights of others; and 
otherwise to further the League’s effort to restore the 
outdoor America of our ancestors.” 

Willard graduated from high school and went 
to the local college for two years. After his second 
year, his father’s business was in difficulties, so his 
parents decided to move to Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota. Willard quit college and moved there with 
his family. He immediately started looking for 
work as a bookkeeper. “He saw an advertisement in 
the paper giving only a Post Office Box number for re- 
plies. He went to the Post Office, found the box, and saw 
the name of the firm on letters inside the box. He then 
went to the office of the hide and fur merchant who had 
advertised, and applied for the position. After some 





questioning the manager asked him how he had known 


d position was open. He told the man who said, “If you

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the man who said, ‘If you are as clever as that you deserve the job,’ and engaged him to begin the next day.” 

Willard was a true entrepreneur. At his next job at a men’s clothing store, he noticed “the discarded rubber boots 
of workmen building a suspension bridge over the Mississippi River, he got permission to haul them away. Then he matched up 
those that were usable and made money selling them.” At around age 21, Willard had saved up five hundred dollars 
which he used to purchase a warehouse building in Minneapolis with a partner named Harry Wood, a friend from 
Kalamazoo. This was to be the first of at least 14 warehouses that Willard would own. According to the Compen- 
dium of History and Biography of Minneapolis and Hennepin County, Minnesota, “Many of the jobbers in this city who are now 
carrying on an extensive business in Minneapolis were started here by his enterprise. It was his custom to visit the leading facto- 
ries in the Eastern and Middle States and get them to begin trading here by using his facilities. Seventy-five to eighty per cent of 
the agricultural implement houses now operating in this section, began business in the Northwest in this way.” 

Willard formed the Minnesota Warehousemen’s Association and was the president of it for ten years. He was 
later president of the Central Warehousemen. 

But building up his warehouse business was hard work, and in 1890, it was almost destroyed in a fire. Willard 
and another man were doing an inspection when they saw smoke coming out of an elevator shaft. Accounts of 
what happened vary somewhat, but Willard decided to open a window and hang from the window ledge, waiting 
for help. The other man decided that was too dangerous and tried to go down the stairway. He was never heard 
from again. In the meantime, Willard hung from the ledge, waiting for rescue. The fire engines were delayed be- 
cause they were shoeing the horses when the alarm was rung, and they were delayed further because one of their 
wheels fell off on the way there. Willard was hanging for at least 20 minutes before help arrived. The firemen had 
difficulty raising a ladder to him because of a tangle of wires, but he was finally rescued. According to a newspa- 
per account, Willard and another man were rescued from different floors, and that “All this time the immense crowd 
which had arrived almost as soon as the firemen, stood breathless, but as soon as the last man had reached the ladder and was 
seen to descend, it broke out in cheers, loud and prolonged, partly for the firemen for their brilliant work and partly for the men 
who clung to what seemed to be a forlorn hope.” According to one biography, Willard “rode a street car home after the 
firemen had brought him down from the ledge with their ladder, but he was ill all night from smoke inhalation and concern for 
the man who had been killed, as well as for the complete loss of his building.” 
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fire. The building was 
originally built in 1889 
and after the 1890 fire 
was remodeled in 1890 
and 1892. From news- 
paper accounts, the 
building was totally de- 
stroyed, so the remodel 
in 1890 was most likely 
more of a re-build. 





Within a couple of years after this fire, Willard’s partner sold his share of the business to Willard and moved 
out of state. Willard had become the sole owner of the business. 

Willard was married at the time of the fire, and his first son had been born the previous year. They were liv- 
ing in a rented house in S.E. Minneapolis. In 1894 they purchased another Minneapolis home at 119 Bedford 
Street, S.E. According to their daughter, Priscilla, the house had a stable behind it where they kept two carriage 
horses and two cows. There was also a chicken coop attached to the stable. Because of the cows and chickens, 
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eggs and butter were plentiful, and Priscilla remembered sitting in a highchair while her father made her soft- 
boiled eggs. She said he made “quite a ritual of stirring up the egg, salting it, adding butter and then small pieces of but- 
tered toast—a real mess!” She went on to say “unfortunately I still like eggs just that way.” Priscilla later said “I don’t 
remember his walking the upstairs hall at night with me on his shoulder when I had earaches, but they say he did. I do remem- 
ber having a tooth come almost out during a Sunday dinner and his serious solicitude in taking me upstairs by the hand; walk- 
ing the length of that hall to a section between the two front bedrooms which was a sort of enclosed hall where clothes and bed- 
ding chests lined each side; selecting a fine, big, linen handkerchief from his box of them on one of the chests; his kneeling down 
with me facing the window, and gently enfolding the baby tooth in the handkerchief, and drawing it quickly out so that I didn’t 


even know it was gone til I saw it in the slightly blood-stained cloth.” 

At one point, Willard caught a serious case of rheumatic fever, leaving him bedridden for what to his daugh- 
ter felt like months. They had a barber come in to cut his hair and shave him, and when his daughter Priscilla saw 
him without his mustache, she blurted out “But you don’t look like a married man any more!” 

Another of Priscilla’s memories of her father was when he decided to stay home from church one day and 
ended up nearly slicing off his thumb while pruning a tree. He announced that it served him right for not going to 
church. Willard was both a deacon and trustee of the Plymouth Congregational church. His daughter said his go- 
ing-to-church clothes consisted of a “tailcoat and striped trousers and gray satin cravat,” and she remembered him 
walking “down the long center aisle of Plymouth Church with the other deacons during the offertory service.” 

Willard was an avid reader, and, even though he never completed college, he spent the rest of his life learning 
about a variety of subjects. According to his daughter Priscilla, the family never needed a dictionary—they could 
just ask Willard how to spell any word. She also said “If you asked him what a lemming was he would tell you the whole 

fascinating, mysterious story of lemmings and their habits. If you asked him about the 26th president of the United States, he 

would say ‘Deeelighted!’ and launch into stories about that vital man.” Priscilla also said that Willard’s “financial inability 
to obtain a college education was a personal tragedy to him and he spent most of his life trying to overcome that lack by con- 
stant reading. He had had the advantage of a solid foundation of both Latin and Greek in high school, and his happiness at 
being able to read a letter in Greek, in his early eighties, was no greater than the astounded admiration of his children.” Ac- 
cording to a biography, one of his most treasured invitations was “an honorary one extended to him by the men’s Univer- 
sity Club of Winter Park, Florida, since that group’s prerequisite of membership is a college degree. The letter of invitation men- 
tioned that while they could not waive the rule, they wished to give him an honorary membership because it was felt he fully 
qualified for membership in all but a technicality.” 

In the late 1920s, Willard was part of a group of businessmen who raised $350,000 to help develop the upper 
Mississippi for barge traffic. They worked with Herbert Hoover when he was Secretary of Commerce (he later 
became president) on a plan to build a system of locks, dams, and wharves on the upper Mississippi. Willard be- 
came the operating manager of the Inland Waterway Corporation—a government entity that worked like a pri- 
vate business which “created the Federal Barge Line to operate on the Mississippi, Missouri, and Warrior rivers.” In 1927, 
one of the tugboats that powered the barges was christened the W.W. Morse. 

One side of Willard’s family had nicknamed him “Lucky,” but he didn’t attribute his success in life to luck. In 
later years, when asked the secret to his success, Willard replied that you should make each day a successful day, 
so that in the future when you look back on your life, you have a series of successful days that have made you a 
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success. Willard died in 1948 of prostate cancer.

Notes for Bertha Florence Alden 

According to one biography, “Bertha was a shy, quiet child with large dark 
eyes, dark brown hair, very soft and straight.” In a letter written when Bertha 
was a child, her mother wrote, “I am writing with Bertha standing beside me, like 
a little brown bird.” The name stuck, and Bertha became known as “Bird” or 
“Birdie” for the rest of her life. 

Tragically for Bertha and her four siblings, her mother died when she 
was only four years old. They were watched over by various female relatives 
and friends for the next six months until Bertha’s father married his second 
wife in Minneapolis that February. He brought her to Spring Valley telling 
the children that “he had gotten another mother to care for” them. Springing a 
new mother on the children like that could have gotten them off to a bad 
start, but that doesn’t appear to be the case. Bertha later wrote of her step- 


mother, “Mrs. Alden was a patient, conscientious, kindly soul, and made a very 





wonderful mother to us all,” and that “Mrs. Alden was a conscientious Christian 
. woman, and did everything possible to make a happy home for us.” 

Bertha at About Age 4 Bertha’s new stepmother was a widow whose first husband had left her 

with two children—one from each of his two previous marriages. He also left her a large house on 1227 Fifth 

Street in S.E. Minneapolis. The family moved there that July and “Their first train ride, from Spring Valley to Minne- 

apolis, and the warm welcome they received from the children left in Mrs. Alden’s care by the death of her first husband, were 

memories cherished by the five Alden children all their lives.” 

Bertha must have had an adventurous side to her personality. When she 
was young, she accepted a dare to walk on top of the white picket fence that 
surrounded their house. She fell off and cut her tongue on a piece of broken 
glass. Another story Bertha told was about her sixth birthday: “I remember well 
my first birthday in Mpls. [Minneapolis] when I was six. I had received some little 
gifts and candy and was much pleased over the attention I was receiving when my fa- 
ther took a very large envelope from his pocket and presented it to me from Mr. Tru- 
man. Mr. Truman was about the tallest man I had ever seen. I opened the letter which 
read ‘To Birdie, please accept the enclosed from your old overgrown friend, True.’ 
Great excitement reigned, all of the family looking eagerly to see what I had received. I 
looked and looked and found nothing but the note, and I was mad! I burst out, ‘The 
horrid old thing, there’s nothing here.’ Dad said in his calm way, ‘Now just look some 
more, there must be something there.’ I could not find it and my father then suggested 





that I had not examined the postage stamp; and wonder of wonders, underneath the 
stamp was a gold dollar! The laugh was on me. I was all smiles with my first gold dollar.” Bertha at Age 6 

In spite of her mother dying when she was young, Bertha appears to have had a happy childhood. Another 
time she wrote that “Almost every morning we children used to ride with Father from the barn to the front gate, and on Sat- 
urdays he often took one or more of us with him to the store. That was a gala day when we could go with him and be given can- 
dy from glass jars on a high shelf, and ginger cookies with a thin slice of cheese cut from the big wheel.” 

The summer when she was fifteen Bertha caught malaria. Her father’s half-sister, Hannah, came for a visit 
from Nebraska and convinced Bertha’s parents to let her spend the winter with them. Bertha graduated from high 
school in Aurora, Nebraska that spring. 
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Bertha When She Was in Her Teens 


Bertha went to the University of Minnesota in 1883, but took some time off to teach both in Chanhassen and 
St. Louis Park, Minnesota. She used most of her teaching money to pay for painting lessons. Sadly, Bertha’s be- 
loved stepmother died in 1887, and Bertha dropped out of school to care for her younger siblings. In January 
1888 her father married his third wife, and Bertha moved in with her sister Lizzie. She continued her education 
and graduated in 1888. 

Bertha met her future husband, Willard Whitcomb Morse, at a church strawberry and ice cream social. They 
were married the year she graduated from the university in her sister Lizzie’s house.

The Morse’s had a busy social life filled with friends. Bertha wrote about some of their activities: “Our P.O.S. 
Club met twice a month in the evening. Sometimes we visited to get better acquainted, later played cards [one of Bertha’s fa- 
vorite games was Canasta, which she was known to cheat at!] or danced. We had progressive dinner parties in the fall 
after our husbands went hunting. We took up square dancing and sometimes hired a hall for cotillions. There were many fine 
storytellers in our group. One man whose business took him to St. Paul, committed stories and poems to memory while riding the 
street car, then shared them with the rest of us. Some of our number were musical, and we spent many pleasant evenings listen- 
ing to music provided by the group. We had gay coasting parties in the winter, as we had good bob sleds and fine hills to slide 
on; we also skated.” 


Bertha’s daughter remembered their family dinners: “There were many family dinners since our mother came from a 
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large and hospitable family.” She also remembered that “In the winter we sometimes made a batch of taffy and pulled it 
white, or heated maple syrup and poured it in a thin stream over the huge dishpan heaped with new-fallen snow, or popped corn 
in the fireplace, salted it and poured a pound or so of melted butter over it, again in the big, round, white-enameled dishpan.” 

After her death, one of Bertha’s friends wrote of their times together: “To the end of my days I shall have fond 
and pleasant memories of picnics on beaches, games and suppers at her cottage and the choice evenings at the house in town. 
Your parents were high lights in our life.” And one of her nieces wrote of Bertha: “You have the happy difficulty of being 
companion to all ages no doubt because you are always interested and kindly thoughtful.” 

With all these social activities and four children to raise, it’s a wonder that Bertha had time for much else. But 
she also had an active intellectual and charitable life and was known as a philanthropist. In the winter of 1895/96, 
she started a reading club in her home that became the Prospect Park Study Club. This club remained in existence 
for at least 120 years! For 25 years, she belonged to the Kenwood Bird Club which became the Art History Club 
which she was president of for five years. She was also a member of the Missionary Society where at various times 
she was auditor, secretary for children’s work, and president. And she was a member of numerous other clubs 
and societies such as the Clara Doerr Club for working girls which she was chairman of for five years. And on top 
of all of this, she taught Sunday School at her church. She was so known for her charitable work that one of her 
obituaries called her a “Civic Figure.” 

Bertha and her son Willard were afflicted with severe hay fever, and the month of August was particularly 
bad for them. Because of this, the family would head to the north shore of Lake Superior during that month. They 
first stayed on Madeleine Island, and later switched to Isle Royale. Bertha and the children would spend the whole 
month there while her husband would come up for part of the time when he could leave his work. In later years, 
Bertha and her husband would head to Winter Park, Florida in the winters where they had a large circle of 
friends. 

Bertha’s husband died in 1948. Bertha herself died thirteen years later of kidney cancer.

Notes for Willard Morse 


Willard was born in Sharon, Massachusetts. According to family members, he had hazel eyes and an “unusually 
keen and biting wit, so that he rarely lacked for an answer. His laugh or chuckle was very contagious. But, while the laughter 
always came quickly and children were attracted to him, when need arose the stern strong will of the Morse family came upper- 
most.” 

Willard married Lydia Whitcomb when he was twenty-seven years old. His new wife had studied millinery 
(the making of lady’s hats), and when they heard of an opportunity to purchase a millinery business in Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, they took the chance and moved there. Before this time, Willard called himself a “yeoman,” or farmer. 
He sold a twelve-acre piece of land he owned in Sharon, Massachusetts for $150 to help pay for the move. 
Willard did well in Kalamazoo. The Kalamazoo County Directory of 1869 listed him as a “Dealer and Jobber in Milli- 
nery and Fancy Goods, at No. 131 Main Street.” 
and says that “As a dealer in the class of goods 
mentioned, Mr. Morse is a success. He knows this 
market perfectly, and the class of goods, the 
styles, and all that, suited to the taste of our 
people are as familiar to him as the classics are to 
a Greek professor.” The directory goes on to 
describe the growth of Willard’s business, 
moving from one location to another until 
moving into a two-storey building on Main 
Street in 1866. The book also says “He em- 
ploys a large number of hands, and all depart- 
ments of the millinery trade are conducted in a 
manner that adds continually to his well-earned 
reputation and his abundant success. . . . His 
store is a model of its class—order, neatness, 
beauty, variety and the most excellent taste being 
everywhere apparent. There are, in fact, few, if 
any stores in Kalamazoo, where so much of the 
artistic and beautiful is to be seen, and but few of 
our citizens have any idea of the extent and mag- 
nitude of the business which Mr. Morse carries 
on. He is aided by a corps of assistants who thor- 
oughly understand their several departments. 
Truly this is a complete and deservedly popular 


establishment.” 





Willard When He Was 41 Years Old 
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Willard and Lydia had a happy life in Kalamazoo. According to an account told by a family member,* “While in 
Kalamazoo much of their time was devoted to the church, where they were leaders and active workers. Amid the pleasures of the 
cultivated atmosphere of a college town they passed twenty five years of close and loving companionship. Here their two children 
were born.” 

However, Willard and Lydia’s time in Kalamazoo was not to last. Their millinery business started doing 
poorly, so in 1882 they decided to move to Minneapolis, Minnesota where Willard either worked at or started 
the Minneapolis Rubber Company” and later started the Minneapolis Towel Exchange. As in Kalamazoo, Willard 
was active in the church. At one point he was trustee of the Olivet Baptist church in Minneapolis. 

While in Minneapolis, Willard and Lydia lived in a three different houses, their final one being 1840 Sheridan 
Avenue South where they moved to in 1892. Willard had a stroke and died in this house in 12 lait

Notes for Lydia Whitcomb 

Lydia grew up on a New Hampshire farm with her parents and grandparents. She was the youngest of Par- 
menas and Rua Whitcomb’s four children. According to her daughter, Lydia inherited her father’s “hopeful temper- 
ament, wonderful memory and to some extent his gift of language, and from her mother her . . . dignity, steady poise, and gra- 
cious tact.” She goes on to say that Lydia was independent and had “high ideals of education and culture and unselfish 
service to others as the chief goals of life, resting upon a foundation of strong Christian faith.” 

The independence her daughter mentioned was expressed when, after high school, Lydia went to Boston to 
learn millinery (the making of lady’s hats). An interesting choice for a New Hampshire farm girl! In the spring of 
1856 Lydia was visiting friends in Webster, Massachusetts when she met Willard Morse. They were married the 
following year.

* The Alden-Shedd Families, Elwell—Grimes—Morse, Part I of The Albert Martin Alden Family Series says that she was born in Concord, Massa- 
chusetts. The Compendium of History and Biography of Minneapolis and Hennepin County, Minnesota says she was a” native” of Newport, New 
Hampshire. In the 1850 census, she is 14 years old and living with her parents in Newport, New Hampshire. According to that census 
record both Lydia and her parents were born in New Hampshire. Other research shows that the Whitcombs and their wives had been 
born in New Hampshire since at least 1765 when Lydia’s grandfather was born there, and, according to a book written by Lydia’s 
daughter, Lydia’s father “remained on his father’s farm [in Newport, NH] as he was an only son.” Because of this, I am inclined to agree with 
the Compendium’s information rather than the Alden-Shedd book’s information. Also, I could not find Lydia’s birth in the NEHGS Mas- 
sachusetts Vital Records databases, which, while not definitive, is also an indicator that she was not born there. However, until a definite 
birth record is found, there is always the possibility that the Concord information is correct. 
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Lydia and Willard were living in Foxbury, Massachusetts when they heard of an opportunity to purchase a 
millinery business in Kalamazoo, Michigan. They moved there in August 1857 and were to live in Kalamazoo for 
the next twenty-five years. The family accounts do not mention this, but since Lydia had learned the millinery 
trade, it seems likely that she helped with their new business. 

According to Lydia and Willard’s daughter, Minnie, they spent much of their time in Kalamazoo “devoted to 
the church, where they were leaders and active workers.” Both of Lydia ) 
and Willard’s children were born in Kalamazoo. 

In 1882, Lydia and Willard moved to Minneapolis, Minneso- 
ta. They were living with their daughter in the Kenwood area of 
Minneapolis when Willard died in 1897. Lydia and Minnie con- 
tinued living in the house where Willard died until 1916. Two 
years later they had a house built in the Lake of the Isles area 
where Lydia was to live for the rest of her life. In Lydia’s 1910 
birthday book, one of her granddaughter-in-laws entries was as 
follows: 

“The liner[?] side of every cloud is bright and shining. 
“So I'll just turn mine about and always wear it inside out— 
to show the lining.’ 

“Your cheerful, bright and happy self 
has always been an 
exemplification of the above — and 


will always be so, I am sure.

Notes for Albert Martin Alden 


Albert was born on the Alden family farm near Solon, New York. He was taught early the value of hard work 
as he helped his parents on the farm. According to his biography in Wheeler-Alden Family, Part I, Albert “and his 
older half-brother William were so busy with the farm work that they could not be spared to attend school more than three win- 
ter months when farm work slackened. Then William and Albert worked for their board after school for the local shopkeeper; and 
slept on the floor under the counters. However, both boys were avidly interested in reading literature, history and current events, 
so were mostly self-educated." 

Albert moved with his parents to Iowa in the early 1850s. Then, in 1855, when Albert was 17, his father sent 
him to Minnesota by horseback to find a farm to purchase. Albert located one near Wasioja, and the family moved 
there the following year. 

Albert’s father, Lyman, held a number of jobs in Wasioja, but the general store he ran was to help determine 
the course of Albert’s life. Albert helped out in the store and later used the skills he learned working for his father 
when he opened his own general store. 

Albert married Maria Shedd in 1860, just a few months after he turned twenty-one. Their first two children 
were born in Wasioja. Albert must have been a respected member of the community, as in 1863, he was chosen 
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Justice of the Peace. According to The Free Dictionary a Justice of the Peace is “a judicial officer with limited power 
whose duties may include hearing cases that involve civil controversies, conserving the peace, performing judicial acts, hearing 
minor criminal complaints, and committing offenders.” Later, Albert took a job at a J.B. Blake’s department store in 
Rochester, Minnesota as a clerk and bookkeeper. Around 1866, Albert moved his family to Spring Valley, Minne- 
sota where he followed in his father’s footsteps and opened his own general store. 

Tragically, Albert’s wife Maria died in 1871. Albert was devastated. Not only had his wife died, but he was 
left with five young children to care for. Various female relatives helped, and he also obtained the help of a local 
woman named Anna Root. However, according to his daughters, “Our father grew thin and worried under the trying 
conditions.” 

Albert was an active member of the local Congregational Church, and his situation did not go unnoticed. To 
give him a bit of a break, the church asked if he would be interested in going to Minneapolis as a delegate to a 
church convention. Albert agreed, and went to Minneapolis in the fall of 1871 along with his father-in-law, 
Charles Shedd. The two were given a place to stay in the home of a widow, Harriet Pardee. Mrs. Pardee’s hus- 
band had left her with a son and a daughter from two previous marriages to care for, along with a large house in 
south east Minneapolis. Albert and Harriet must have enjoyed each other’s company on this visit, because that 
February Albert returned to Minneapolis to marry her. Soon after the marriage, he sold his business and moved 
with his children into her home, opening a grocery store on Nicollet Avenue in Minneapolis. However, Albert 
was not to forget the kindness of the people in his old church, and years later, in 1884, he donated “an ornamental 
iron railing” for the new steeple of his old Congregational church. 

The children had fond memories of this time in their lives, except perhaps for Sundays. It appears that Albert 
was a very social person, and according to one of his granddaughters, “ well remember our mother’s telling about how 
much she and her sisters hated Sundays because their father always invited a number of people for Sunday dinner as they were 
leaving church and that meant the girls in the family spent most of Sunday afternoon washing dishes for 13 or 14 or more peo- 
ple every week. That meant pumping the water, heating it, pouring it into big dishpans and carrying out the used water after- 
ward. 

His children also remembered that Albert “was a fine reader and read aloud to his family every Sunday afternoon, 
mostly from such books as Pilgrim’s Progress, Longfellow, and Whittier’s Poems; and serial stories in The Advance, the Con- 
gregational weekly magazine. He always had family worship after breakfast, however early, reading passages from the Bible and 
making a short prayer, for which all the family knelt.” Albert was described as “a man of character and presented a striking 
appearance. He was 5/10” tall, with a spare frame, black hair and beard, blue eyes. He was gentle and quiet in manner and 
was a remarkable disciplinarian. He never raised his voice; a mere ‘hush’ or ‘hark’ from him would immediately quiet any dis- 
turbance the children might be making.” 

Albert’s store on Nicollet Avenue had problems with drainage. The basement would flood, sometimes dam- 
aging the merchandise. He decided it was time to move, so he built a new store on Second Avenue in Minneap- 
olis. According to accounts from his daughters, “In those days stores opened at 7 A.M. and closed at 9 P.M. The store had 
to be made ready for the next day, letters written, etc. Home was two or more miles away. Horses and other animals had to be 
taken care of as well as home fires. Father always took care of his children at night. Bertha had croup frequently and Jennie had 
tonsillitis. The stair door was always left open so he could keep track of us and he never failed to do this... If ever a father 
was patient and faithful, he was.” 

However, moving the store to a new location did not turn out well. It was farther from the center of town, 
and the store was not as successful as the one on Nicollet Avenue. On top of all of this, Albert and Harriet had 
four children together, so now Albert was responsible for providing for nine of his own children, and probably 
Harriet’s two stepchildren. 

Then, tragedy struck the family again. Albert’s son Edwin died, and Harriet’s health started failing. Albert’s 
oldest daughter had recently married, so the next oldest daughter, Jennie, quit school to help at home. Harriet 
died in 1887. By then, Jennie had married, so the third daughter, Bertha, took over the care of the home. Around 
this time, Albert went into real estate with his son William. 

Albert married his third wife, Laura, a year after Harriet’s death and had two more children with her. Then, 
in 1893 there was an economic crisis in the country. People panicked and withdrew their money from their ac- 
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counts, causing runs on banks. A depression was triggered that lasted until 1897. Albert was heavily mortgaged, 


and his real estate property suffered during this time. His wife’s health was poor, and his doctor suggested that a 


move to a milder climate might help her. In February 1895, they decided to move to Eugene, Oregon. Albert 


traded some property he owned in North Dakota for some purebred horses that he planned to sell in Oregon. 


Unfortunately, the horses died on 
the train ride west. Albert and his 
son Lyman moved to Oregon first, 
rented a house, and then sent for the 
rest of the family, which at that 
point consisted of Laura and four 
other children. Later, Albert pur- 
chased a twenty-acre farm, and he 
and Lyman built a house on it. 
However, their stay in Eugene 
was not to last long. They returned 
to Minneapolis in 1898, and Albert 
took a job working for his son Wil- 
liam in “The New Store.” Early de- 
partment stores were large buildings 
that rented spaces out to various 
vendors. William’s space sold rugs, 
carpets, and draperies. Albert was to 
continue working for William and 
The New Store until he died of 
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pneumonia in 1904.

Notes for Maria Elizabeth Shedd 


Maria grew up in New Ipswich, New Hampshire. According to her biography in Alden-Shedd Families, Part II, 
She graduated from the New Ipswich Female Academy in 1855." The following year, she moved with her parents 
to Minnesota. It was a long journey by covered wagon to St. Louis, Missouri where they took a Mississippi steam- 
boat to Iowa, continuing in a covered wagon to their destination of Zumbrota, MN. There her parents started a 
Congregational church. 

Zumbrota did not have a school when the Shedds moved there. Not long after Maria’s arrival, she became the 
town’s first school teacher with a salary of five dollars a month. The school was above a store that was on the cor- 
ner of Third and Main Street in Zumbrota. According to Zumbrota—The First 100 Years, “The seats consisted of rough 
boards which were placed on boxes or kegs of nails. One of these boards would break occasionally much to the delight of the chil- 
dren. There was, of course, no library, no scientific apparatus, and no variety in text books. The pupils were taught the alpha- 
bet, and then taught to read. Nature study was one of the limited offerings available.” 

In 1860, Maria married Albert Martin Alden. They spent the early years of their marriage in Wasioja, Minne- 
sota. Later they moved first to Rochester, Minnesota then Spring Valley, Minnesota where the last of their five 


children was born. According to one of her daughters, Maria “was a devoted wife and loving mother and left many good

friends to mourn her loss when she died August 3, 1870.” She was only 34 years ol

Notes for Willard Morse 
Willard grew up, married, had children, and died in Sharon, Massachusetts. He inherited the family home in 
Sharon from his parents. On one of the photographs of his home, it says the house was moved from Easton, Mas- 
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sachusetts to Sharon in 1806, and that an addition was added to the house in the same year.* The photo below was 


taken in 1904. The painting of the house on the bottom of the page was made even earlier and does not show the

Notes for Parmenas Whitcomb 

Parmenas was a blue-eyed farm boy with a “hopeful temperament” in New Hampshire who felt a calling to the 
ministry. Unfortunately, his father needed his help on the family farm, so Parmenas was never able to follow his 
dream. He did, however, become a deacon in the Baptist church, using for the service of the church his “remarka- 
ble memory, a great gift of language, a strong full voice of great carrying power, and a wonderful gift in prayer.” In later life, 
“he served his church throughout the state as moderator of assemblies or conductor of various church services.” 

Parmenas inherited his parent’s farm and continued working as a farmer as an adult. He must have been a re- 
spected member of the community as he served as a selectman for Newport, New Hampshire. Selectmen were 
responsible for making sure that what was voted on in the town meetings was followed through on, and they 
were given specific administrative powers that varied in each town. 

Parmenas and his first wife, Rua, had been married for forty years when tragedy struck their family. Their 
daughter Sarah Ann died that September, and then Rua died a few months later. Parmenas must have been devas- 
tated. 

Parmenas married his second wife two and a half years later, but this marriage wasn’t to last very long as she 
died two and a half years after their marriage. He married his third wife in 1870 and was to have about nine years 
with her before her death in 1879. Parmenas himself died the following year. ee eae

Notes for Rua Hurd 

Rua and her twin brother, Reuel, grew up on a farm in Newport, New Hampshire. Sadly, Reuel died when 
he was only five years old, which must have been devastating for little Rua. When she was 24, Rua married a 
New Hampshire farmer, Parmenas Whitcomb. She “was of a fair complexion with blue eyes and pink cheeks and had a 
fine figure. A woman greatly beloved by all who knew her, she had all the dignity and poise of good breeding.” She was also 
known as “a great lover of horses and few men surpassed her in horsemanship. On one occasion she drove to Newport with her 
little ones beside her and while there the horse took occasion to stand on its hind legs. When the men who gathered round asked 
what she was going to do, she replied, ‘Wait until he comes down.’” This story tells us a bit about her character. She 
wasn’t one to panic and was very pragmatic! 

Tragedy again entered Rua’s life in September 1862 when her daughter, Sarah Ann, died. Rua herself died a 
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few months later.

Notes for Lyman Alden 

Unfortunately, not much has been passed down about Lyman’s childhood. In his father’s Revolutionary War 
pension file, Lyman mentions using a Bible as a schoolbook when he was a child, so he was quite likely educated at 
home at some point. 

Lyman married his first wife in 1827, and in 1830 the young couple was living in Butternuts, New York. In 
1831, they moved first to Lincklaen, New York then to Solon, New York in the part of Solon that was to later 
become Taylor, New York. There Anna passed away, and Lyman was left with three young children to care for. 
He married his second wife in 1833. She passed away in 1835 or 1836 and was buried next to Lyman’s first wife 
in the Union Valley Cemetery in Solon (now in Taylor). Lyman married his third wife, Nancy Doran in 1837. In 
1840 they were still living in Solon where Lyman ran an inn. However, he didn’t like that they served alcohol, so 
he quit that job to move to a farm. In the 1850 census he was listed as a merchant living in Taylor. Taylor was 
formed from part of Solon in 1849. Sometime after this census was taken they moved to Huntly, Illinois for a year 
and then on to Crystal Lake, Illinois. 

In 1856, Lyman moved his family to Minnesota, living at various times in Wasioja, Dodge Center, Mantor- 
ville, and Sacramento. These small Minnesota towns are fairly close to each other in Dodge County. While he 
lived in this area he worked as a farmer, merchant, builder, and postmaster. According to his obituary, “He earned 
and maintained the reputation of an honorable, upright, business man, a peaceable, law-abiding citizen, a good neighbor, a 
kind father and husband, sympathetic with the sick and unfortunate and liberal in his donations to charitable and benevolent 
objects.” He was described as “tall, broad shouldered, thin, had fair skin and blue eyes.” One of his granddaughters said 
that “he was always industrious and charitable to a fault,” going on to say that “he was kindly and gentle, fond of children.” 
She also had fond memories of the “warm welcome and _few restrictions” they had when visiting her Alden grandpar- 


ents. 
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Lyman was a devout Methodist and taught adult Bible classes. “For years his house was a stopping place and home 
for Methodist ministers.” His obituary called him the “‘Father of Methodism’ in Dodge County.” 

When Lyman and Nancy became too old to manage their farm in Dodge Center, their son Albert Martin built 
a small house for them on his property in Minneapolis, Minnesota. Their widowed daughter Mary Alice moved in 
to care for them. Lyman and Nancy’s final years were spent close to their family with Albert Martin stopping in 
to visit “several times a day.” 


Lyman’s obituary sums up his life: “He lived as a Christian and died firm in the faith. Sure a good man has gone.”

Notes for Nancy Doran 

Nancy married Lyman Alden and became an instant mother to three children who had already lost a mother 
and a stepmother. This must have been a huge challenge for her. But she sounds like the perfect woman to take on 
the job of caring for these children. Nancy and Lyman went on to have six children of their own, and according to 
one of her granddaughters, Nancy “was short and very plump with clear white skin and the bluest of blue eyes. She was not 
much of a talker, but was always ready to do anything to aid to the comfort of those around her.” This granddaughter also 
remembered “the plum pies and sauce” Nancy made for them on a visit to the Alden farm in Mantorville. She de- 
scribed the farm as “a very ordinary cottage on a farm with sheds across the street in front of the house. On one roof we found 
hazelnuts waiting for our onslaught.” Nancy’s obituary says that she “was an earnest, working Christian, a faithful and 
devoted wife, and her children have only kindest remembrances of her motherly care and patient self-sacrifice.” 

In their later years, Nancy and Lyman lived in a house that their son Albert Martin had built for them on his 
property. Sadly, Nancy “was a great sufferer during the later years of her life,” however, she was “up to the last . . . the 
same thoughtful and kind mother, uncomplaining, and with a firm faith in her Redeemer.” ner

Notes for Charles Shedd 


Charles grew up in a large family of nine children in New Hampshire. At some point when he was fairly 
young, Charles caught tuberculosis arthritis" which caused his left arm to become deformed. According to a doc- 
tor who examined him in later life, “the disability in his left arm is a permanent one, having taken place in early life as is 
evident from the smallness of the arm. That it was so diseased that the elbow joint was wholly destroyed; that the arm is perma- 
nently bent to a right angle, is weak and almost useless.” 

Charles went to Dartmouth College when he was 20 and graduated Phi Beta Kappa in 1826. In 1828, he mar- 
ried Eliza Rowell, and from 1828-1834 he taught at Kimball Union Academy in Meridian, New Hampshire. His 
sister Rebecca and brother George were students there when he was an instructor, and they lived in his house 
while they attended school. 

In 1834, Charles became the principal of the New Ipswich Academy in New Ipswich, New Hampshire (later 
called the Appleton Academy). According to the History of the Town of Rindge, New Hampshire, “In this position he was 
deservedly successful & popular.” However fulfilling this must have been, Charles decided that he needed more and 
followed his calling to the ministry. He quit his job in 1841 to study divinity, and in March 1842 he was ordained 
as a pastor in the Congregational Church in Compton, New Hampshire. “His abilities as a scholar and his rich fund of 
information acquired by much reading helped to make him equally successful in this new field as a preacher. His social nature 
made many friends and the long period of his stay over this charge gave evidence of the high esteem in which he was held.” Ac- 
cording to the Campton church’s centennial celebration book, Charles “was regarded by his brethren in the ministry as 
a positive character, a sound theologian, an excellent sermonizer, and a decided disciplinarian.” Charles’s work at this 
church continued until early November 1856, and the reason for his leaving makes for an interesting story. There 
are two versions of it, the earliest one being in the Alden-Shedd Families, Part II which states: “There was a woman of 
his church with a very troubled conscience. She felt that the only way to relieve her mind of this burden was to confess her sin 
publicly and atone for it, and this she did. Father Shedd’s congregation was a very straight-laced group and did not want this 
sinner in their midst. He thought she had suffered enough already to atone fully for her sin and was fired for siding with the 


* At the time this disease was called scrofulous white-swelling. According to an article in The Lancet, April 14, 1894 by Dent, the disease 
called white-swelling is now called tuberculosis arthritis. 
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sinner. It seems that she had received a letter with an uncancelled stamp and had re-used the stamp.” “ In spite of Charles’s 
issue with the congregation and their treatment of this woman, he seems to have had many supporters in the 
church. When he was dismissed, “The council earnestly recommended that the church and Society pay Mr. Shedd the sum of 
$200 in addition to the salary to which he was legally entitled. This recommendation of the council was carried out. A large 
majority of the church seem to have been his warm friends, while a few were as decidedly his opponents.” 

Shortly after giving his last sermon in Campton in November 1856, Charles and his family became missionar- 
ies to Minnesota. It was a long journey by covered wagon to St. Louis, Missouri where they took a Mississippi 
steamboat to Iowa, continuing in a covered wagon to their destination of Zumbrota, Minnesota. Charles went 
right to work, and in 1857 he helped start the first Congregational church in Zumbrota. His daughter Maria be- 
came the first school teacher there that same year. 

In the beginning Charles held his church services in various places until Kellett’s Store was built. It had a hall 
on the second floor which the new church used for its services. This was also where Maria held her school during 
the week. For the first service in the hall, “a chair and table were provided for the minister, but the congregation were seat- 
ed on boards held up by nail kegs. A short time later seats were provided.” 

But Charles had moved to Minnesota to be a missionary, not to work in just one town. During the winter of 
1858, he helped start another Congregational church in nearby Mantorville, Minnesota, about twenty-two miles 
from Zumbrota. In a letter describing his missionary experience in Mantorville, Charles talked about those first 
years: “In those days we had no certain dwelling place [church], often moving from place to place and occupying no one for 
many Sabbaths in succession.” He goes on to describe some of the places they met, among them private homes, a 
tavern, a lawyer’s office, a store room, a couple of stores, and a school house. This situation was obviously diffi- 
cult and the congregation secured pledges for a fund to build their own church. However by June of that year a 
financial crash that had started in the east hit Minnesota, and money became scarce. And things got worse. In Au- 
gust that year a hail storm hit. “Dense heavy clouds gathered, darkness covered the land. Vivid flashes of lightning streaked 
across the heavens. Suddenly the storm broke with a fury that was indescribable. Hail stones growing larger by the moment fell 
like monstrous cakes of ice. Hail stones of great density measuring all the way from ten to twenty inches in circumference and 
weighting up to two pounds were found. A violent north west wind accompanied the storm, demolishing all windows on the 
north and west of every building. Small livestock and chickens were killed outright. Roofs were punctured by the hail. Crops 
were wiped out.” This was a very difficult time for the pioneers of Zumbrota and Mantorville. “Now desperate for food 
and necessities, the settlers were obliged to live on turnips and cornmeal. This year was known as the ‘johnny cake year.’” And 
that winter, things did not get any better. It “was a severe one with blizzards and intense cold that lasted into April. 
Shortage of food and material things had reached alarming proportions. The howling of wolves during the long winter nights 
was common. Indians made regular appearances begging for food and clothing. Though not particularly friendly, they inflicted 
neither death nor injury. Frequently they would stand motionless within the worship center while their brothers ransacked the 
homes of the church attendants.” And to make matters worse, the people who had pledged money to build the church 
could no longer afford to pay. The Mantorville Congregationalists had to temporarily give up their dream of their 
own building. Times were hard for Charles and his family, and his congregations wanted to help. Two donation 
parties were held for him, one in Sacramento and one in Wasioja, both nearby towns that Charles also preached 
in. The party in Wasioja raised $65.00 and the one in Sacramento raised $70.00 plus $150.00 of real estate which 
included a house. The Shedds moved to the Sacramento house shortly after receiving it. 

The year 1860 presented another challenge for Charles and his family when that December “the $250.00 paid 
him by the American Missionary Society was abruptly cut off.” His parishioners again came to the rescue and held a do- 
nation party for him in Mantorville. But 1860 was also an exciting year for Charles. The Methodists in Mantor- 
ville had started building a stone church in 1858, but had to stop work on it due to lack of funds. They now had 
an unfinished building with stone walls and a roof that they could not use. They offered to share the church with 


* Later versions of the story do not say what the sin was, but say that some members of the congregation sent Charles an angry letter 
saying that they wanted the woman kicked out of the church, and that Charles used an uncancelled stamp from the letter to apply to be a 
missionary in Minnesota. One of these versions was a newspaper article that said its source was the Alden-Shedd book, so the article was 
blatantly wrong. The other version was written after the newspaper article and may have gotten the story from that. It does seem odd 
that in a small town the congregation would have spent the money to mail a letter to the pastor when they could have just delivered it. 
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the Congregationalists for five years if the Congregationalists would finish the inside of the building. Charles and 
his congregation took up the offer. Charles oversaw the work and even pitched in and helped the workers, in 
spite of his damaged arm. “The walls were lathed and plastered, a floor was laid, and a chancel added to grace the Church. 
Quaint pews, painted white and boasting a 
partition in the middle replaced the plank pews. 
Modern kerosene lamps lighted the Church with 
their ‘dazzling brightness,’ and the last touch 
of luxury and comfort was added by installing 
wood burning stoves.” After five years, this 
church reverted to the Methodists, but it 
later became a permanent home for the 
Congregationalists and still stands today. 

In 1661, Charles’s parishioners in 
Zumbrota started building their own 
church which is also still in use today. 
Charles’s hard work was paying off. 

And these two weren’t Charles’s only 
churches. During this time he also worked éowe cHURCH 
in Wasioja and Claremont. At some point MANTORVILLE MINN 
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he is said to have started churches in be 





Dodge Center, Waseca, and Spring Val- 

ley. And since the people of Sacramento The Congregational Church in Mantorville 
had given hima house, he also did some (Photo taken in 1908) 

sort of work there, although it is unclear whether they had their own church or shared one of the others. 

Charles was a hard-working minister. A man named Doctor Ingraham wrote the following about him: 
“Through mud and snow with parching sun or pelting rain, he was invariably punctual on the hour, prepared for any occasion 
and always scattering good seed by the way.” Mantorville historian, Alice Cumberland wrote, “It is difficult not to give 
too much praise to this virile and faithful pioneer minister and his wife of like sprit. They did not bemoan their unfortunate 
condition but looked upon it as a calling of God. Both of them were equally efficient, refined, and well educated. Both were 
gifted with energy and devotion.”

* There are actually two versions of this. I’m using the one from the Alden-Shedd histories. 
. They did not have hymn books, so Charles would sing the songs line by line until the congregation had it memorized. 
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The photo that has been passed down of Charles seems to show an image of a 
stern man, but many photos from that time show unsmiling people due to the 
difficulty of keeping a smile for the length of time that a photo took to take with 
less modern equipment than we have today. In reality, Charles appears to have 
been a very kind and beloved man. One of his many grandchildren remembered 
him as their favorite grandparent. She wrote of him as “a very gentle, spiritual soul 
who, while practical and helpful, lived above mundane matters. Although a preacher, he 
seldom preached to us. Example was his method.” 

Charles was practicing his ministry in Minnesota when the Civil War struck. 
His son Charles Richmond, who was living with his parents and helping them 
with expenses, decided to enlist for the North in 1861. His death from disease 
during the war was the great tragedy of Charles’s life. He wrote of it in a letter to 
his daughter after his son’s death." 





“My dear Lizzie, 

I commissioned Mr. Alden to give you the sad news respecting poor Richmond. I have had my hands & my heart full all the 
week, so that I could not write you before. Dear boy! God only knows what gloomy scenes he passed through from Chattanooga 
to Nashville, & from the hospital there to the grave. He could not tell me & probably found no friend there to do it for him. His 
last letter was to Mary, dated Dec. 29th. We saw by that, that he was very feeble & desponding. We dispatched several letters 
immediately, but too late & several were on the way which he never received. I have ascertained by returned soldiers, that he 
obtained a furlough & started from Chattanooga Jan’y Ist. It was a cold there as well as here. His clothing was evi- 
dently insufficient, considering his state of health. He would be about two days in getting to Nashville, as he died on the 17th. 
I conclude he was about two weeks in the hospital. The diaerhoea returned upon him. I have sent to the surgeon the power of 
attorney for the purpose of getting his few things, with money to pay the Express, & also requested the particulars of his last 
sickness. This last they may not notice. O if he had only a single ray of true light! Poor boy, how much he needed a kind look 
from the Savior! I am told that he read his Bible more than any other soldier in the Reg. I hope he loved it. He is now beyond 
the reach of prayer & human sympathy. It has been a great pleasure to me to write to him, but all is done. Every thing about the 
house & premises reminds me of him. A large part of the time I can do nothing but speak of him to myself & weep. I feel un- 
nerved & unfitted for public duty. How suddenly my hopes were dashed. His sisters was to go directly to Iowa. I was 
pleased with this idea & thought it better for him than to try to come home at present, supposing that if he could go the shorter 
journey to Denmark, he would find the best of care, & be in the way to recover. I was about writing to him at D. when the sur- 
geon’s letter came. Thus hath the Lord smitten us. May it result in our highest good & his glory. It has convinced me more than 
ever of a higher life in Christ. The event has frustrated all my temporal plans. I cannot be both a farmer & missionary, indeed I 
am too old to be either. R’s land will now come into my hands, but I am wholly at a loss what arrangements to make. Of course, 
I remain here for the present, perhaps as long as I live. It is a good home, if I can get bread to eat & raiment to put on. R did all 
he could to pay for it. He longed to return & enjoy it. He even counted the days of his absence, & we, of course, reciprocated all 
his desire. Tomorrow is the Sabbath. How I shall get through the services, I know not. The Sabbath after or 1" Sabbath in Feb. I 
shall be at liberty. It is Free Will ___ at Wasioja. I have thought of being that day at Zumbrota or Rochester but am 
not decided. Mr. Stevens, I learn, is sick. Perhaps he would like help. Zumbrota too is . I had an ill turn a week or 
two past, but am now quite well. I want to see you & Albert & the little ones. Live near to Christ, & may our affliction prove the 
greatest blessing.

Charles sold the land he inherited from his son and, “in spite of dire poverty, Father Shedd gave the proceeds from the 
sale of this land to the building of Carleton College [in Northfield, Minnesota] as his contribution to higher education in 
Minnesota.” In 1873 Charles gave up his missionary work and settled down at one church, Waseca, where he 
worked and lived until 1880. However, he still visited other churches as a guest preacher, and the Congregation- 
alists said that he was “a venerable figure in our Conference in his later years.” In 1880, Charles and his wife moved 
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back to Zumbrota to live near their son Henry. Charles died in 1885.

Notes for Eliza Rowell 


Eliza was born in Cornish, New Hampshire in the home of her grandparents, Daniel and Mehitable Chase. In 
later years, Eliza was to cross-stitch a picture of this house, and her granddaughters made notecards from a photo 
of her work.

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Eliza’s cousin, Salmon P. Chase was also born in this house and was a childhood playmate of Eliza’s. He was 
to grow up to become Secretary of the Treasury under Abraham Lincoln and later became Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 

Eliza was known for her intelligence. She learned to read when she was four and could quote whole chapters 
from the Bible. She married Charles Shedd when she was twenty-four years old. The young couple moved to Me- 
ridian, New Hampshire where Charles was a teacher at Kimball Union Academy, a boarding school founded by 
Eliza’s great-uncle Daniel Kimball. Some accounts say that Eliza was also a teacher there, although one of the 
Kimball Union historians did not find mention of her in the old school catalogs. (Perhaps she did teach there but 
was not listed because she was a woman?) Eliza was definitely a teacher, however, at the next school her husband 
worked at—the New Ipswich Academy (later known as the Appleton Academy) in New Ipswich, New Hamp- 
shire. She taught French, Latin, English, Painting, and Math. 

In 1841, Eliza’s husband quit teaching to study divinity, and Eliza was soon to become a pastor’s wife, a role 
she was to embrace whole-heartedly. They moved to Campton, New Hampshire where Charles became the pas- 
tor of the Congregational church there for the next fourteen years. Not much has been passed down about Eliza’s 
life during this time, but presumably raising her six children kept her busy along with her duties as a pastor’s wife. 

In 1856, the Shedds made a decision that was to affect the rest of their lives. Charles either left or was forced 
to leave (see his biography on the previous pages) his pasto- 
ral duties, and Charles and Eliza decided to become mis- 
sionaries on the Minnesota frontier. Their life was to change 
forever. 

Charles gave his last sermon in Campton in November 
1856, and by spring of 1857, the Shedds were living in 
Zumbrota, Minnesota. It was as an impoverished missionary 
that more of Eliza’s talents emerged. For not only was she 
intelligent, she was also an accomplished weaver, lace- 
maker, quilter, and seamstress, To supplement the money 
sent to them by missionary societies, Eliza would sell the 
results of her work, and often would give items such as her 
handmade quilts away to people less fortunate than herself. 
And while she could weave exquisite linens, she also wove 
countless rag rugs which she sold for twenty-five cents a 
yard. Missionary groups from the east would send her boxes 
of clothes for the needy. Many of these clothes were unusa- 
ble, and those she would tear up for her rugs. Every spare 
penny the Shedds had they would use for people in need, 
for their mission work, or for promoting education in Min- 
nesota. le F050 A "

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Another way that Eliza helped provide for the family and 
their mission work was by selling or giving away eggs and gar- 
den produce. The basket she used to collect these eggs has been 
passed down in the family. And somehow, with all of these pur- 
suits, Eliza also managed to create a collection of geological 
specimens and Indian artifacts which she later donated to Car- 
leton College in Northfield, Minnesota. And that wasn’t her 
only donation to Carleton. “Dr. Josiah Strong, the first president of 
Carleton College, told a story of having been in her home for dinner 
once and on noticing her initials ERS on the silver, said to Mrs. Shedd, 
‘Now the cat is out of the bag.’ For years, whenever Carleton College 
was out of funds, President Strong would receive $25.00 with the ini- 





es tials ERS, but he could never figure out where the money came from. 
Eliza’s Egg Collecting Basket Mrs. Shedd was quite offended at his finding out because she thoroughly 
believed in ‘not letting the left hand know what the right hand did.’” 

Life on the Minnesota frontier was much harder than what Eliza was used to growing up in New England. 
And one event that she probably didn’t foresee was the Dakota War of 1862. The Dakota tribe had become fed 
up with the way the United States government was treating them. They had lost land in a recent treaty negotia- 
tion, and because of the Civil War, the government was delaying making the payments due to them. Finally, the 
money they’d been waiting for arrived, but by then it was too late. Five white settlers were killed in Acton, Min- 
nesota, and war ignited after that. According to a letter written by one settler: “I will now describe everything to you 
as thoroughly as I am able, and as far as my heart, which is trembling with fear, will allow me. . . . The Indians have begun 
attacking the farmers. They have already killed a great many people, and many are mutilated in the cruelest manner. Toma- 
hawks and knives have already claimed many victims. Children, less able to defend themselves, are usually burned alive or 
hanged in the trees, and destruction moved from house to house. The Indians burn ever thing on their way—houses, hay, grain, 
and so on. . . . These troubles have now lasted for about two weeks, and every day larger numbers of settlers come into St. Peter 
to protect their lives from the raging Indians. They crowd themselves together in large stone houses, for protection, and the mis- 
ery is so great that imagination could not depict it in darker colors. 

Luckily for Eliza and Charles, the attacks were happening about one hundred miles to the west of them, but 
they must have been very worried that they would spread east. And Eliza must have been terrified when three 
Dakota men came to her house when she was alone. “She had just finished a large baking of bread and the Indians want- 
ed it. She took a knife and was about to cut a loaf in two when the Indians protested and demanded all of it. She gave it all to 
them, leaving her household without any bread, but she was thankful that no harm had been done either to her or to her 
home.” 

Years later, after retiring from missionary work, Eliza received the following testimonial from the First Con- 
gregational Church in Mantorville: 


“The First Congregational church of Mantorville, met to commemorate the fortieth anniversary of its organization, and 
desiring as far as possible to convey to her whom the church has learned, and loves, to speak of as ‘Mother’ Shedd, its deep real- 
ization and ever growing appreciation of the good work done ‘in the beginning’ by the founders of the church, by a unanimous 
rising vote, deputized the undersigned committee to discharge this agreeable duty. 

As the children grown to manhood and womanhood, with the passing of years are more and more fully prepared by their 
own experiences to realize what was the cost in self-sacrifices to their parents on their behalf during the days of infancy, so the 
Mantorville church would testify of its own appreciation and gratitude for the early labors of ‘Father’ and ‘Mother’ Shedd, in 
laying deep and strong the foundation of what has, through their own faithfulness and the blessing of its Master thereon, be- 
come a very stronghold of Zion. 


* The source for this story does not indicate the year it happened. 
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We rejoice that ‘Mother’ Shedd has been spared to us unto this day, to hear this testimony of our love and sympathy; and 
our earnest prayers go out to her this day that her last days may be her best days, full of comfort and consolation that comes 

from only a life full rounded to the service of the Master.” 

Charles had died before this testimonial was given to Eliza. After he retired, they moved next door to their 
son Henry’s home in Zumbrota where Charles died. Following his death, Eliza spend alternate winters with her 
granddaughters Bertha (Alden) Morse and Emma Lizzie (Alden) Elwell who both lived in Minneapolis at the time. 
Later, Eliza’s house in Zumbrota burned down, and from that time on she lived with her granddaughter Bertha. 
When she was 90 years old, Eliza had an unsuccessful cataract surgery and never regained her sight. For the last 
six years of her life she could only tell light from darkness. The Morses hired a woman to help care for while she 
continued living in their home. During this time, “many old friends came to call on her.” 

Eliza’s Morse great-grandchildren told the story of how when she was living with them they would ask her 
“Why do you get up so early on Sunday, Grandma, when you are always saying Sunday is a day of rest?” and she would reply 
“I get up early so as to have a longer day to rest in.” With all of her accomplishments and duties, Eliza probably never 
wasted a minute in a day. Her grandchildren remember going to visit Eliza and Charles in the 1870s where they 
were given “a kindly welcome, but were carefully instructed by Grandmother on how to behave and given selective reading, 
etc.” 

According to her obituary Eliza, “possessed unusual intellectual powers and a deeply religious nature. . . . [She] pre- 
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served to the end of her life her memory and a keen interest in current events.” Eliza died in 1900 at age ninety-six.

Notes for John Morse 

John Morse was called “Captain John Morse,” for his service in the Massachusetts militia. He received his 
captain’s commission in 1805 after being a sergeant since 1792 (a copy of it is on the following page). His wife, 
Lucy Fisher, was his stepsister, although they did not grow up in the same house—John’s father married his se- 
cond wife, Mary (Pettee) Fisher, when John was 18 and Lucy was 21. John and Lucy were married a little over 
five years later. Judging by the letters written to John and his wife from their daughter Julia, they were held in 
much affection by their children and grandchildren. Julia calls them her “Distant and Dear Parents” (She was living 
in Alabama at the time), and said that their grandchildren “often talk about grandfather’s and wish they could take supper 
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at the long table and come back in the morning.”. vah8

Notes for Thomas Glover 

Thomas was born in Stroughton, Massachusetts and had seven brothers and sisters. He served in the Revolu- 
tionary War for an unknown length of time. He married Eunice Bent in 1782 and around that time purchased a 
farm in Sharon, Massachusetts about five miles from where he was born. He was to live there for the rest of his 
life. Thomas and Eunice had seven children together before Eunice died in 1806, leaving Thomas a widower with 
young children to raise. His two oldest daughters were adults and probably helped him, but the rest of his chil- 
dren were under age 16. About seven months after Eunice’s death, Thomas married his second wife, Abigail 
Hewins. It was fairly common at the time for widowers and widows to re-marry quickly as farming was a difficult 
job to do without a helpmate, especially if there were children involved. Thomas had six more children with Abi- 
gail, giving him thirteen children in all. Sadly, at least four of Thomas’s children died before him, which must 


have caused him great sorrow. Thomas himself died in 1845. He was 87 years ld. pe

Notes for Benjamin Whitcomb 

Benjamin was born in Henniker, New Hampshire. At some point, his father moved the family to Warner, 
New Hampshire where Benjamin married Sarah Watson in 1787. The young couple continued living in Warner at 
least until 1790, when the census that year listed them as living there. They then moved to a farm in Newport, 
New Hampshire “on the mountain between Croyden and Newport,” where they lived for three years. After that they 
moved to a farm on the Sugar River just south of Croyden. 

It is said that Benjamin “was exceedingly deliberate in movement, in manner, and in utterance, but was a man of sound 
judgment and most exemplary life.” His fellow churchgoers must have agreed as he was a deacon in the church for 
much of his life. He was described as having “a light complexion with blue eyes and a medium figure, well filled out.” 
Benjamin died in 1860 at age 94 years elders

Notes for John Adams Alden 

The Revolutionary War started when John was twelve years old. He must have been an eager patriot as he 
enlisted shortly after his sixteenth birthday. He was sent to Rhode Island and participated in the Battle of Rhode 
Island, which the patriots lost. He retreated with General Sullivan off the island and was discharged soon after. 

John enlisted three more times: in June 1779 for six months, in July 1780 for six months, and in September 
1781 for three months. He does not appear to have participated in any other battles during his service. 

In 1786, when he was 23, John married Hannah Daniels. They were to have ten children together. In the 
1810 census, they were listed as living in Wardsboro, Vermont. John’s Revolutionary War pension record says 
that after the war he went back to his birthplace—Medway, Massachusetts—and lived there for a while, then 
moved first to Rutland, Massachusetts; then Jamaica, Vermont; then Greenwich, Massachusetts; and then Dover, 
Vermont. In 1810 Wardsboro was split in two and the southern part became Dover. After Dover, the family 
moved to Lincklaen, New York. He was living there when he applied for his Revolutionary War pension, saying 
that “by reason of bodily infirmity, having not been able to labor for some time, or be about without pain, he does not feel able 
to attend court to make the declaration.” His pension was granted in August 1832. He was 70 years old at the time. 
At some point after this, John and Hannah moved to Solon, New York where his son Lyman also lived. John died 
in Solon in 1843. He was 80 years old. Sadly, at least five of his ten children died before him. His wife was to die 
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five months later. : 


* The published version of the Medway vital records for John Adams Alden’s birth is confusing. It says that he was born 11 Jul 1763 and 
baptized 5 Sep 1762, a year before he was born. At first glance, this could mean that these records were for two separate boys. Howev- 
er, a transcription of the John Adams Alden Bible from his pension record says that he was born 11 Jul 1762. It seems unlikely that there 
were two boys named John Adams Alden born on exactly the same day, only one year apart. The baptism record only says “child of 
John,” while the birth record says “child of John and Mary.” However, none of the Alden baptism records listed mention the mother’s 
name, so this is not an indicator of a different family. And there are no Alden death records at all listed in Medway for this time period 
(in case there were two boys and one died). Since the transcription of the John Adams Alden Bible from his pension record says that he 
was born 11 Jul 1762, and since there is a discrepancy in the vital records between his baptism and birth record, it seems reasonable to 
conclude that he was born 11 Jul 1762 as his pension record says and was baptized 5 Sep 1762 as the vital records say, and that the 1763 
date is a typo.

Notes for Abraham Doran 

Abraham was eighteen when the Revolutionary War broke out. In April 1776 he enlisted for six months. 
That August he found himself just north of the action when Washington’s army managed to escape Brooklyn 
Heights across the East River to Manhattan under cover of darkness. The British had thought they had the patriots 
trapped and had expected them to surrender. Abraham’s company connected with Washington’s army at 
Knightsbridge and continued with them to White Plains where there was a battle, but Abraham’s company was 
not called into action. Washington was again forced to retreat in the night, and Abraham’s company was left be- 
hind to guard the baggage. He ended up in Sterlingtown (Sterlington), New York when his six months enlistment 
was up, and he went back home to Kinderhook, New York. 

Abraham enlisted three more times. His last enlistment was in 1781 when his company arrived towards the 
end of the Battle of Johnstown. The British had been raiding towns and farms in the area, and decided to attack 
Johnstown. The patriots drove them off and chased them for a few days. There were a number of skirmishes after 
the battle, but it is unclear from Abraham’s account if he participated in either the battle or the skirmishes.” This 
battle occurred after the final British surrender at Yorktown, but word of their surrender hadn’t reached the area 
yet. Abraham’s enlistment this time only lasted about ten days. The war was finally over. 

During the war, Abraham had moved from Kinderhook to Princetown, New York. In September 1790, a 
group of friends and relations accompanied Abraham and Maria Sullivan, more commonly known as “Polly” about 
ten miles to Schenectady, New York to be married that same day. The newlyweds continued living in Princetown 
at least until 1800 when they were listed as living there in the census. They may have briefly moved to Schenec- 
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tady* before moving to Lincklaen, New York where Abraham died in 1838.

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Notes for Maria Sullivan 
Maria was baptized “Maria,” but was normally called “Mary” or even more often “Polly.” Little is known of 
her early life. She married Abraham Doran in 1790 when she was only 15 years old. Abraham was 33. They had at 
least five children together. After Abraham died in April 1838, Polly applied for his pension. She had some sort of 
disease that made it impossible to sign her name, and she said she’d had this disease for many years. She was 63 at 
the time. At some point after her husband’s death, she moved in with her son Charles’s family in Pitcher, New 
York. She was most likely living there when she died in 1858. The inscription on her gravestone says “Loved in life 
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and lamented in death.”

Notes for Abel Shedd 

Abel was the oldest child of Abel Shedd and Ruth Haskell’s family of eight boys. When he was about ten years 
old, his family moved about nineteen miles from Mason, New Hampshire to Rindge, New Hampshire. Abel 
probably grew up to be a large, athletic man, as his parents’ sons were well-known for “their large Stature and ath- 
letic superiority.” When he was twenty-four, Abel married his first wife, Priscilla French. They moved to Jaffrey, 
New Hampshire where Abel worked as a brickmaker and farmer. Abel and Priscilla had four children in Jaffrey 
before Priscilla died in September 1799, leaving Abel a widower with four children under the age of six to care 
for—the youngest was just an infant. About two and a half years later, he married his second wife, Rebekah Ad- 
ams and moved back to Rindge that same year. 

Abel was “respected as a man of good natural abilities and honorable character.” He was called “Captain Abel Shed” 


due to his service in the local militia. He was not a wealthy man, as he died insolvent in 181 oa

Notes for Joseph Rowell 
Joseph became pastor of the Congregation Church in Cornish, New Hampshire in 1800. He married Hannah 
Chase in 1803 and had ten children with her, all born in Cornish. His term as pastor of the church ended in 1828, 
but he continued living in Cornish until his death in 1842. According to the History of the Town of Cornish, New 
Hampshire, “The town of Cornish owes more to him than to any other man that ever lived in it, for its religious development, 
prosperity and good name; as from his ministry more than forty young people became ministers of foreign missionaries or the 
wives of such, 157 souls were converted and added to the church during his ministry, and the church was rendered a power for 


good. He was a faithful pastor and a bold and fearless preacher.

The part that says “in the 13th" could be referring to her 13th year of life, since she was twelve, but was 
probably some months into her 13th year. A photo of the sampler is below. Unfortunately, the word “Cornish” is 
difficult to read in the photo. 
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Hannah was twenty when she married the preacher at the Congregational Church in Cornish, Joseph Rowell. 
They were to have ten children together. As a preacher’s wife, she must have been proud that four of her children 
became missionaries, but as a mother, she probably worried about them and missed them. One son and one 
daughter were missionaries in Hawaii, one son was a missionary in South America, and one daughter was a mis- 
sionary in the frontier of Minnesota. At least four of her children died before she did; a great sadness for her. oe

Notes for Gilead Morse 

Gilead was born in 1737 in Dedham, Massachusetts, and he was living there when he enlisted to fight in the 
French and Indian War from March of 1758 to October of the same year.” He was twenty years old. The French 
and Indian War was part of a larger conflict between France and Britain called The Seven Years War. In North 
America, the war was fought between the English and French Colonists and their Indian allies. During his first 
enlistment, Gilead served under Captain Eliphalet Fales in Colonel Ebenezer Nichols’s regiment. It appears that 
he spent much of it at Lake George in New York. Gilead enlisted again from May 1760 to December 1760, this 
time under Captain Ephraim Jackson. According to Memorial of the Morses, at the end of one of his enlistments, 
Gilead and his brother Levi “sat down upon a rock in the wilderness, . . . emptied their knapsacks of the last morsel, craved 
the divine blessing in a hymn, ate, and returned thanks in another song.” During one of his terms of service in the French 
and Indian War, Gilead made and decorated a powder horn which has been passed down to his descendants. A 
photo of it is shown on the following page. 

In September 1762 Gilead purchased land in Stoughtonham, Massachusetts (later called Sharon, Massachu- 
setts) from a Joseph Morse, possibly his Uncle Joseph. The following month he married Deliverance Ellis, and the 
young couple eventually moved to Stoughtonham. They had ten children together. The Revolutionary War start- 
ed while they were living in Stoughtonham, and Gilead was a part of it. He became a minuteman, one of the Pa- 
triots who were prepared to fight the British at a minute’s notice. And on the day the Revolutionary War started, 
when Paul Revere and his friends sent out the call that the British were on the move, Gilead was one of the men 
who poured in from the countryside toward Lexington and Concord to drive the British back into Boston. One 
British officer described his confrontation with the patriots as the British fled back to Boston: “We were fired on from 
all sides, but mostly from the rear, where people had hid themselves in houses till we had passed and then fired. The country was 
an amazing strong one, full of hills, woods, stone walls, etc. which the rebels did not fail to take advantage of, for they were all 
lined with people who kept up an incessant fire upon us, as we did too upon them but not with the same advantage, for they

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were so concealed there was hardly any seeing them. In this way we marched between nine and ten miles, their numbers increas- 
ing from all parts, while ours were reducing by deaths, wounds, and fatigue, and we were totally surrounded with such an inces- 
sant fire as it’s impossible to conceive; our ammunition was likewise near expended.” Gilead was most likely one of the men 
shooting at the British. 

In March of 1776, Gilead was again called into service when George Washington took over Dorchester 
Heights in Boston. The Patriots had kept the British penned up in Boston since the preceding April, and on March 
4, 1776, Washington secretly put cannons on Dorchester Heights, so when the British woke up the next morn- 
ing, the heights had a fortification with cannons overlooking Boston. The Patriots, Gilead included, prepared for a 
battle, but the British decided to leave Boston instead. 





Tragedy struck Gilead’s family during the years of the 
Revolutionary War. His three-year-old son, Luther died in 
1777. Then, after the war, Deliverance died in October 
1785. Their oldest daughter had just married that spring, 
but Gilead still had eight children under age twenty to raise. 
The youngest was only three years old and named “Luther” 
after his dead brother. About a year and a half after his 
wife’s death, Gilead married a widow named Mary (Pettee) 


Fisher who had at least two, possibly more, children. 
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Gilead died in Sharon in 1809.

Notes for Thomas Fisher 

Thomas was born in Dedham, Massachusetts, and he married his wife there in 1758. By June 1759, they were 
living in Stoughton, Massachusetts. On the day the Revolutionary War started, when Paul Revere and his friends 
sent out the call that the British were on the move, Thomas was one of the minutemen who hurried to Lexington 
and Concord. Minutemen were given their name because they would be ready to go at a moment’s notice to bat- 
tle. After the shots were fired at Lexington and Concord, minutemen from all over the countryside rushed to the 
area to help. It was because of them that the Redcoats had to retreat back to Boston. The colonists harassed the 
British soldiers all the way to Boston, hiding behind stone walls and trees. The British were not used to this type 
of fighting. 

An undisciplined, rag-tag group of colonists (the minutemen had no organized army) had just defeated the 
greatest army the world had ever known and forced them to retreat. 

One British officer described the scene: “We were fired on from all sides, but mostly from the rear, where people had 
hid themselves in houses till we had passed and then fired. The country was an amazing strong one, full of hills, woods, stone 
walls, etc. which the rebels did not fail to take advantage of, for they were all lined with people who kept up an incessant fire 
upon us, as we did too upon them but not with the same advantage, for they were so concealed there was hardly any seeing 
them. In this way we marched between nine and ten miles, their numbers increasing from all parts, while ours were reducing by 
deaths, wounds, and fatigue, and we were totally surrounded with such an incessant fire as it’s impossible to conceive; our am- 
munition was likewise near expended.” Once the British were driven back into Boston, the minutemen helped keep 
them penned up there. Thomas served for twenty-two days when the call came from Lexington. He also served 
from December 20, 1776 to March 1, 1777 in Colonel Dike’s regiment.°”” EN gee

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Notes for Thomas Glover 


According to Glover Memorials and Genealogies by Anna Glover, Thomas was born in the Boston home of his 


Clouge grandparents. He grew up on Newbury Farm in Dorchester, Messacraset®s, the farm that his father had 





inherited from his grandfather 
Helle 2s STOUGHTON, Mast Glover. Thomas was a member of 
the Dorchester militia and trained at 
Castle William on Boston Harbor. 
In 1748, Thomas started build- 
ing a house (pictured on the left) on 
land that his father gave him in a 
remote area of Stoughton, Massa- 
chusetts. He completed the house in 
about 1750.* This house was still 
standing until 2015 when it was 
demolished in spite of the valiant 
efforts of the Stoughton Historical 
Society to preserve it. Thomas mar- 
ried Rebecca Pope about two years 
after the house was complete and 
started a family with her in Stough- 
ton. Then the French and Indian 
war struck the colonies in 1754, and 


at some point during the war young Thomas was drafted. He had young children to support, so he gave a man

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named William Monk forty acres of land to take his place in the draft, a not uncommon thing to do at the time. 
Thomas had extensive land holdings even at a fairly young age—not only the Stoughton land given to him by his 
father, but his grandfather Clough had jointly given over 662 acres of land in Connecticut to Thomas and his 
brother Elijah in 1744. Unfortunately, Thomas’s grandfather also gave Thomas and Elijah a slave named George, 
who they did not choose to free. This is a black mark against Thomas who otherwise seems to have led an exem- 
plary life. Slavery was the norm at the time— it was legal in every country in the world—but it would have been 
more admirable if Thomas and Elijah had freed George when their grandfather gave him to them. 

On the day the Revolutionary War started, when Paul Revere and his friends sent out the call that the British 
were on the move, Thomas was one of the men who hurried to the battle. He was a lieutenant in the town militia 
at the time. After the shots were fired at Lexington and Concord, men from all over the countryside rushed to 
the area to help. It was because of them that the Redcoats had to retreat back to Boston. The colonists harassed 
the British soldiers all the way to Boston, hiding behind stone walls and trees. The British were not used to this 
type of fighting. 

An undisciplined, rag-tag group of colonists had just defeated the greatest army the world had ever known 
and forced them to retreat. One British officer described the scene: “We were fired on from all sides, but mostly from 
the rear, where people had hid themselves in houses till we had passed and then fired. The country was an amazing strong one, 

full of hills, woods, stone walls, etc. which the rebels did not fail to take advantage of, for they were all lined with people who 
kept up an incessant fire upon us, as we did too upon them but not with the same advantage, for they were so concealed there 
was hardly any seeing them. In this way we marched between nine and ten miles, their numbers increasing from all parts, while 
ours were reducing by deaths, wounds, and fatigue, and we were totally surrounded with such an incessant fire as it’s impossible 
to conceive; our ammunition was likewise near expended.” 

Thomas’s patriotism was mentioned in Glover Memorials and Genealogies which said that Thomas was “Of strict 
integrity, of mild and amiable temperament, of sound and discretionary judgment, he was a kind husband, a tender parent, a 
friendly and obliging neighbor, a patriotic and law-abiding man, of whom it was once remarked by a prominent citizen and 
officer of the town of Stoughton, that ‘if all people were like Mr. Thomas Glover, there would be no need to make laws.’” The 
book goes on to say that Thomas “was an honorable and worthy citizen and member of society, and is remembered as such by 


all survivors who ever knew him. In his deportment he was gentlemanly, and was possessed of a degree of manly grace and beau- 
ty. ” 
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Thomas lived to see the birth of the new country, dying in 1811.

Notes for Thomas Bent 

Thomas was born in Sudbury, Massachusetts and lived as an adult in the part of Sudbury that later became 
Wayland, Massachusetts. He married his wife, Mary, in Sudbury, and all of his children were born there. He was 
a farmer who owned, among other things, sheep, pigs, and oxen. 

On the day the Revolutionary War started, when Paul Revere and his friends sent out the call that the British 
were on the move, Thomas was one of the men who hurried to the battle. “He started on horseback for the scene of 
action, where he received a bullet wound in one of his legs. . . . After being wounded, he started back for Sudbury, and while on 
the road met one of his boys, who, like his three brothers [Thomas’s other sons], was hurrying to the front. Instead of asking 
his son to return, he urged him forward and the boy obeyed.” Thomas was 68 at the time. Sadly, Thomas did not live to

Notes for Jacob Whitcomb 

Jacob and his wife settled in Henniker, New Hampshire shortly after their marriage. They later moved to 
Warner New Hampshire where Jacob was a part of the town militia under Captain Adams during the Revolu- 
tionary War. According to The Whitcomb Ancestry of Willard Whitcomb Morse, due to an absence of a doctor in 
Warner, Jacob “had learned all the various herbs and their uses so as to relieve suffering.” He also could pull teeth and 
set bones, so his neighbors called him “Doctor,” even though he was not trained as one. 

Jacob died in 1823 and is buried in Henniker, although he may have still been living in Warner at the time. 
The two towns are only four miles apart, and Jacob continued going to church in Henniker, even after moving to

Notes for Parmenas Watson 

According to a New Hampshire vital records database,” Parmenas and Meriem’s first eight children were born 
from 1762 to 1777 in South Hampton, New Hampshire, and their ninth child was born in Warner, New Hamp- 
shire in 1782. However, they were known to be living in Warner by 1772 when Parmenas was chosen to be one 
of the first deacons of the Congregational Church in Warner, a post he was to hold until 1825. Deacons were “re- 
sponsible for the temporal, not the spiritual needs of the church.” This meant he did things such as keeping track of the 
offerings and maintaining the meeting house or church building. 

Parmenas must have been a respected member of the community as he was chosen to be a selectman at least 
five different times. Selectmen were responsible for making sure that what was voted on in the town meetings 
was followed through on, and they were given specific administrative powers that varied in each town. Parmenas 
was also chosen to be an assessor in 1773. 


Parmenas lived a long life, living at least until he was 85 years Fe) Renae

Notes for Samuel Hurd 

Samuel was one of the founding settlers of Newport, New Hampshire. In June of 1766, he and a small group 
of men trudged about twenty miles from the last road through the woods to the site where they were to build the 
town of Newport. “The tradition in regard to this matter is that there were eight; that they arrived at a point near the pre- 
sent four corners at the foot of Claremont Hill late on a Saturday evening. . . . The tradition also runs, and we have no doubt 
of the truth of it, that the next day being the Sabbath, religious services were held in the shade of a large birch-tree, and con- 
ducted by Deacon Stephen Wilcox. . . . The stalwart settlers wrought industriously through the season, chopping, burning, 
clearing and planting each on his five acres or more. . . . At that time the woods abounded in game suitable for food, and the 
streams with trout and other kinds of fish. The breadstuffs, groceries and salt meats were transported with much labor . . . and 
each settler took his turn in taking the trip and returning therewith. In the autumn of that year, 1766, they sowed winter 
grains in their clearings, raking it in as best they could by hand, and late in the season closed their camps, and returned to Kill- 
ingworth to spend the winter with their families and friends.” And so the town of Newport was formed out of the wil- 
derness. 

Samuel was chosen to be a selectman at the first Newport town meeting in 1769. Selectmen were responsi- 
ble for making sure that what was voted on in the town meetings was followed through on, and they were given 
specific administrative powers that varied in each town. At the same town meeting, because he was known as a 
“strong man,” Samuel was also chosen to be constable. New England constables were appointed to keep the peace 
and arrest people who broke the law. They “enforced the orders of Colonial and County officials in both civil and criminal 
matters.”

Notes for Moses Thurston 

Moses was of fighting age during a tumultuous time in American history. The French and Indian War, a war 
between England and France along with each country’s Indian allies, started in 1754 when Moses was twenty- 
three years old. Moses enlisted in the fall of the following year, and his battalion was sent to reinforce the army at 
Fort Edwards at Lake George, New York. He was discharged in November and re-enlisted in May of 1756. Ac- 
cording to Thurston Genealogies by Brown Thurston, Moses’s father was also enlisted under the same commander, 
so it is likely that they were sent to the same place, Fort William Henry, which had horrible conditions. Moses 
was discharged in October, and his father died not long after they were discharged." 

It appears that Moses took a break from military service until March 1759 when he enlisted again and was part 
of a Canadian expedition. He also enlisted from April 26-November 27 in 1760. This time he served under 
Colonel John Goffe, so it is likely that he participated in the Siege of Montreal. The British victory there led to the 
end of the war. 

Moses married his wife, Elizabeth, the year the war began. His first four children were born during the war, 
but he appears to have been home for each of their births. In 1769, Moses and Elizabeth moved to Unity, New 
Hampshire. Their early days in Unity were difficult, and the story goes that one day when they ran out of food, 
Moses “went to Walpole barefoot, guided by spotted trees,” bought two bushels of corn, had it ground, and carried it home, 
twenty-five miles on his back. He said he never felt happier than when his family sat down to that meal of pudding and maple 
molasses.” Moses was said to have an “iron frame and will.” In 1773, he was appointed constable. New England con-

Notes for Abel Shedd 


Abel was born in Massachusetts, but not long after his marriage with Ruth Haskell the young couple moved to 
Mason, New Hampshire where six of their eight sons were born. Sadly, one of their sons named Ebenezer, who 
was born shortly after the Revolutionary War began, died young. During the war, Abel was active in the patriotic 
cause, serving on the Committee of Inspection which was responsible for making sure there were no Tories hid- 
ing in the town. He was also a selectman in 1776 and 1777. Selectmen were responsible for making sure that 
what was voted on in the town meetings was followed through on, and they were given specific administrative 
powers that varied in each town. 

Abel and Ruth moved to a farm in Rindge, New Hampshire sometime before November 1781. Besides being 
a farmer, Abel was also a cordwainer (shoemaker) who “by diligence became well-to-do.” His seven living sons “were 
noted for their large stature and athletic superiority, and it has been factiously said of them ‘that there was forty-two feet of 
shed in the family.’ Many are the anecdotes related of their strength.” Abel and his wife must have also wanted a girl, 
because they adopted one named Susanna White who later married their son John.

Notes for Ephraim Adams 

Ephraim was born in Ipswich, Massachusetts and was said to have fought in the French and Indian war called 
King George’s War in 1746. Three years later he married his first wife, Lydia Kinsman. The young couple settled 
in New Ipswich, New Hampshire and had five children before Lydia’s death in 1760. A year later Ephraim mar- 
ried Rebecca Locke and went on to have seven more children with her, although their first child died when he 
was only a year old. 

In 1762 Ephraim was appointed Deacon of the New Ipswich church, and he was also active in civic affairs, 
especially during the Revolutionary War. Some sources say that he actually fought in the war, but that is hard to 
prove since his son Ephraim was definitely a Revolutionary War soldier, and it appears that Ephraim Junior was 
the soldier in the one battle that some genealogies say Ephraim Senior fought in.* Ephraim Senior’s war contribu- 
tion may have been more of a political nature as he was a representative for the town in the New Hampshire Pro- 
vincial Congress and it was said that “probably no man in the town did so much to procure soldiers and other means of war.” 
Once New Hampshire became a state, Ephraim was a representative in the legislature from 1782-1785. One 
source says that he “was noted for his strong original sense and quaint humor.” 


Ephraim died in 1797 after seeing his new country get off to a good start.”°' ?”

Notes for Rebecca Locke 

Rebecca became an instant mother to five motherless children upon her marriage to Ephraim Adams.* She 
went on to have seven children of her own, the first of whom died when he was about a year old. When the 
Revolutionary War started, her family members were big supporters of the union, and at least one of her stepsons 
(and possibly more) along with at least one of her sons fought in the war. Sadly, her son John died while in the 
army in 1781. 

Rebecca was said to have been “a strong-minded woman, and well performed her duties as a wife and mother.” She 
died in 1822.°*

Notes for Mary Coney 

February 1752 was probably the worst month of Mary’s life. In that one month, she lost her husband of thir- 
teen years, her son David, and her father-in-law. Her parents had already died, so she no longer had them for 
support, and she was left with three children under age fourteen to care for on her own. Hopefully she and her 
mother-in-law were a support to each other. Four years after her husband’s death, she married a widower named 
John Stearns who had just lost his wife that year and had nine living children, the oldest of whom was eighteen 
years old. Between John’s nine children and Mary’s three, she had her hands full, not to mention she had married 
into a family who was still grieving the loss of their wife and mother. And to make things even more difficult, 
John’s infant son died less than a month after their marriage. 

Mary and John had been married for eighteen years when the Revolutionary War started in 1775. John 
jumped into the Patriot cause, and “during the war he loaned the government two thousand dollars, accepting Continental 
money in return. When the struggle was finished, the money was worthless, and at a family gathering of thanksgiving that the 
nation had won, the old patriot burned the money before them, saying, ‘There is money the best invested of any I have ever spent 
for you.’ 

John died in 1792, leaving Mary a widow again. Mary herself died in 1795.

Notes for Ralph Pope 

Family tradition says that Ralph studied to be a doctor under Reverend Richard Billings in Compton, Rhode 
Island. He settled in Stoughton, Massachusetts in 1728 where he lived next door to his brother Lazarus and jointly 
owned a sawmill with him. Ralph was said to be “a kind and benevolent man, greatly beloved by those who knew him.” 
He was also a religious man who “always refused fees for services on the Sabbath.” However, even good men in colonial 
times were blind to the evils of slavery, an institution that at that time was practiced in pretty much every country 
in the world. Ralph owned a slave named Scipio who helped with the farm and mill. Scipio married an Indian 
woman named Mary Sloame, and they lived together in a house near the mill. The house they lived in had a cellar 
that many years later, when the house was a ruin, was known as “Scip’s cellar.” 

Ralph was only forty-four when he died of a “nervous fever.” His tombstone reads: 


“You Reader stay & lend a Tear

Notes for Rebecca Stubbs

Notes for Hopestill Bent 

Before Hopestill turned six, his brother was scalped by Indians (he survived), his childhood home was burned 
to the ground by Indians, and his father died while on a voyage to England. Then, when Hopestill was fifteen, war 
broke out between France and the League of Augsburg, which England belonged to. Unfortunately, the French in 
Quebec decided to use this as an excuse to attack New England, and they proceeded to destroy a number of 
towns, killing and imprisoning their inhabitants. In 1690 the New Englanders decided to retaliate, and Sir Wil- 
liam Phips led an expedition to Quebec, capturing Port Royal in Acadia. After his victory, he returned to New 
England and prepared for a larger expedition to capture the city of Quebec. Phips was able to recruit about thirty- 
two ships and twenty-three hundred men; one of whom was Hopestill. 

The expedition’s departure was delayed while they waited in vain for supplies to arrive from England. These 
supplies included some much-needed ammunition, the lack of which is considered one of the reasons the expedi- 
tion failed. The delay also gave the French more time to prepare for an attack. 

The expedition finally arrived at their destination on October 16th. After some mismanaged attacks and con- 
stant bombardment by the French, Phips was ready to give up. On October 23rd and 24th they came to an 
agreement with the French on prisoner exchanges, and the ships set sail for home. By the time they reached Bos- 
ton, more than one thousand men had died, mostly from smallpox and shipwrecks. This must have been a trau- 
matic experience for Hopestill. 

When he was twenty-seven years old, Hopestill married Elizabeth Brown. They had eight children together, 
all in Sudbury, Massachusetts. Hopestill ran a tavern called the Bent Tavern. The area in Sudbury where he lived 
later became Wayland, Massachusetts. His tavern was later turned into a residence, and the building is still stand- 
ing today, although it has been enlarged. 

Hopestill appears to have had a good heart and to have not lumped all Indians together with the ones who had 
scalped his brother and burned his childhood home. In 1714, an Indian man named Isaac Nehemiah gave some 
property to Hopestill in gratitude for “the Love good will and affection wch I have and Do bear unto my kind and loving 
friend Mr. Hopestill Bent . . . for his Great Care of me and kindness to me in time of my Sickness, when I was at his house by y* 
Space of about Seven years during which time I was only nursed and also Instructed in the things [?] y' concern My 
soule for which kindness I have Great cause to love and Respect his person and family.”

Notes for Moses Thurston 

Moses, the oldest child of Stephen and Mary Thurston, was born in Newbury, Massachusetts. His family 
moved to Stratham, New Hampshire sometime before April 1725. By this time Moses’s mother had died, and his 
father had married his second wife. Moses himself married Sarah Jones in Stratham in 1729. They were to have 
eight children together. 

The French and Indian War started in the colonies in 1754. In 1756, when Moses was 48 years old, he enlist- 
ed to fight in the war. He was a sergeant in Company C of Colonel Nathaniel Meserve’s battalion which was sent 
to Fort William Henry in New York. The conditions at the fort were awful. According to the book, The Revolu- 
tionary Paul Revere, in May of that year “Latrines, tents, slaughterhouses, kitchens were all jammed together. One observer 
said the ‘camp is nastier than anything I could conceive.’ Not surprisingly, several hundred of the two thousand men on site 
were sick.” The men were also constantly harassed and attacked by the French and their Indian allies. 

The soldiers were at the fort to participate in an expedition to the French fort at Crown Point. By fall, it was 
determined that it was too late to mount the expedition before winter, so the men were sent home. Moses was 
discharged on October 2, 1756. It was about a 199 mile journey home from Fort Henry to Stratham. Moses died 


fourteen days after his discharge when he was only 49 years old. It is likely that his experience at Fort Henry led

Notes for Abraham Cooper 

Abraham was born in Albany, New York to Obadiah Cooper and Cornelia Gardner. Sadly, his father died 
when he was about fourteen years old. Abraham married his first wife, Catharina Ostrander, in Albany when he 
was about twenty-four years old. The young couple settled down in Albany and started a family. Tragedy struck 
Abraham again when his first child, a boy, died after only a week. He and Catharina went on to have eight more 
children. 

Abraham must have been a respected member of his community as in 1755 he was chosen to be the constable 
of the First Ward in Albany. It was a constable’s job to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the law. In 
1756, he was the firemaster of the same ward. 

The following year, Abraham and Catharina moved to the Rombout Precinct (later known as Fishkill, New 
York) where they lived until 1759. Abraham had five siblings living there at the time. They later moved back to 
Albany where Abraham lived with Catharina until her death in 1766. After Catharina died, Abraham moved to 
Rensselaerwyck, New York. 

In February 1777, Abraham enlisted to fight in the Revolutionary War. He served in Colonel Lewis Duboys’s 
5th Regiment of the Line under Captain Amos Hutchings. Soon after his enlistment, his regiment went to Fort 
Montgomery on the Hudson River. Fort Montgomery and its nearby sister fort, Fort Clinton, were charged with 
guarding the Hudson River from the British. The British attacked both forts on October 6, 1777. The Americans 
were completely outnumbered by over three to one. In spite of this, the Americans put up a fierce fight. Accord- 
ing to one account, “Lt. Col. Mungo Campbell and several British regulars approach the fort with a flag of truce indicating 
that they wish to avoid ‘further effusion of blood.' Clinton sends Lt. Col. William S. Livingston to meet the enemy. The British 
officer requests that the patriots surrender. They are promised that no harm would come to them. Livingston, in turn, invites 
Campbell to surrender and promises him and his men good treatment. Fuming at this audacity, the British resume the fight.” 

The battle continued for the rest of the day until both forts were overwhelmed. The British officer who had 
asked for the truce, Lieutenant Colonel Campbell, had been killed in the battle, and the British soldiers took out 
their anger over his death on the remaining soldiers in Fort Montgomery, essentially massacring them as they sur- 
rendered. When the battle was over, the Americans had 75 men killed or wounded and 263 men captured. The 
British had 41 men killed and 142 wounded. It had been a fierce battle. 

Abraham was one of the lucky ones who survived the battle, although what happened to him after the battle is 


According to Obadiah Cooper (Tailor at Albany, NY From 1713-1742) by Grace Wilmarth, they had four more children, all girls. 
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unknown as he is absent from his company’s muster roll taken in November." His company must have been hit 
hard during the battle as the November muster roll has more men missing than present. The December muster 
roll, which Abraham is on, has many fewer men on it than one taken before the battle. Abraham was discharged 
from the army on April 19, 1778. 

In June 1779, Abraham married his second wife. He was living in Schodick, New York at the time. In 1787, 
he helped found the Dutch Reformed Church in East Greenbush, New York where he became a deacon, and he 
later became an elder of the church in 1789. In 1801 he purchased land in Guilderland, New York with his son. 
His second wife appears to have died by then. He was living with his son’s family in Guilderland in the 1810 cen-

Notes for James Locke 

James moved to Hopkinton, Massachusetts in about 1625, and there he married his wife, Elizabeth. Their ten 
children were probably all born in Hopkinton. In 1749, he moved to Ashby, Massachusetts, later moving to 
Townsend, Massachusetts. In 1750, the town paid him to build and maintain a bridge across a stream that ran 
through his meadow. In 1767, the part of Townsend that he lived in became part of Ashby. 

James must have been a respected member of his community as he was often the moderator at the town 
meetings. In 1773, he sold all of his property to his son Jonathan who was living with him at the time. Presuma- 
bly, Jonathan was also caring for his parents. James died in 1782 in Ashby. His epitaph reads:

Notes for Moses Chase 

Moses was born in Littleton, Massachusetts, but his parents later moved to Sutton, Massachusetts where his 
father owned a grist mill. Moses married his wife there in 1752. The young couple continued living in Sutton and 
had six children there before moving to Cornish, New Hampshire sometime after November 1764. They were to 
have eight more children in Cornish, giving them a total of fourteen children. Sadly, at least two of them died 
young. 

While living in Cornish, Moses became a captain in Colonel Jonathan Chase’s 13th New Hampshire Militia 
Regiment under Major Francis Smith. In June 1777, during the Revolutionary War, his company was sent to Fort 
Ticonderoga, which turned into a retreat from British forces. The British had secretly taken over the high ground 
overlooking the fort, but the Indians with them lit some campfires, which let the Patriots know that the British 
were there. The American commander, Arthur St. Clair, said that he could either “save his character and lose the 
army or save the army and lose his character.” He decided to save the army and lose his character by retreating. Since 
the British held the high ground and could watch their every move, the Patriots waited until it was dark to sneak 
out of the fort. The wounded and civilians left in the more than 200 boats that had arrived to take them away, and 
the bulk of the soldiers left by the one road that the British didn’t have control over. When the British discovered 
that the Americans had escaped the fort, they organized a pursuit of both groups of soldiers, but after a couple of 
battles, most of the Americans managed to get away. St. Clair’s prediction came true, and he was never given a 
field command again. But because of his decision to retreat, Moses made it safely back to Massachusetts. 

In 1787, Moses was a member of the New Hampshire Executive Council. It was the job of the Executive 
Council to advise the governor (who at the time of Moses’s service was called a president) and provided a check 
on the governor’s power. The council also had certain veto powers over the governor.

Notes for Nathaniel Coney 

Nathaniel grew up in Boston and spent much of his adult life there as a tailor. He married his first wife, Eliza- 
beth, in 1699, and their first child was born in 1701. Sadly, their next three children died young. They had three 
more children before Elizabeth died in 1711, leaving Nathaniel with four young children to care for on his own. 
Three months later, he married his second wife, Abigail Skinner with whom he was to have nine more children. 

During the time of his marriage to Abigail, Nathaniel was chosen to be a constable. New England constables 
were appointed to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the law. They “enforced the orders of Colonial and 
County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” 

In 1720, Nathaniel and Abigail moved to Sudbury, Massachusetts where they lived for a couple of years be- 
fore moving to Rehoboth, Massachusetts. A few years after that, they moved to Stoughton, Massachusetts where 
Nathaniel ran an inn. 

In 1726, Nathaniel’s oldest son, John, died of'a fever. His wife Abigail died sometime before December 1736 
when he married his third wife, Mary Royal. However, before his marriage to Mary he was engaged to marry a 
different woman, Mary Barney. Their intent to marry was published in May 1736. The reason for their breakup is 
unknown, and by the end of the year Nathaniel was married to Mary Royal in Boston. He died unexpectedly at his

Notes for Nathaniel Glover 

Nathaniel’s father died shortly before Nathaniel’s fourth birthday. When he was six, his mother married her 
second husband. She moved away with her new husband and left her children in the care of their Glover relatives. 
Nathaniel ended up going to school in Boston, Massachusetts while living with his Glover grandmother. When she 
died, he moved in with his Uncle Habakuck Glover. In spite of not living with his mother, Nathaniel must have 
had some contact with her as he married his stepsister, a daughter of his mother’s second husband. The young 
couple settled in Dorchester, Massachusetts and started a family that was eventually to have eight children. 

Nathaniel must have been a respected member of his community as he was chosen constable in 1683 and was 
also a selectman for a number of years.

Selectmen were responsible for making sure that what was voted on in the town meetings was followed through 
on, and they were given specific administrative powers that varied in each town. 

By trade, Nathaniel was a tanner, although he turned his tanning business over to his oldest son in 1700. As

John was not a member of the 
church, and it appears that he did not have his children baptized, since a number of them, Ralph included, were 
baptized as adults. Ralph was about thirteen years old when his father died, but he was not baptized until he was 
about twenty-four years old. 
Ralph married Rachel Neale in Braintree, Massachusetts and started a family with her in Dorchester, Massa- 
chusetts. They had ten children together. He must have been a trusted member of his community as he was cho- 


ae 


sen to be part of a committee to “‘receive of the treasurer the sum of Fifty Thousand pounds last granted to be left in the 
Tresury for the Town, and let it out at six per sent’ to suitable persons, in sums of not more than £30 each.” He was also cho- 
sen as surveyor of highways in 1729. Ralph owned land in a number of Massachusetts communities: Dorchester, 
Stroughton, Braintree, and Milton. One of these properties contained a sawmill. 

Ralph’s conversion to the church was heartfelt. When he died, he gave £20 to the church to buy communion 
plate. This was a fairly large donation and not common to find in colonial wills. Two of his daughters must have 
felt that his will was unfair, as they used this gift to try and get his will overturned. They said that because church 
members were witnesses to the will, it was a conflict of interest for them to sign it. The court did not agree, and 
Ralph’s will was accepted.” Peps

Notes for Richard Stubbs 


Richard’s parents settled in Hull, Massachusetts, and Richard continued living there after their deaths. He 


married Rebecca Lobdell and had ten children with her. He was a respected member of his community and was 


chosen as townsman in 1691, 1693, and 1696. “Townsman” is another term for “selectman.” A townsman’s job

was “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and 


lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impow- 


ered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.” 


Richard was also given the job of fence viewer for the town. A fence viewer would “monitor all fences in the 


community in regards to both height and condition. Fines would be levied if the standards were not maintained.” And in 1692 


Richard was the town constable. New England constables were appointed to keep the peace and arrest people 
who broke the law. They “enforced the orders of Colonial and County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” In 1702, 
Richard was the surveyor of highways. He was also paid by the town to mend a pier and to dig for water.

Notes for Peter Bent 
Peter was about nine years old when his family emigrated from England to the New World. They settled in 
Sudbury, Massachusetts. In 1656 he was one of the men who petitioned to form the town of Marlborough, Mas- 
sachusetts, and he was living there with his wife and children by 1660. Peter owned a corn mill and was also con- 
tracted to build a bridge across the Sudbury River in 1661. 
In December 1674, Peter wrote his will before a trip to England. He appears to have a bit of a traveler as he 
came back home to Marlborough and then traveled back to England again in 1678. Sadly, he did not survive that

Notes for Elizabeth 

The story of Elizabeth’s early life and the exact date of her marriage to Peter Bent have not yet been discov- 
ered. Their oldest child was born in Sudbury, Massachusetts in 1653, and the young family moved to Marlbor- 
ough, Massachusetts by 1660. Elizabeth and Peter had eight children together, and things seemed to be going well 
for them, although their son Zacheus may have had some sort of health issue as indicated by the will Peter wrote 
before a trip to England in 1674. 

In 1675, Elizabeth’s world was turned upside down when King Philip’s War struck the colonies. What had 
started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually deteriorated 
through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Metacom, was 
leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder of a Chris- 
tian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that King Phillip 
was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The colonists cap- 
tured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they would have any 
other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. And here was 
where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the three murder- 
ers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King Philip did not. 
He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 attacked the town 
of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some houses, killing some cattle, 


and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the whites were killed. 
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Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon after the scenes of 
fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

And Elizabeth was one of those who suffered. In November 1675, A small group of Indians scalped one of 
Elizabeth’s sons and captured their apprentice. Which son was scalped is unknown, but he is said to have survived 
the ordeal, and the apprentice was later rescued. Then, in March 1676, Marlborough was attacked. The town had 
been warned that an attack was planned, but when it didn’t happen, the soldiers who had come to help left the 
town. It was a Sunday and the townsfolk were in the meeting house (church) when they heard “The Indians are up- 
on us!” The church-goers rushed to the closest garrison-house, and all but one of them survived. However, their 
houses did not. “Thirteen of their dwellings, and eleven barns, were laid in ashes: their fences thrown down; their fruit-trees 
hacked and peeled; their cattle killed or maimed.” Elizabeth and Peter’s house was one of the ones burned down. They 
had lost everything. They fled to Cambridge, Massachusetts which was not as much of a frontier town and was 
thus a safer place to be during the war. Except that there tragedy struck the family again as month after the attack, 
their son John died in Cambridge. It is unknown whether it was from injuries sustained during the attack or from 
some other reason. 

In 1678, Peter made yet another trip to England that he did not return from. He died in England that May, 
and Elizabeth was left a widow with young children to raise on her own. She described her situation in a petition 
to the General Court: 


“To the Hono” Gov. and Councill Sitting in Boston the 29th May, 1679. 

“The Petition of Elizabeth Bent, relict, widdow of Peter Bent, of Marlborrough, decea‘. 

“Humbly sheweth that your Petion” Habitation and almost all that shee had was consumed by the Indians in the Last warr 
and her husband went for England and there dyed and Lost all that he carryed with him and Left your petitio' a very poore 
Widdow with Seven Children and in the Time of the Late Warr Shee billeted severale Souldiers so Long as that her bill did 
Amount to six pounds and Capt. Hull gave her a Note to the Constable for the payment of the Same, who will pay her onely 
Thre pounds in mony So that shee is an Extrordinary Looser thereby: Also she had Two Horses Imprest (viz.) one from water- 
towne and another from Charlestowne wh were out many months and at Last dyed never being returned home to her againe and 
being a poore Ignorant widdow, She never Looked after any Tickett or pay for them to this day. 

“Yo' Poore petition’ therefore humbly Intreats the favor of yo' hono’ to Impute this Neglect of Duty onely to her Ignoranc 
and that the Law which doth exclude all persons from makeing further claime to debts due from the Country after the time there- 
in Limited may nott debarr your Petitio' from that wh is justly due, so Shall your Petitio' and her poore fatherless ones 
Ever pray for Yo" hono" ct. ELIZABETH BENT.” 


What happened to Elizabeth after this petition was written has yet to be discovered. eden pa, Wants mee

Thomas grew up in Sudbury, Massachusetts and married his first wife, Patience, there in 1667. He was a rep- 
resentative to the General Court, the legislative body of government at the time, and was a commander of “a 
company of the horse.” In 1701 he was compensated by the General Court “for a horse lost in pursuit of the Indians in 
1697.” 
Thomas had seven children (probably, see footnote below) with his first wife, Patience Foster, who died be-

Notes for Samuel Stone 

Samuel was the oldest of the eight children of Samuel and Sarah Stone. When he was eighteen years old, King 
Philip’s War hit the colonies. What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the 
Pilgrims had gradually deteriorated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King 
Phillip, also called Metacom, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phil- 
lip’s War was the murder of a Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he 
warned the colonists that King Phillip was planning to start a war with them and then he was murdered by Indians 
loyal to Phillip. The colonists captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on 
trial—just as they would have any other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found 
guilty and hanged. And here was where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting 
fairly in hanging the three murderers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle 
the situation, King Philip did not. He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war 
and in June 1675 attacked the town of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton, “The Indians began 
by rifling some houses, killing some cattle, and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately 
eight or nine of the whites were killed. Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Mas- 
sachusetts, were soon after the scenes of fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

From Swansea the war escalated until it included the neighboring colonies and other tribes, including the 
Narragansett tribe. The Narragansett tribe was originally not part of King Phillip’s War, but was dragged into it 
on November 2, 1675 when the United Colonies of New England declared war on them for, among other things, 
“relieving and succoring Wampanoag women and children and wounded men and not delivering them to the English.” On De- 
cember 14th, the colonists attacked a Narragansett village that was located in a swamp. Of course, the Indians 
retaliated, and on December 19, 1675 the Great Swamp Fight against the Narragansett took place. Samuel fought 
in this battle as a part of Thomas Prentice’s troop of the horse. 

Usually the swamp in South Kingston, Rhode Island would have been difficult to navigate, but that winter 
was an unusually cold one, and the swamp was frozen. Joseph Dudley, chaplain for the army describes the battle 
in his letter of December 21: 


“Saturday we marched towards Petaquamscott . . . and in conjunction about midnight or later, we advanced . . . a tedious 
march in the snow, without intermission, brought us . . . to the entrance of the swamp . . . within the cedar swamp we found 
some hundreds of wigwams, forted in with a breastwork and flankered, and many small blockhouses up and down, round about: 
they entertained us with a fierce fight . . . for about an hour, when our men valiantly scaled the fort, beat them thence, and 
from the blockhouses. In which action we lost Capt. Johnson, Capt. Danforth, and Capt. Gardiner, and their lieutenants disa- 
bled, Capt. Marshall also slain; Capt. Seely, Capt. Mason, disabled, and many other officers, insomuch that, by a fresh assault

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and recruit powder from their store, the Indians fell on again, recarried and beat us out of, the fort, but by the great resolution 
and courage of the General and Major, we reinforced, and very hardly entered the fort again, and fired the wigwams, with 
many living and dead persons in them [some accounts say that most of the people in the wigwams who were burned 
alive were women and children]. . . . the number of their dead, we generally suppose the enemy lost at least two hundred 
men. . . . But, O! Sir, mine heart bleeds to give your honor an account of our lost men, but especially our resolute Captains. . . 
. a captive woman, well known to Mr. Smith, informing that there were three thousand five hundred men engaging us and 
about a mile distant a thousand in reserve, to whom if God had so pleased, we had but been a morsel, after so much disable- 
ment: she informeth, that one of their sagamores [leaders] was slain and their powder spent, causing their retreat. . . . After 
our wounds were dressed, we drew up for a march, not able to abide the field in the storm, and weary, about two of the clock, 


obtained our quarters, with our dead and wounded.”

Samuel was one of the men wounded in the battle, but he was one of the lucky ones who survived. About 
three and a half years later, he married Dorcas Jones. The young couple first settled near Concord, Massachusetts 
and later moved to Lexington, Massachusetts. Samuel must have been a respected member of his community as 
he was chosen to be a selectman in 1714, 1715, and 1723. Selectmen were responsible for making sure that what 
was voted on in the town meetings was followed through on, and they were given specific administrative powers 
that varied in each town. 

After his father’s death in 1715, Samuel took over his position as a deacon of the Lexington church, a job he

Notes for Ruth Griffin 

Who Ruth’s parents are is still unknown. What is known is that around September 1682 she was living in 
Boston with her married sister, Mary Burk, helping to take care of a sick child. A man named Edward Belcher 
who was an apprentice mason started courting her and got her pregnant. Edward was going on a ship to Antego 
(an early name for Antigua in the Bahamas) with a Mr. Brigman, and he told Ruth that when he returned in April, 
he would marry her. However, Mr. Brigman returned from Antego without Edward. Ruth was brought to court 
for fornication and in September 1683 was sentenced to be either fined or whipped. She was said to be of Salis- 
bury, Massachusetts at the time, and her brother John was with her in court. Ruth’s illegitimate child, Rachell, 
had been born in June 1683 in Salisbury. 

How Ruth managed for the next few years is unknown, although she may have lived with her brother John in 
Salisbury. The next record of Ruth is when she married John Watson there in 1688. Ruth and John went on to 
have six children together, although, sadly, two of them died young. Then John died in 1710. Ruth and John’s 
oldest son, Abraham, was twenty-one years old at the time, but her three younger children were under sixteen. 
John’s will split their homestead between Ruth and Abraham, so she probably continued living there after John’s 


death. She married her second husband, Thomas Ayers, six years later in Salisbury.* Ruth died in Methuen, Mas-

Notes for Charles Sargent 

Farming on the frontier produces strong men, and Charles was no exception. He was already married with 
five children when he served as a “snowshoe man.” England had declared war on Spain and France, and the war in 
Europe drew the three countries’ various colonies along with them into the conflict. In Massachusetts, this result- 
ed in the English colonies and their Indian allies fighting the French colonists of Quebec and their Indian allies. In 
1703, a Frenchman, Michel Leneuf de la Valliere de Beaubassin, led a group of 500 Indians and a few Frenchmen 
in a series of attacks on New England settlements that killed or captured between 160—300 English settlers. To 
combat this, an elite force of militia called the “snowshoe men” were called into action. According to National 
Guard Magazine, the English colonists needed fighters who were “especially strong, fierce men who could muster quickly 
and take the fight to the enemy. This need for elite forces spawned the creation of small units that became known as ‘snowshoe 
n.’ They patrolled the frontier, protecting settlements from attacks. They operated in all types of weather and conditions. 
This included winter campaigns, which were conducted on snowshoes, and the name stuck. The snowshoe men were the nation’s 


first commandos.” In 1708, Charles was one of these snowshoe men. He survived the war and died in 1737 at 62

Notes for Israel Clifford 

Israel grew up in Hampton, New Hampshire and continued living there when he was an adult. When he was 
about twenty-six years old, King Philip’s War broke out in the colonies. What had started as a friendly relation- 
ship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually deteriorated through the years until both sides 
were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Metacom, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians 
during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder of a Christian Indian who had been friendly 
with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that King Phillip was planning to start a war with 
them and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The colonists captured three Indian men who they 
thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they would have any other people who they thought 
were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. And here was where the two cultures clashed. 
While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the three murderers after a trial, which according 
to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King Philip did not. He felt that the trial was unfair 
and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 attacked the town of Swansea. According to The 
History of the Town of Groton, “The Indians began by rifling some houses, killing some cattle, and menacing the inhabitants; 
whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the whites were killed. Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sud- 
bury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts, were soon after the scenes of fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, 
and suffering.” 

From Swansea the war escalated until it included the neighboring colonies and other tribes, including the 
Narragansett tribe. The Narragansett tribe was originally not part of King Phillip’s War, but was dragged into it 
on November 2, 1675 when the United Colonies of New England declared war on them for, among other things, 
“relieving and succoring Wampanoag women and children and wounded men and not delivering them to the English.” On De- 
cember 14th, the colonists attacked a Narragansett village that was located in a swamp. Of course, the Indians 
retaliated, and on December 19, 1675 the Great Swamp Fight against the Narragansett took place. Israel fought in 
this battle. 

Usually the swamp in South Kingston, Rhode Island would have been difficult to navigate, but that winter 
was an unusually cold one, and the swamp was frozen. Joseph Dudley, chaplain for the army describes the battle 
in his letter of December 21: “Saturday we marched towards Petaquamscott . . . and in conjunction about midnight or lat- 
er, we advanced . . . a tedious march in the snow, without intermission, brought us . . . to the entrance of the swamp . . . with- 
in the cedar swamp we found some hundreds of wigwams, forted in with a breastwork and flankered, and many small blockhous- 
es up and down, round about: they entertained us with a fierce fight . . . for about an hour, when our men valiantly scaled the 
fort, beat them thence, and from the blockhouses. In which action we lost Capt. Johnson, Capt. Danforth, and Capt. Gardiner, 
and their lieutenants disabled, Capt. Marshall also slain; Capt. Seely, Capt. Mason, disabled, and many other officers, inso- 
much that, by a fresh assault and recruit powder from their store, the Indians fell on again, recarried and beat us out of, the 
fort, but by the great resolution and courage of the General and Major, we reinforced, and very hardly entered the fort again, 
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and fired the wigwams, with many living and dead persons in them [some accounts say that most of the people in the 


wigwams who were burned alive were women and children]. . . . the number of their dead, we generally suppose the 
enemy lost at least two hundred men. . . . But, O! Sir, mine heart bleeds to give your honor an account of our lost men, but 
especially our resolute Captains. . . . a captive woman, well known to Mr. Smith, informing that there were three thousand five 


hundred men engaging us and about a mile distant a thousand in reserve, to whom if God had so pleased, we had but been a 
morsel, after so much disablement: she informeth, that one of their sagamores [leaders] was slain and their powder spent, caus- 
ing their retreat. . . . After our wounds were dressed, we drew up for a march, not able to abide the field in the storm, and wea- 


ry, about two of the clock, obtained our quarters, with our dead and wounded.”

Israel survived the battle and was listed in Hampton as being a soldier again in August the following summer. 
The war ended in 1678, and in 1680 Clifford married Ann Smith, a girl he had grown up with. They were to have

Notes for Ann Smith 

Ann’s mother died when she was a young girl, and it appears that her father may have felt overwhelmed and 
unable to care for his three young children without her. Ann’s oldest brother, Nathaniel was said to have been 
“given to Dea. W" Godfrey & his wife Margerie as their own & they having kept him from a child.” Ann’s history as a child is 
a little more obscure, although it appears that she was living in Hampton, New Hampshire (her father lived in the 
nearby town of Exeter, New Hampshire) in the summer of 1672, probably in the home of her future in-laws, 
John and Bridget Clifford. In a 1672 deposition, Bridget said that she “sent Ann Smith into the cabbage yard” which 
sounds like Ann may have been living in Bridget’s home. Ann would have been about nine years old at the time.

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This deposition was taken because of a series of incidents where a woman named Eunice Cole was said to be try- 
ing to convince Ann to come live with her. Eunice had been previously brought to court for witchcraft and in 
1672 was living in Hampton and being supported by the townsfolk. In 1672, she was brought to court yet again 
for witchcraft, partly because of her behavior with Ann. In one deposition, a girl named Ann Huggins said that she 
and Ann were walking by Eunice’s house when Eunice “came out of her house and asked this Ann Smith to live with her, 
and she said that there was a gentle man within [who] would give her some plums and the girl not being willing to go with her 
she laid hold on her to pull to her and then this deponent said that she should go about her business for she had nothing to do 
with her: and Goody Cole said that she would ask her mother if she would let her live with her.” Because Ann’s mother was 
dead at the time, either Eunice didn’t know this fact, she meant Ann’s stepmother (who lived with Ann’s father in 
Exeter), or perhaps she meant Bridget Clifford, since in another deposition it appears that Ann called Bridget 
“mother.” One other thing tying Ann to Bridget’s family is the girl she was walking with, Ann Huggins. Bridget 
first husband was John Huggins, and they had a daughter of the correct age named Ann Huggins. 

Sarah Clifford, who Bridget calls her daughter, appears to be an adult woman who lived near Bridget. She 
might have been one of Bridget’s two daughter-in-laws named Sarah. Or she might have been an actual daughter 
of Bridget who also married a Clifford. Sarah’s description of the incident is as follows: “This deponent testifieth that 
she heard Ann Smith cry and she going out found this Ann in the orchard with her mouth bloody and blood on the paths, and 
this deponent asked her several questions and asked her how she came so: and Ann answered she knew not how and after she 
came into the house those that were with her asked her whether that she knew any body and by what they did perceive she knew 
none there and after this deponent took her in her arms and carried her into another house, and then the child told her that 
there came an old woman into the garden with a blue coat and a blue cap and a blue apron and a white neck cloth and took this 
girl as she told us up by the hand and carried her into the orchard and threw her under a pearmain tree, and she was asked to 
live with this old woman and she said if she would live with her she would give her a baby and some plums, and the girl told her 
that she would not, and then this old woman said that she would kill her if she could, and then the old woman took up a stone 
and struck her on the head, and when she had so done she turned into a little dog and run upon this pearmain tree, and so then 
she was like an eagle: and further this deponent saith that this girl as we thought [was] very ill on the last sixth day at night, 
and we asked her what she ailed and the girl complained of cats and she said that she was pricked with pins.” 

Ann Smith herself had this to say about the incident: “that when she was in the cabbage yard that there came a wom- 
an to her in a blue coat and a blue cap and a blue apron, and a white neckcloth, and the woman took her by the hand and car- 
ried her into the orchard under the pearmain tree, and there she took up a stone and knocked her on the head, then she turned 
into a little dog and run upon the tree then she flew away like an eagle, and farther this deponent saith that if she came again 
she would kill her, and at another time since that, she sitting in the corner that there came a thing like a grey cat and spake to 
her and said to her that if she would come to her on the very day she would give her fine things and further this deponent saith 
not.” 

The incidents with Ann were just a small part of Eunice’s witchcraft trial. Eunice was eventually found not 
guilty of witchcraft, although the verdict also said there was “just ground of vehement suspicion of her having had fami- 
larity with the devil.” 

So, from these records, it appears that Ann was living with John and Bridget Clifford when she was a young 
girl. She must have liked their family since she married their son Israel in 1680. Ann’s father had died the year 


after the incidents with Eunice Cole. She and Israel were to have eight children together.’”” Panny etee vat eae ares

Notes for Timothy Kingsbury 

In 1710, Timothy and his young family were living in Dedham, Massachusetts when he signed a petition with 
his neighbors to break away from Dedham to form the town of Needham due, among other things, to the distance 
they lived from a place of worship. Their petition was granted in 1711 and Needham became its own town. And 
from the beginning, Timothy was a very active member of his community. In the first year of Needham’s exist- 
ence, Timothy was both the town clerk and a selectman. Timothy was to hold the office of town clerk for eleven 
years and four months. He was chosen selectman from 1711-1718 and ten more times between 1720 and 1741. 
Selectmen were responsible for making sure that what was voted on in the town meetings was followed through 
on, and they were given specific administrative powers that varied in each town. 

In 1711, Timothy was on the committee that was formed to decide where to build their meeting house 
(church). He was also on various other committees throughout the years, and he held other public offices. In 
1723 he was a deputy to the General Court, the legislative branch of the colony at the time. The deputies were 
the representatives chosen from the various towns. His neighbors must have felt that he handled money well as in 
1716 he was put in charge of a donation fund for the church. After that, he was chosen to be the town treasurer in 
1725 and the assessor in 1742. In 1729 and 1746 he was the sealer of leather, in charge of making sure that “all 
sales of leather were made honestly as to quality and quantity.” And in 1735-1739 he was the surveyor of hemp and 
flax. 

All of these public offices tell us that Timothy was an educated man. His wife could also read and write as his 
will gave her use of his books. His occupation was cordwainer (shoemaker or leather worker), and he must have 


done well for himself as his estate was valued at £1200, a large amount for the ames

Notes for Robert Daniel 

Robert was only about 18 years old when his father died while on a military expedition to Canada. As the 
oldest son, a lot of responsibility must have fallen on his shoulders. He became a cordwainer (shoemaker or leath- 
er worker) and married his wife, Esther, sometime before February 7, 1696 when their first child was born in 
Sherborn, Massachusetts. They went on to have six more children, although at least one of them, Deborah, died 
young. In 1733, Robert deeded land to his son Joshua "in consideration that he may be a help Support and Comfort unto 
his parents in their declining[?] Age being of the same Town and Provence.” This plan must not have worked out as Joshua 
had moved to Wrentham by April 5, 1742 when Robert and Joshua sold some land together. By this time, Rob- 
ert’s wife had died. 

Sometime before 1746, Robert moved to Sturbridge, Massachusetts where his daughter Hannah and her hus- 
band, Phineas Collar, lived. Robert built a barn for them and did other work. It is unclear if he was living with 
them at this time, but he was living with them from September 1749 until his death in 1754. By then he had very 
little estate left—just books, a razor, a grid iron (a grate for cooking), cordwainer tools, a glass bottle, molasses, 


and tobacco, along with money owed to him. The total of his estate was a little over CQ ee eee

*T have no documentary proof that Esther Wight daughter of Ephraim and Lydia Wight is Esther, wife of Robert Daniels, but there is so 
much evidence indicating this that I am convinced that she is: 

First, on 11 Jul 1695, her father, Ephraim Wight, her husband, and a man named Nathaniel Partridge posted a £300 bond for her 
husband’s father's probate. Lydia, Esther Wight's sister, married a man named Nathaniel Partridge. Robert and Esther would have been 
newly married at the time, so it would have been very appropriate for his in laws to help him settle his father’s estate. 

Second, Esther is mentioned in her father's will, so she was alive when he died in 1722, as was Robert Daniel's wife, Esther. The 
will does not mention her married name, but it also does not mention the married names of some of her other sisters, even though at 
least one of them was also married at the time. 

Third, Robert and Esther named a son Ephraim and a daughter Lydia, the names of Esther Wight's parents. 

Fourth, after I had determined the above, an article came out in American Ancestors (Volume 19, No. 4, pp. 48-49) that uses DNA to 
show that Esther's maiden name was Wight.

Notes for Obadiah Wheelock 

Obadiah’s will and probate records give us some clues to his life. His wife, Elizabeth, was still alive when he 
added a codicil to his will in 1760, so they had a marriage that lasted at least fifty-two years. All but one of his 
children, Margaret, were still alive at the time his will was probated, and, according to the will, she had children, 
so all of his eight known children lived to adulthood. Obadiah must have trusted his wife very much as his will 
gave her almost his whole estate during her lifetime. A more common practice at the time would be to give the 
wife a room in the house to live in with the understanding that the son who inherited the house would take care of 
her. She would also be given other items such as a cow and a yearly allowance of things such as firewood, corn, 
etc. For a wife to be given the whole estate to live on was not common. Slightly less uncommon, but also showing 
a regard for women, was that in his codicil, he made a point of saying that the portion of his estate given to his 
daughters should be theirs and their heirs forever, not mentioning their husbands. This seems deliberate since he 
did not make the same point with his sons in the codicil. Some colonial wills went so far as to give the daughters’ 
portions directly to their husbands, but Obadiah’s will does the opposite, making it clear that it was his daughters 
who got a portion of the estate and not their husbands. 

Another unusual item in Obadiah’s codicil mentioned his “Negro man servant,” Robbin. At the time, Massachu- 
setts’s black population constituted less than two percent of the whole population, and many of those people 
were either free men and women or indentured servants, so the slave population was less than that. At the time of 
Obadiah’s death, slavery was legal in every country in the world. The first country to abolish it was Portugal, 
which abolished slavery the year after Obadiah died, however it did not abolish slavery in most of its colonies, so 
Portugal kept slavery legal in the places where their citizens probably owned the most slaves. The first place to 
completely abolish slavery was actually Massachusetts, in 1783, twenty-three years after Obadiah died. 

More common than slavery in Massachusetts were indentured servants who were treated somewhat like 
slaves in that they called the men they were indentured to masters, and their lives were completely under their 
master’s control. They couldn’t move, marry, or work for someone else without their master’s permission, and 


the masters could beat them within reason, though there are cases of indentured servants bringing their masters to 


Lez 


court for abuse. The main differences between slavery and indentured servitude were that indentured servants 
usually had some say in whether they became indentured or not (unless their parents or the government forced 
them into servitude), and indentured servants had an end to their servitude written in a contract while a slave was 
a slave for life. Also, indentured servants were sometimes given money or items to help them in their new life at 
the end of their contract. 

Robbin, though called a “man servant” by Obadiah, was most likely a slave since Obadiah freed him in his 
will, indicating that there probably wasn’t a contract involved. However, it appears that Obadiah treated or 
thought of Robbin more like an indentured servant than a slave. His will said that “My Negro man servant named Rob- 
bin shall live with my wife Elizabeth Wheelock and serve her faithfully for the space of two years after my Decease and then be a 
free man and that he shall from that time and forever be in bondage to none of my heirs whatsoever and that at the end of said 
two years my said wife Elizabeth shall give unto him said Negro man two suits of apparel one fitt for him to wear on working 
days and the other fit for him to wear on Sundays and both suits of apparel to be suitable for one in his station and that my said 
wife find him said Negro food raiment and lodging fit for a servant during said space of two years. And I do hereby give and 
bequeth unto him my said Negro man that gun which is called his gun or Robins gun to be his forever and to be delivered to him 
by the Executors of this my last will.” 

The inventories of Obadiah’s estate don’t seem to have included his household goods, just his land and farm- 
ing implements, animals, and crops, so the value of the gun given to Robbin can’t be determined. From what was 
inventoried, Obadiah seems to have been a man of modest means, especially for someone with eight children, so 
the clothes and gun given to Robbin were of some value. At the time the real estate was divided, it was valued at 
about £206, so each child’s share of land was worth about £26.77! “8? 489 7484 2485

Notes for Moses Barron 

In 1735, when Moses was sixty-six years old, his wife petitioned the court to appoint a guardian for him as he 
“hath been in a Low condition under Distraction uncompass for sum years not capable to take care of himself his Estate nor 
family so that I & my family are brought into great straights & defeculys.” She asked that their oldest son, Timothy, be 
appointed his father’s guardian, and the court granted her wish. 

Unfortunately, it appears that Timothy wasn’t the best choice for a guardian as in January 1737, the select- 
men of Groton petitioned the court, saying that “One Timothy Barron of Wolford was appointed Guardian of Moses Bar- 
ron of Groton ... Timothy is a poor Disalute person utterly unfit for Such a Trust—and has not Taken any 
care of said Moses for many months past.” It appears that Moses stayed with a family called the Parkers for a few 
months until Moses’s son-in-law, Jonathan Shedd, was persuaded to take him in. The Parkers had this to say about 
Moses’s stay with them: “we Kept Moses Barron Late of 5° Groton Deceased When the S‘ Moses Came to our House to Live, 
he was Then in a very Deploriable Condition Both as to his Beding(?) and Clothes Did Stainks(?) so Bad that we could Not 
____ But have the away And we(?) Keept the s’ Moses more than 29 weeks for which we Had Twenty Shillings 
per week. And do believe that we Never was Paid for our Trouble He Being so Troubbulsom a man to Keep & would have got 
Rad of him before we Did if we could. 

And we are Near Nebours to Jonathan Shesd Gardin to the s’ Moses Barron And we are of the minde that the s’ Shead

ought to have more then Twenty Shillings a week During the s’ Moses Life 





The twenty shillings a week is referring to the amount of money some of the neighbors thought that Jonathan 
Shedd should be paid from Moses’s estate for his care. It appears that many neighbors felt that this was a fair 
amount, while others felt that he should be paid no more than 15 shillings a week because in spite of the trouble 
Moses had caused the Parkers, he had gotten somewhat better at the Shedd’s and was even capable of helping with 
some chores such as cutting firewood. The final list of charges shows that Jonathan was paid 15 shillings a week 


for Moses’s care. Moses died while living with the Shedd family in Groton.*°'°

Notes for Sarah Powers 
Little is known of Sarah’s early life. She was the youngest of the nine children of Walter and Tryal Powers 
and married her husband, Moses Barron, when she was eighteen and her husband was thirty-three. While little is 
known of the early years of their marriage, it appears that the later years were times of trouble for Sarah. She pe- 
titioned the court to declare her husband mentally incompetent to care for himself in 1735, and he was put under 


. They may have had more children. 
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the care of their son Timothy. However, Timothy was a poor guardian, and the selectmen of the town asked that 
someone else be appointed guardian. Eventually, Moses and Sarah ended up living with her daughter Sarah 
Shedd’s family. 

But Moses’s mental issues weren’t the only problems Sarah was dealing with. She was some sort of invalid 
herself, as one of her neighbors testified: “ During her time that she Lived with the S‘ Shead She was a very weekly [weak] 
woman and Did Lobour under an ale [ailment?] of Twenty years standing which she Did Tilt me the s & more Women 
her old Infermity that She had Labouring under Which is Not fet to here.” Another neighbor testified that she was 


a weak woman who was often bedridden. It appears that Sarah had not had an easy life. °°?

Notes for Thomas Knowlton 

Thomas’s father was a shoemaker who died destitute in 1684 due to the loss of his eyesight, so Thomas prob- 
ably didn’t have a lot of financial help as a young adult. Thomas himself became a housewright—a person who 
built houses. In 1690 Thomas’s brother Robert died, appointing Thomas as the executor and inheritor of his es- 
tate which consisted of about £65, out of which Thomas was to pay three of his siblings a total of £20, leaving £45 
for Thomas himself. Thomas also received a legacy of £5 from a relative (possibly an uncle) named Thomas 
Knowlton. 

In 1692, Thomas married Margery Goodhue with whom he had six children. Sadly, Margery passed away, 
leaving Thomas with young children to raise on his own. He married his second wife, Mary Coye, in 1706 and 
had at least two more children with her. At some point after his daughter Rachel was baptized in 1714, Thomas 
and his family moved to Shrewsbury, MA. 


‘ According to his death record, he would have been born 11 Aug 1668. The difference between Thomas, son of John’s known birth 
date and our Thomas’s birth date as indicated by his death record is troubling. There was another Thomas Knowlton born in Ipswich 11 
May 1670 whose birth year is closer to this date, but The History and Genealogy of the Knowltons of England and America by Charles Henry 
Wright Stocking has a transcription of a deed on p. 30 which shows that Thomas can’t be our Thomas based on his wife’s name. 

So, based on the deed, our Thomas is not the Thomas born 11 May 1670. Our Thomas named a daughter Deborah, which is an in- 
dication that he is the son of John and Deborah Knowlton. Another indication he is their son is that he named his first son Robert, prob- 
ably after his brother Robert who had died in 1690 and left him a legacy. 

It is possible that the death record is wrong. Ages given at death are not always accurate. Another possibility is that his parents had 
two children named Thomas, one who died young and a second one born 11 Aug 1668 whose birth record wasn’t recorded. It was ex- 
tremely common at the time to have two children of the same name, one who died before the other. And since the birth records of a 
number of John and Deborah’s children weren’t recorded, this is very possible. There is a slight indication that this is the case in a deed 
written in December 1688 (Essex, MA Deed Book 8, pp. 125-126) where John and Deborah’s children were given a legacy by a relative 
named Thomas Knowlton. In this deed, it appears that the older children of John and Deborah were to be given legacies outright, while 
the younger children were given “each five pounds within y* time if said parties be of age of twenty one years or married.” | say it “appears” 
that these were the younger children because, as I mentioned above, we do not have the birth dates of a number of John and Deborah’s 
children. However, if this is the case, then Thomas is listed among the younger children, which means he was probably not born in 1662 
as he would have been 26 at the time the deed was written. So this deed is an indication, but not proof, that John and Deborah may have 
had two children named Thomas, one who died young, and that our Thomas Knowlton was not born in 1662, but was a second Thomas 
born Abt. 1668 as indicated by his death record. 
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Thomas died in 1750. At the time his estate was valued at a little over £385, so he had been able to raise him-

Notes for James Locke 


James was born in Woburn, Massachusetts, and when he became a young man his father “lett him go to work for 


himself to gett something to begin the world with, and also gave him about thirty pounds in money, to help him purchase his 
land and build upon it.” James was 23 when he married Sarah Cutter. They had eight children together who all 


lived to adulthood, something that didn’t always happen at the time. 


James must have had the respect of his neighbors as he was chosen constable in 1719. New England constables 


were appointed to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the law. They “enforced the orders of Colonial and 


County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” He was also chosen as the surveyor of highways in 1718.

Notes for Benjamin Burnap 

Benjamin grew up in Reading, Massachusetts, and all of his twelve children were born there. Early in his mar- 
riage England declared war on Spain and France, drawing the three country’s various colonies along with them 
into what was called Queen Anne’s War. In Massachusetts this resulted in the English colonies and their Indian 
allies fighting the French colonists of Quebec and their Indian allies. During this war Benjamin was to be a witness 
to one of England’s largest naval catastrophes. In July 1711, a fleet left Boston with “nine ships of war, two Bomb 
vessels, and 60 transports and tenders. It carried 7,500 troops and about 6,000 sailors.” Most of these troops and sailors 
came from England, but about 1500 of them, Benjamin included, were from New England. Their goal was to 
capture the city of Quebec, but first they had to go up the Saint Lawrence River. When they reached the entrance 
to the River, they encountered heavy winds and fog, and eight of the ships were caught on the breakers that night 
and lost. About 890 people were drowned. One eyewitness said that during the night he could "hear the shrieks of 
the sinking, drowning, departing souls.” It must have been a horrible experience for Benjamin. The expedition was 
aborted and presumably, Benjamin returned to Reading. 

But the 1711 expedition wasn’t Benjamin’s only military adventure. He was also sent to Maine during 
Drummer’s War which was between England and some of the Indian allies of the French who had not signed the 
treaty that ended Queen Anne’s War. Benjamin was in Maine from June 26, 1722 to December 10, 1722. He 
came back from Maine to find that his wife was pregnant with their youngest child, Esther, who must have been 
conceived right before he left. The month Esther was born, Benjamin sold his land in Reading and purchased land 
in Hopkinton, Massachusetts. Elizabeth and Esther probably remained in Reading while Benjamin went ahead to 
Hopkinton to prepare their new home. Esther may have been a sickly baby, since she died 11 months after she 
was born. 

Both Benjamin and his wife were still alive on January 19, 1738 when they signed a deed selling some land to

Notes for Jonas Brown 

Jonas was born in Lexington, Massachusetts and there married his wife, Hannah Munroe. Shortly after their 
marriage, the young couple moved to Sutton, Massachusetts where Jonas was to live for the rest of his life.* His 
nine children were born there, and Jonas died in Sutton in April 1772. He left a will, but after his death, his son 
Jonas contested it, saying that his father was incapable of making a will due to a heavy drinking problem. Some of 
the testimony against the will included a person testifying that Jonas had been incapable of making a will for “near 
seven years” and another person said that he did not think Jonas was “of'sound mind” and mentioned a drinking prob- 
lem. In the will, Jonas Junior had been left a little over £26, and his brother Josiah was left a little over £13. This 
was from an estate valued at over £700 when the two inventories taken are added together. It could be Jonas and 
Josiah had already been provided for because they were the oldest sons, but whatever the reason for the small leg- 
acy, Jonas appears to have won his case. On June 8, 1772 his brother William was called the executor of Jonas 


Senior’s will, and on June 25 1773, it was called an intestate estate (one without a valid will).*°° **7 °° 2° 8°

Notes for Samuel Guild 

Samuel was born, married, and died in Dedham, Massachusetts. He was described by a contemporary as a 
“worthy and serviceable gentleman.” 

In 1675, King Philip’s War hit the colonies, and the war was to have a profound impact on Samuel. What had 
started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually deteriorated 
through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Metacom, was 
leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder of a Chris- 
tian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that King Phillip 
was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The colonists cap- 
tured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they would have any 
other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. And here was 
where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the three murder- 
ers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King Philip did not. 
He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 attacked the town 
of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some houses, killing some cattle, 
and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the whites were killed. 
Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon after the scenes of 
fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

King Philip’s War changed people’s lives forever, but in Samuel’s case it also led to a more happy event—his 
marriage to Mary Woodcock. Samuel served at John Woodcock’s garrison during the war, although it is un- 
known whether he was there during the horrific events of April 1676.* He was paid for his garrison service in Sep- 
tember of that year and married John Woodcock’s daughter Mary in November. They named their second son 
Nathaniel, perhaps after Mary’s brother who had been killed by Indians in April 1676.

Notes for Richard Ellis 

Richard came to the New World with his mother and stepfather who eventually settled in Dedham, Massa- 
chusetts by 1636. Richard was given land there in 1642 and married Elizabeth French in 1650. They had nine 
children together between 1651 and 1669. He was a wheelwright who was very active in the community, serving 
on various committees and as a deputy to the General Court in 1692. The General Court was a type of legislative 
branch of the colonial government, and the deputies were the representatives. Richard also served in the local 
militia, becoming a sergeant in 1659 and a lieutenant in 1683. 

In 1671, Richard and his stepbrother Isaac Cherney told the town of Dedham that they “Have hopes of discover- 
ing a copper mine within the bounds of Wolomolopoag [pow Wrentham].” The accounts of this do not say if they actual- 
ly found copper or not.

Notes for Samuel Fisher 

Samuel grew up in Dedham, Massachusetts and lived there with his wife and children until at least 1671 when 
his son Ebenezer was born there. Sometime after that they moved to Wrentham, Massachusetts where Samuel 
was a deacon for many years. Deacons were “responsible for the temporal, not the spiritual needs of the church.” This 
meant he did things such as keeping track of the offerings and maintaining the meeting house or church building. 

Samuel’s will started off a bit unconventionally for the times: “My Deer Wife and Children I am now speaking my 
last to you which to me is Awful and I hope will be to you of Searious consideration, I know not y* day of my death therefore it 
behoveth me in each respect to be for my great and last Change preparing, That I may lay in Store a good Foundation for the 


life to come.” Samuel died about seven months after writing this in 1703 Re etal

In 1661, John married his first wife, Mary Dennis. She died after less than four years of marriage, leaving 
John with a young son to raise on his own. The following year, John married his second wife, Elizabeth Dickson, 
with whom he had nine children, at least two of whom died young. 

John was a farmer whose will shows his love of God: “being weake in body yet of perfect understanding and memory 
through the mercy and goodness of god and not knowing how short my time may be hear in this wourld & being willing to Settle 
that little wourldley Estate which god in his goodness has bin pleased to bestoy upon me I doe make and ordain this to be my 
last will and testament in maner and forme following— 

“I comitt my sole into the hands of almighty god in & through the merritts and mediation of the lord Jesus Christ my blessed

Notes for Henry White 


The story of Henry’s childhood has yet to be discovered. He was living in Dorchester, Massachusetts in 1680 
when his son Josiah was born there. In 1684 Henry leased about 300 acres from the town of Dorchester for 100 


years at a rate of four pounds four shillings a year. This lease was for both Henry and his heirs. Henry died with- 


out a will, and his property was not divided for his heirs until 1729. It is unclear from that record if the land given 


to his heirs was still being leased or if they would actually own it upon his death. It totaled about 357 acres. He 
also owned two houses, one of which he had built for his oldest living son, William. Both houses had barns, and 


Henry also owned a sawmill. Among other things, Henry’s inventory contained books (indicating he could read 


and write), armor, oxen, cows, sheep, swine, and horses.

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Notes for John Coney 

John’s father died when John was only about two years old. When he was five, his mother married her se- 
cond husband, Oliver Mellowes, who was a widower with three children of his own. The new family immigrated 
to the New World not long after their marriage and settled in Boston, Massachusetts. At some point during his 
childhood, John was apprenticed to a cooper named John Milom. A cooper made wooden kegs, tubs, and barrels. 
Wooden barrels and kegs were the primary method of transporting many items at the time. In 1650, John Milom 
sold the last six months of John’s apprenticeship to another man, Elias Pilgrim, and that was the year John’s ap- 
prenticeship ended. 

In 1654, John married Elizabeth Nash with whom he was to have thirteen children, although it appears that at 
least six of them died young. The year after their marriage, John was chosen to be one of the two packers of fish 
and meat for the town. That same year he was the gager or inspector of casks, a job he also held in 1657. In 1669, 
John was a constable. New England constables were appointed to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the 
law. They “enforced the orders of Colonial and County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” 

John was able to read and write, and an example of his handwriting is below.* Perhaps his literacy was one of 

the reasons he was chosen to be a clerk of the market in 1672 

=> 2 and 1687. He was also chosen to be an inspector of chimneys 

AP Bois (ae HL af in 1676, 1689, and 1690. This was an important job as chim- 
ney fires were a huge danger at the time. 

Besides his work for the town, John was also a member of 

the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. This was a 

company that served as a military school to train its members to be officers of the various town companies. John

John seems to have had other business interests besides his work as a cooper. He owned an eighth portion of a 
ship named Rebecca and Elizabeth and at one point sold a piece of property that had a sawmill on it.

Notes for Thomas Skinner 

The story of Thomas’s childhood has yet to be discovered. He was called a “white bread baker” or a “loaf 
bread baker” in Boston, so at some point he must have learned that trade. He was also involved in much buying 
and selling of property in the Boston area. 

In November 1669 Thomas was baptized in the fledgling Baptist church in Charlestown, Massachusetts, and 
the following month he married Mary Gould, the daughter of the church’s pastor. Committing to be a Baptist at 
that time was an act of great courage. Baptists were persecuted by the ruling Puritans, thrown in jail, and often 
fined. Thomas’s new father-in-law was kept in jail for months for his beliefs. In spite of these hardships, Thomas 
was very active in the church throughout his life. He was a deacon and his signature is found on many of the early 
church documents. In 1678, the Baptists started to build their own meeting house in Boston on private land 
owned by some members of the church. According to The History of the First Baptist Church of Boston, “It seemed too 
good to be true that after fifteen years of wanderings and of meeting in private houses they were at last to have a meeting-house 
of their own for public worship. . . . The site chosen for the meeting-house was unobtrusive, and, as they thought, little likely to 
arrest the attention of the authorities. It was on private grounds and was held by private individuals. It seemed as unobjectiona- 
ble as the use of the ‘house of Symon Lind,’ which they had rented in 1676. But the General Court had lost none of its watch- 
fulness and soon discovered the new house.” The colonial authorities quickly passed a law saying that using a building 
for a meeting house without the approval of the court was illegal. To protect their new building, the congregants 
stopped using the new building and waited to see what would happen. Then, the king of England sent out a letter 
saying that the Baptists (and perhaps other groups) could not be fined or punished for meeting. This letter was 
sent to the colonial government. Knowing about the letter, the members of the church started using their new 
meeting house, but, in spite of the King’s letter, they were called into court for breaking the colonial law. The 
court gave them time to respond which they did with a letter (Thomas was one of the signers) requesting permis- 
sion to keep using their meeting house. The court responded by nailing their doors shut, so the congregants met 
outside, later building a shed next to the church to meet in. The first day they came to church to meet in the shed, 
they found their church doors had been opened, and they continued using their new church from that day for- 
ward. According to The History of the First Baptist Church of Boston, the success of the first Baptist Church of Boston 
was because “The church had a remarkable body of sturdy, sensible laymen, who steadily carried on its work. . . . They knew 
no fear. They could not be swerved from the straight path of liberty. They had an unusually clear perception of the issues in- 
volved in the struggle, and a persistent faith in the final victory.” The book lists Thomas Skinner as one of these men. 


They may have had more children. 
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The First Baptist Church of Boston’s First Meeting House’ 


While all these issues were happening with the church, the colonies were also dealing with King Philip’s War. 
What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually deterio- 
rated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Metacom, 
was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder of a 
Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that King 
Phillip was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The colonists 
captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they would have 
any other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. And here was 
where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the three murder- 
ers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King Philip did not. 
He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 attacked the town 
of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some houses, killing some cattle, 
and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the whites were killed. 
Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon after the scenes of 

fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

Thomas was a soldier in the war, and in 1676 he was part of a group of soldiers sent to protect Northampton, 
Connecticut. While he was there, the town was attacked on March 14th. The Indians gathered “about the town in 
the darkness undiscovered, and breaking through the palisades in three places, they crept in and close about the houses, and 
there seem to have been no guards or night-watch, and the first intimation of the enemies’ presence was their furious attack up- 


on several houses. They succeeded in setting fire to ten before the sleeping garrison could be roused; but when the Indians real-

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ized their situation, and found themselves confronted with three strong companies instead of a defenseless hamlet, they turned 
and rushed headlong to the breaches they had made in the palisades” At least five colonists and eleven Indians were 
killed. 

Thomas survived the war and went on to raise his family. His first wife had died and he married his second 
wife sometime before January 1678 when their first child was born. Thomas himself died at a fairly young age— 


around 46 years old—after an eventful and fulfilling life er eee

Notes for Nathaniel Glover 

Nathaniel grew up in Dorchester, Massachusetts. In 1652, his parents moved to Boston, Massachusetts, leav- 
ing their homestead to Nathaniel. At about this time, Nathaniel married Mary Smith, with whom he was to have 
three children. Nathaniel must have been a respected member of the community as he was chosen as a selectman 
in 1655, 1656, and 1657. It was the job of the selectmen “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing 
any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and 
also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.” 

Sadly, Nathaniel died after only a few years of marriage, leaving his wife Mary a widow. ean ae

Notes for Mary Smith 

Mary was a young child when her parents immigrated to New England. The family settled in Dorchester, 
Massachusetts where Mary grew to an adult and met her first husband, Nathaniel Glover. As part of the marriage 
negotiations, Mary’s father promised the young couple a certain sum of money. However, within a few years of 
her marriage, Mary’s father had started a new family, and the money was not paid. Up until her marriage, Mary 
was an only child. Then her father married, and she had half brothers and sisters, the oldest of whom was also 
named Mary. 

Mary and Nathaniel had three children together before Nathaniel tragically died, leaving Mary alone to raise 
their children. She managed alone for a couple of years until a man named Thomas Hinckley started courting her. 
A month before their marriage, Mary had her estate appraised, and included in it was a little over £113 debt due 
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to the estate from her father, so he still hadn’t paid her the money he’d promised, even after her husband had 
died. By legally bringing the estate to the court’s attention, Mary probably forced him to pay the debt, as it was 
paid that same year. She then put two-thirds of the estate into a sort of trust for her children, left them in the care 
of her Glover relations, and moved almost seventy miles away to Barnstable, Massachusetts to live with her new 
husband where she started a new family. 

Mary made quite a hit in Barnstable. According to one of her grandsons, “At Barnstable, to the day of her death, 
she appeared and shone in the eyes of all as the loveliest and brightest woman for beauty, knowledge, wisdom, majesty, accom- 
plishments and graces throughout the Colony.” Her second husband became the governor of Plymouth Colony, and she 
had nine children with him before she died in 1703. Her passing devastated him, and he wrote a long poem about 
her after her death.* The poem gives some clues to Mary’s life. It mentions she was her mother’s only child, that 
she could read, was virtuous, wise, and worshiped God. She would wake up before the rest of the family to read 
and pray. She gave first to the church, then paid her debts, and lived on the rest. She helped the poor and was 
“Meek, lowly, peaceful, prone to Charity And freely given to Hospitality.” 

The poem goes on to talk of her death saying that she was in constant pain for six weeks before she died and 
couldn’t sleep because of it, “Yet God preserved her mind and senses clear; With exercise of Grace, that we could hear; Not 
the least murmuring nor impatient word; But meek submission to her Sovereign Lord; Full of heart melting prayer and savory 
words; Which joy and wonderment to all affords; Whose hearts were moved to leave your homes and see; And help her in her 
great extremity. Her last words were, ‘Come, dear Lord Jesus, come, And take me quickly to thy bosem dear;’ And in a few

minutes had her soul’s desire; With Him whom she did love with heart entire. Death was no terror to her nor fear.

Notes for Thomas Hinckley 

Thomas immigrated to the New World with his parents when he was about fourteen years old. The family 
first settled in Scituate, Massachusetts, moving to Barnstable, Massachusetts in 1639. Thomas prospered in Barn- 
stable, becoming “an extensive landholder.” He married his first wife there in 1641 and had eight children with her. 
She died in 1659, leaving him a widower with young children to care for. He married his second wife less than a 
year later and had nine children with her. 

Thomas held a number of offices during his lifetime such as representative to the General Court, the legisla- 
tive branch of the colonial government, deputy governor, and magistrate. But what he is known for most is for 
being chosen as the governor of the Plymouth Colony for much of 1681-1692 (between December 1686 and 
April 1689, the English government forced a different governor on the colonies). 

Thomas’s second wife died after 43 years of marriage, leaving him a devastated widower. He wrote a poem 


about her after she died which is in Appendix 8 of this book. Thomas died not long after in Barnstable, the town 
he had served so well.**° °°” ***

Notes for John Pope 
John immigrated to New England in 1637 as the servant (probably indentured) of a man named Nicholas But- 
ler who was from Eastwell, England, so perhaps John was also from there. They settled in Dorchester, Massachu- 
setts. John seems to have been a bit of a problem for Butler as in 1640, he was brought to the General Court for

* The list of John’s children was taken from Genealogy of a Portion of the Pope Family by William Pope. Mr. Pope does not give a complete 
explanation as to how he designated which children to which wife. Because of this, and because I found at least one mistake in his birth 
order based on John’s probate records as transcribed by Mr. Pope himself. (Some of the original pages appear to be missing, so Mr. 
Pope’s transcriptions are very important.) These pages list the birth order of John’s children who were alive or had children alive on 4 
April 1700, I have re-arranged the birth order of his list and changed the designation of which wife some of the children were born to 
based on these birth orders. The birth order above may need some slight corrections since the 1700 probate list did not give the birth 
order of Ebenezer, Alice, and Joseph, presumably because they died before 1700 without children, and it listed the birth order of the 
girls separate from the birth order of the boys. 

°T think it is likely that most if not all of these children were Margaret’s. John was named in John Senior’s probate records as his second 
son, and William was named as his third son. Ebenezer was named as a brother of John Junior’s in a land record for military service in 
the 1690 Canadian expedition. The probate records that list the birth orders are from 1700, and Ebenezer had died by then without 
children, so I do not know who is older, Ebenezer or John Junior. But there seems to be a rather large gap between Thomas’s birth year 
and John Junior’s, so either John Senior and Alice had more children who are not listed and died before 1700, Ebenezer perhaps being 
one of them, or perhaps the only child of John Senior and Alice was Thomas. 

“ These children are listed as Margaret’s for the following reasons: Margaret because of her given name; Susanna, Mary, Thankful, Jane, 
Alice, and Ralph because they are listed as the children of “Sister Pope” (Margaret Senior) in the Dorchester church records. All but 
Alice and Joseph are named in John’s 1700 probate records. Joseph is listed as Margaret’s child because his birth date fits as one of Mar- 
garet’s children. 

“ She may be the Jeane Pope, born 23 May 1677. If she isn’t, then John and Margaret also had a daughter named Jeane. 
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sentenced “to bee severly whipped.” An “unchaste attempt” in colonial times could just mean that he tried to kiss 
someone, or it could have been more serious. John’s servitude probably ended in the next few years as he was 
married by 1643 when his first child was born. Nicholas Butler left Dorchester in 1651, but John and his family 
remained there. 

John was not a member of the church, which would have limited his influence in the town. In 1676, he was 
brought before the selectmen, the men in charge of running the town, “to give an acct of the Education of his Children 
by way of Cattechizing [religious education] who p’mised to Endeavor for time to come to be more dillegent that way to at-

Notes for Richard Stubbs 

Richard was an early settler in Hull, MA, arriving there by 1642 when he was granted land in Nantasket, an 
early name for the Hull area. He went on to acquire more property, including land on Peddocks Island, Hogge 
Island, Slate Island, and Brewster’s Island. He must have been a respected member of the community as he was 
chosen to be a townsman or selectman in 1662, 1670, and 1671. It was the job of a selectman “to discharge the 
business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful or- 
ders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do 
what the town had power for to do.”

Notes for John Bent 

John was a married farmer with five children when he immigrated to the New World in 1638. The year after 
his immigration, his mother and sister’s family decided to follow him. Sadly, his mother, sister, and one of his 
nieces died on the voyage. 

John and his family settled in Sudbury, Massachusetts where John and his wife had two more children. John 
was an active member in his community and was a selectman in 1641. It was the job of a selectman “to discharge the 
business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful or- 
ders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do 
what the town had power for to do.” 

John was also one of the petitioners for the forming of a new town, Marlborough, Massachusetts in 1656. It is 
likely he signed the petition to open up more opportunities for his children as the petition said, “whereas your Peti- 
tioners have lived divers years in Sudbury, and God hath been pleased to increase our children, which are now diverse of them 
grown to man’s estate; and wee, many of us, grown into years, so that wee should bee glad to see them settled before the Lord 
take us away from hence.” 

John himself remained in Sudbury, dying there in 1672. His inventory shows that he was still a farmer and 
includes, among other things: 6 cows, 1 steer, 4 oxen, 2 calves, 10 sheep, pigs, horses, corn, clover, armor, 
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books, spinning wheels, a cheese press, and a canoe. °

Notes for Hopestill Foster 

Hopestill immigrated to New England with his mother and grandmother on the Elizabeth in 1635. His mother 
had a sister who had already immigrated with her husband the year before. Hopestill, his mother, and grandmoth- 
er eventually settled in Dorchester, Massachusetts where Hopestill became a prominent figure in the community. 
He married Mary Bate who had immigrated on the same ship, and they had ten children together, all in Dorches- 
ter. 

Hopestill’s record of community service was vast. He was a captain in the local militia, a selectman for many 
years, a deputy to the General Court almost every year from 1659 to 1676, and a Commissioner for Small Causes 
in 1671 causes (basically a lower court probably similar to today’s small claims court). It was the job of selectman 
“to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to 
make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of 
themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.” As a Deputy to the General Court, Hopestill represented Dor-

Notes for Samuel Stone 

Samuel was born in England and immigrated to the New World with his parents when he was about four 
years old. They first settled in Watertown, Massachusetts and then moved to Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

In October 1654, when he was about 23 years old, Samuel went on an expedition under Major Simon 
Willard* to Rhode Island against the sachem (Indian leader) Ninigret. Ninigret and his men had attacked the Long 
Island Indians who were loosely under the protection of Massachusetts. Also, Ninigret refused to pay a tribute for 
the Pequot Indians he had in his possession. The Massachusetts authorities said that Ninigret owed the tribute, and 
Ninigret said that he had paid all that they’d agreed upon. Major Willard was ordered to demand of Ninigret “a 
present and full surrender of all the Pequots under him, or lately living on his land.” He was also ordered “to take them by 

force if not delivered to him, and settle them under the English protection.” (It appears that the Pequots were captives 
who were being treated somewhat like slaves and somewhat like indentured servants, and that they were going to 
be allowed to go free at this point.) He was also ordered to try to collect the tribute that was past due and to or- 
der Ninigret to stop attacking the Indians on Long Island. The expedition was only a partial success. Ninigret 
heard of their coming and fled into a swamp. Major Willard chose not to pursue him with force, so the negotia- 
tions were made with messengers. Major Willard was able to obtain the release of the majority of the Pequots, 
and Ninigret promised to release the rest shortly. Ninigret later broke that promise and also continued to assault 
the Long Island Indians who he said had killed some of his people, but by then the expedition, Samuel among 
them, had gone back to Massachusetts. 

The following summer, Samuel married his first wife and the mother of his children, Sarah Stearns. The 
young couple settled in Cambridge Farms, a part of Cambridge which was later to become Lexington, MA. Sam- 
uel was prominent in Lexington getting its own parish, and he became one of the first deacons of the Lexington 
church. Deacons were “responsible for the temporal, not the spiritual needs of the church.” This meant he did things such 
as keeping track of the offerings and maintaining the meeting house or church building. He must have been a re- 
spected member of the community as he was an assessor in 1694, 1697, and 1698 and a selectman in 1673, 1681, 
1688, and 1692. It was the job of the selectmen “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to 
come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to 


levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.”

Notes for John Jones 


The story of John’s early years has yet to be discovered. He and his wife, Dorcas, were living in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts in 1648 when their son Samuel was born there. They had moved to Concord, Massachusetts by 


May 1650 where John was made a freeman. To be a freeman, a person had to be an adult male who was a mem- 


ber of the church. Freeman status gave a man the right to vote. 
John continued living on Concord until his death in 1674. Along with farming equipment, John’s inventory 


lists “caylers utensils,” which indicates he may have been a tailor as well as a farmer. His son Nathaniel was also a 


tailor. His inventory also included books, “two guns, a pair of pistols, ‘a payer bandelears, sword and belt.

Notes for Elizabeth Jennison 

Elizabeth’s mother died a little over a year after she was born. Not long after, her father married his second 
wife, so Elizabeth was raised by a stepmother. Elizabeth married George Reed in 1652, but it appears that the 
marriage had problems. In 1658, she was accused in court of lewd behavior with her brother-in-law Ralph Reed 
and also with man named William Locke. She was accused of grabbing William’s private parts and saying “here is a 
handful.” She was also accused of lying in the same bed with Ralph and his wife (Ralph’s wife was in the middle) 
and comparing Ralph’s privates with her husband’s. At one point Ralph implied that two of George’s children 
were his, but he later said he was joking. Whatever the case, Elizabeth’s behavior cannot have made for a happy 
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marriage.

Notes for Thomas Pierce 

Thomas immigrated with his parents to New England where they settled in Charlestown, Massachusetts. He 
married Elizabeth Cole and moved with her to Woburn, Massachusetts sometime before 1643. They had thirteen 
children together, although at least two and probably three of them died young. Thomas must have been respect- 
ed in the local community as he was a sergeant in the local militia and was chosen as selectman in 1660. It was the 
job of a selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose 
of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were 
fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.”

Notes for Elizabeth Cole 

Elizabeth immigrated to the New World with her parents around 1631. They first settled in Boston, Massa- 
chusetts and moved to Charlestown, Massachusetts around 1632. Elizabeth was sent to be educated in the Samuel 
Fuller household in Plymouth, Massachusetts where her brother Robert was working or had worked as a servant. 
Elizabeth did not live there long as Samuel Fuller died in 1633. Samuel’s will said that she was “to be conveniently 
appareled and returned to her father or mother or either of them.” 

Elizabeth most likely met her future husband in Charlestown where they both lived. They were married 
sometime before June 1639 when their first child was baptized. They had thirteen children together, although at 
least two and probably three of them died young. Elizabeth’s husband died in 1683, leaving her a widow. She died 
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five years later.

Notes for Jonathan Whitcomb 

John was about six years old when his family immigrated to the New World. They first settled in Dorchester, 
Massachusetts, moved to Situate, Massachusetts and finally settled in Lancaster, Massachusetts when Jonathan was 
in his twenties. In 1667 Jonathan married his wife Hannah in Lancaster. They were to have nine children togeth- 
er. Their daughter Elizabeth was born in 1676, the year that King Philip’s War turned the world upside down for 
the residents of Lancaster. 

What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually de- 
teriorated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Meta- 
com, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder 
of a Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that 
King Phillip was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The 
colonists captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they 
would have any other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. 
And here was where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the 
three murderers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King 
Philip did not. He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 
attacked the town of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some hous- 
es, killing some cattle, and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the 
whites were killed. Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon 
after the scenes of fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

On August 22, 1675, the war came to Lancaster when Indians raided the town and killed eight people. But 
that was just the beginning. Further disaster was to strike Lancaster in February 1676 when a force of fifteen hun- 
dred Indians fell upon the town. Reports vary as to the causalities, but, according to The History of the Town of Lan- 
caster, Massachusetts, at least fifty people were killed or captured. The Rowlandson garrison was destroyed, and of 
the 37 to 42 people who took shelter there, only one escaped. Twelve men, women, and children in the garrison 
were killed immediately, most of them shot or stabbed while trying to escape as the garrison house was burned 
down around them. The rest were captured, and some of these died in captivity. Other houses in the town were 
also burned down. After the Indians left, the survivors came out of hiding and buried their dead. The townsfolk 
were destitute and wrote a letter, which Jonathan signed, asking for help. In it they say: “our stat is very deplorable, 


in our Incapasity to subsist, as to Remoue away we can not, the enemy has so Incompased us, otherwise for want of help our 
Pasity vy Ww P P 
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catle being the most of them caried away by the barberouss heathen, & to stay disenabled for want of food, the Towns people are 
Genrally gon who felt the Judgm’ but light, & had theyr catle left them with theyr estats, but we many of us heare in this prison, 
haue not bread to last us on mongth & our other provision spent & gon . . . therefore we hop as God has mad you fathers ouer us 
so you will haue a fathers pitty to us & extend your care ouer us who are yo' poor destressed subjects. We are sorrowful to Leaue 
the place, but hoplesse to keep it unlesse mayntayned by the Cuntrey, it troubles our sperits to giue any Incuridgm' to the enemy, 
or leaue any thing for them to promot their wicked designe, yet better saue our Liues then lose Life & Estat both, we are in dan- 
ger emenent, the enemy leying Aboue us, nay on both sids of us, as dus playingly Apeare. our womens cris dus dayly Inerease 
beand [beyond?] expresion which dus not only fill our ears but our hearts full of Greefe, which makes us humbly Request yo' 
Hon” to fend a Gard of men & that if you please so comand we may haue Carts About fourteen.” Troops were sent with 
carts to help the survivors move to other towns, and Lancaster was abandoned. Then the Indians came out of hid- 
ing and burned the whole town to the ground, except for two buildings. 

Jonathan and his brother John were some of the townsfolk who returned to Lancaster after the war was over. 
In April 1683, they had loaded two canoes with hay and were using a rope that they had tied to one side of the 
river to pull themselves across. Disaster struck. One or both of the canoes sank, and John fell into the water and 
was drowned. Jonathan must have been devastated. 

Jonathan continued living in Lancaster until his death. His inventory lists, among other things, a little over 
86.75 acres of land, 2 oxen, 4 cows, 3 calves, 1 horse, 1 old mare, 8 sheep, 7 pigs, wheat, rye, Indian corn, 
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books, and a gun.

Notes for Hannah 

The story of Hannah’s childhood has yet to be discovered. She married Jonathan Whitcomb in 1667 in Lan- 
caster, Massachusetts and had nine children with him. After twenty-three years of marriage, Jonathan died, leav- 
ing Hannah with six children under the age of 17 to care for. A little over a year after Jonathan’s death, Hannah 
was living in the house of Peter Joslin. What his relation to Hannah has yet to be discovered, and it is unknown 
whether her younger children were living there with her. What is known is that this was in the middle of King 
William’s War, one of the French and Indian Wars, and Hannah was a victim of it. Peter Joslin “was at his labor in 
the field, and knew nothing thereof until entering the house. He found his wife with three children, with a widow Whitcomb 
[Hannah], who lived in his family, barbarously murdered with their [the Indians’] hatchets, and weltering in their blood. His 
wife’s sister, Elizabeth How . . . with another of his children, were carried into captivity. She returned, but the child was mur- 
dered in the wilderness.” Hannah’s children were left orphaned. geyser

Notes for Samuel Scripture 

Samuel first appears in the New England records in Groton, Massachusetts in 1669* when he deposed in court 
that he had seen Samuel Davis’s wife give three gallons of “strong waters” to an Indian, and that Samuel Davis knew 
about this. Samuel was indentured to the Davis family at the time, so giving this deposition may have caused some 
problems for him with his master. Samuel was about 19 years old. 

In August 1671, Samuel was accepted as an inhabitant of Groton and was given ten acres of land “for his In- 
coridjment [encouragement].” In 1674, he married Elizabeth Knapp, a young woman who had caused some con- 
sternation in Groton a few years earlier by seeming to have been possessed by the devil or a demon for a few 
months.” Whatever the cause of her illness or possession, he must have really loved her to have risked marrying 
her. Their first child was born in Cambridge in 1675. By then the whole colony was in an uproar over King Phil- 
ip’s War. 

What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually de- 
teriorated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Meta- 
com, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder 
of a Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that 
King Phillip was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The 
colonists captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they 
would have any other people who they thought were murderers.

* A number of online source say that on February 20, 1662 (the sites do not say if this is the old or new dating system), Samuel became 
indentured to a Mr. Swinerton and went with him to Nevis Island, St. Kitts, and later became indentured to Samuel Davis in Massachu- 
setts. The online sites do not give primary source for this information, so this may not be our Samuel Scripture. However, I am includ- 
ing it here as an interesting piece of information that needs to be researched further.

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Samuel was a soldier during this war, serving under a man named Captain Joseph Still. In August 1676, he 
was listed as a resident of Charlestown, Massachusetts for his soldier’s pay. In 1677, Samuel was living in Con- 
cord, Massachusetts, and by 1680 he had moved back to Groton which was in the process of re-building after be- 
ing destroyed during the war. 

Samuel held a number of offices in Groton. He also did some surveying for the town. In 1681 and 1687 he 
was a “Fence Viewer and Hog Constable” whose job was to make sure the town’s pigs did not damage people’s prop- 
erty and crops and to deal with nuisance swine. As the fence viewer, he would “monitor all fences in the community 
in regards to both height and condition. Fines would be levied if the standards were not maintained.” In 1695, he was a con- 
stable. New England constables were appointed to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the law. They 
“enforced the orders of Colonial and County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” And in 1704, Samuel was a tithing 
man. A tithing man was responsible not only for collecting money mandated for the church, he was also responsi- 
ble for making sure no one traveled on the Sabbath (unless it was to go to and from church or for charity), and he 
was responsible for making sure that no one fell asleep or was rowdy in church. Sometimes tithing men were giv- 
en long sticks used to hit or poke sleeping or rowdy church members. Some of the sticks had brushes or fur on the 
end to use on sleeping women (instead of hitting them). Considering that the early sermons could be hours long, 
the tithing man must have been kept pretty busy! 

In 1719, Samuel deeded some property to his son John on the condition that John would care for his parents 
in their old age. However, this must not have happened because that property was later deeded to two of Samu- 
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el’s son-in-laws before finally being deeded to his son Samuel, under the same conditions.

Notes for Elizabeth Knapp 


When she was a young girl, Elizabeth would go to school at the Reverend Samuel Willard’s house, and later, 
by the time she was sixteen, she became a servant there. While she was working, she started exhibiting some very 
strange behaviors. According to Reverend Willard she would give “sudden shriekes, & if wee enquired a Reason, would 
alwayes put it off with some excuse & then would burst forth into imoderate & extravagant laughter, in such wise, as some times 
shee fell onto y’ ground w” it.” This behavior continued for a couple of weeks until on October 31, 1671, Elizabeth 
was sitting by the fire when “she cryed out, ‘oh my legs!’ & clapt her hand on y", imediately ‘oh my breast!’ & removed her 
hands thither; & forthwith, ‘oh I am strangled,’ & put her hands on her throat: those y' observed her could not see what to make 
of it; whither shee was in earnest or dissembled.” The following day she saw people in the cellar that no one else could 
see, and later was in bed for the night when she was “suddenly throwne downe into y‘ midst of y* floore w’ violence & 
taken with a violent fit, whereupon y’ whole family was raised & with much adoe was shee kept out of y‘ fire fro destroying her- 
selfe.” She continued having violent fits the rest of the week “in which shee was violent in bodily motions, leapings, 
strainings & strange agitations, scarce to bee held in bounds by the strength of 3 or 4: violent alsoe in roarings & screamings.” 
At one point Elizabeth accused a neighbor of causing the fits, but then retracted that, saying that Satan had “deluded 
her.” 

Later she said that “y° devil had oftentimes appeared to her, p'senting y’ treaty of a Covenant, & pffering largely to her: 
viz. such things as suted her youthfull fancye, money, silks, fine cloaths, ease from labo’ to show her y’ whole world, &c.,” and 
that “hee [the devil] urged upon her constant temptations to murder her pents [parents], her neighbo’s, our children, especially 
yy youngest, tempting her to throw it into y‘ fire, on y’ hearth, into y° oven; & that once hee put a bill hooke into her hand, to 


murder my selfe, psuading her I was asleep, but coming about it, shee met me on y’ staires at which shee was affrighted, the time 
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I remember well, & observd a strange frame in her countenance & saw she endeav'ed to hid something, but I knew not what, nei- 
ther did I at all suspect any such matter.” 

Elizabeth continued having fits and a physician was brought in to examine her. He diagnosed “a maine pt of her 
distemper to be naturall, arising from the foulnesse of her stomacke, & corruptnesse of her blood, occasioning fumes in her 
braine.” Elizabeth was sent home and given some medicine which seemed to help for a while, but then her fits 
started getting worse until on November 26th, “shee was again with violence & extremity seized by her fits, in such wise y 
6 psons [persons] could hardly hold her, but shee leaped & skipped about y" house pforce roaring, & yelling extreamly.” The 
physician was there when this happened and said that he now thought that her “distemper was Diabolicall,” and re- 
fused to give her more medicine, saying she should start fasting. “Shee meane while continued extreamly tormented night 
& day.” At one point “her speech was restored to her, & shee exp'ssed a great seeming sence of her state: many bitter teares, 
sighings, sobbings, complainings shee uttered, bewailing of many sins.” 

The fits continued for days, until she confessed to signing her name in the devil’s book and that “one yeere shee 
was to be faithfull in his [the devil’s] service, & then y’ other six hee would serve her, & make her a witch.” She said that 
soon after she decided she had made a mistake and that the fits were the result of her struggles with the devil. Af- 
ter her confession, she prayed and “afterward declared a desire to rely on y’ power & mercy of God in Christ.” 

However, the fits did not end, and in fact it seemed that the devil started talking out of her mouth. One day 
Reverend Willard was visiting and heard a voice come out of her mouth that “was hollow as if it issued out of her 
throat; hee then agen called me a great blacke roague, I challenged him to make it appear; but all y* Answer was, ‘you tell y* 
people a company of lyes.” Reverend Willard responded with “Satan, thou art a lyar, and a deceiver, & God will vindicate 
his owne truth one day.” After some more discussion, the Reverend decided that it was better to not respond, and 
he asked the other people in the room not to respond either, but to pray with him instead. 

The fits went on for weeks, with other ministers coming to pray over her. The account by Willard ends with 
him saying that he is still not positive as to whether she had made a pact with the devil or not, or even what was 
causing the fits, but that “shee is an object of pitye . . . Shee is (I question not) a subject of hope, & therfore all meanes ought 
to bee used for her recoverye.” Elizabeth must have recovered, because less than two years later she married Samuel 
Scripture, and she doesn’t seem to have had any more fits. They had ten children and apparently had a long and 
happy life together. If Elizabeth was fighting with the devil, it appears that with God and Reverend Willard’s 
help, she won the fight.27" 3712 3713 3714 a 


“Some modern sources have suggested that she had Huntington’s disease. However that prognosis does not fit with someone who appar- 
ently led a normal life for over 47 years after the illness started. Another possibility is ergot poisoning, but if it was, more people in the 
household would have likely been affected, and it only lasts three to six weeks, whereas Elizabeth was ill for a few months, although she 
could have been re-infected. Reverend Willard’s account mentions a peeping Tom seen by both Elizabeth and another girl. Elizabeth 
said it was the devil who had been trying to get her to sign his book, but what if it was an actual person who'd been abusing her? This 
might have caused some sort of mental breakdown, and he might have been the devil who was tormenting her. (This is pure speculation 
on my part.)

Notes for Israel Heald 


Israel was the youngest of the nine children of John and Dorothy Heald. Sadly, his father died when he was 
less than two years old. Israel grew up to be a blacksmith and farmer, and was living in Stow, Massachusetts by 
1682 when he was granted land there. By September 1686 Israel had married Martha Wright and had a son. They 
were to have five more children together. 

During this time war broke out between France and the League of Augsburg, which England belonged to. 
Unfortunately, the French in Quebec decided to use this as an excuse to attack New England, and they proceeded 
to destroy a number of towns, killing and imprisoning their inhabitants. In 1690 the New Englanders decided to 
retaliate, and Sir William Phips led an expedition to Quebec, capturing Port Royal in Acadia. After his victory, he 
returned to New England and prepared for a larger expedition to capture the city of Quebec. Phips was able to 
recruit about thirty-two ships and twenty-three hundred men; one of whom was Israel Heald. 

The expedition’s departure was delayed while they waited in vain for supplies to arrive from England. These 
supplies included some much-needed ammunition, the lack of which is considered one of the reasons the expedi- 
tion failed. The delay also gave the French more time to prepare for an attack. 

The expedition finally arrived at their destination on October 16th. After some mismanaged attacks and con- 
stant bombardment by the French, Phips was ready to give up. On October 23rd and 24th they came to an 
agreement with the French on prisoner exchanges, and the ships set sail for home. However, Israel had been 
wounded enough in the attacks that he was one of "Several Persons here under named lately imployed as Seaman and 
Soldiers in their Majesties Service against the French and Indian Enemy, who were wounded, and Maimed in Said Service. That 
a Yearly Stipend be Allowed them as followeth, until this Court or the Governour, and Council take further Order.” Israel’s 
stipend was 40 shillings a year. 

Israel became a respected member of the Stow community. He worked on various town committees and was 
appointed as a fence viewer in 1695, 1697, 1700, and 1704. A fence viewer would “monitor all fences in the commu- 
nity in regards to both height and condition. Fines would be levied if the standards were not maintained.” Israel was also 
chosen as a selectman in 1703. It was the job of a selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or re- 

fuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of 
orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.”

Notes for John Colby 


John was born in 1656 in Salisbury, Massachusetts and grew up in the Salisbury/Amesbury area. In 1674, 
tragedy struck his family when his father died that February. John was only seventeen years old. Then, in June 
1675, John’s world was turned upside down when King Philip’s War struck the colonies. What had started as a 
friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually deteriorated through the years 
until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Metacom, was leader of the Wam- 
panoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder of a Christian Indian who had 
been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that King Phillip was planning to 
start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The colonists captured three Indian 
men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they would have any other people who 
they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. And here was where the two cul- 
tures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the three murderers after a trial, 
which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King Philip did not. He felt that the 
trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 attacked the town of Swansea. 
According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some houses, killing some cattle, and menac- 
ing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the whites were killed. Brookfield, Men- 
don, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon after the scenes of fire, slaughter, 
captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

On December 27, 1675, in the midst of this war, John married his first wife, Sarah (see the footnote below). 
A little more than four months later, John was one of the soldiers who attacked an Indian camp, one of three that 


7 According to the Amesbury Vital Records, John Colby married Sarah Eldredg 27 Dec 1675. In 1700, William Osgood's will mentions 
his daughter, Sarah Colby, wife of John Colby. For years, genealogists have tried to determine who was the mother of John Colby's chil- 
dren, speculating that: 

1) Sarah Osgood married someone named Eldridge before she married John Colby. 

2) There is a misprint in the marriage record and it should have read "Sarah Osgood," not "Sarah Eldredg." 

3) That John Colby married 1st Sarah Eldridge and 2nd Sarah Osgood. 

To date, no one has been able to prove any of the above scenarios. Mary Lovering Holman in the Ancestry of Charles Stinson Pillsbury and 
John Sargent Pillsbury (Vol.1, p. 707) states that "The most probable explanation is that Eldridge was a mistake in the original entry." There seems 
to be a good chance that Sarah Osgood is the mother of Sarah Jane Colby, either because she married first an Eldridge and then John 
Colby or because the marriage record has a mis-print—but it is not definite. More research needs to be done to be sure. 
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had been set up near each other on the Connecticut River. The war was starting to wind down, and the Indians 
had not set up a very good sentry system, in spite of the fact that they had just stolen about seventy head of cattle 
from Hatfield, Connecticut. They also had some English captives working as slaves who need rescuing. 

The soldiers, John included, left Hatfield and marched 20 miles at night during a storm, arriving at their des- 
tination around daybreak. As the sun rose, the soldiers fired upon the unsuspecting camp which contained many 
women and children. A number of Indians fled into the river and were pulled over the falls to their deaths. It is 
estimated that over 200 people were killed. Their wetus (a type of wigwam) were set on fire, and the soldiers 
captured two forges that had been set up for making musket balls and repairing arms. 

But while the soldiers were burning the camp and capturing the forges, the Indians in the other nearby camps 
were preparing to retaliate. The soldiers retreated to where the men guarding their horses were under attack, 
regained the horses and started back toward Hatfield while under fire. “A rumor was started . . . that Philip with a 
thousand warriors was at hand, and a panic ensued. The guides differed as to the course, and some following one and some an- 
other, disorder prevailed, and the command was broken up. Two parties leaving the main body were cut off and lost. Capt. 
Turner pushed forward with the advance as far as Green river, and was shot by the Indians while crossing the stream . . . His 
body was found near the place by a scouting party a short time afterwards. 

“The whole command now devolved upon Capt. Holyoke, who led his shattered force, fighting every rod of the way.” 
About 39 soldiers were killed out of about 150. John was one of the survivors. 

After the war, John appears to have been a bit of a carouser. In November 1679, “Nath. Barnard, Sam. Colby 
and Mary Colby, Jno. Colby and Walter Tayler, were complained of for great misdemeanors at Jno. Colbye’s house by fighting 
and excessive drinking.” And that same month, Thomas Wells lodged a complaint that “Samll. Weed was wagered by a 
quantity of liquor according to common report to go to his wife’s [Thomas Wells’s wife] chamber where she was asleep with 
her child and kiss her, which he accordingly performed, John Colby holding the light as a witness that the wager was carried 
out.” “ 

Hopefully John settled down some as his family grew. At some point, his wife Sarah died, and he married 
Ruth Ring in 1715. At that time he was called “Sergeant,” so he was most likely a member of the local militia.

Notes for Sarah Osgood 

Sarah was brought to court for having an illegitimate child when she was fifteen years old. This was consid- 
ered a crime, and she was ordered to be whipped if she could not pay a fine. In a later court case, she named 
Thomas Sargent as the father of her child. 

What happened to Sarah for the next few years after this is unclear. It is known that she eventually married 
John Colby. What is not known for sure is if she was the Sarah Eldredg who married John in 1675, either because 
she was a widow who first married someone named Eldredg or because her last name was written down incor- 
rectly in the record. If this marriage record isn’t hers, then she married John sometime after that as she is men- 
tioned in her father’s 1700 will as John’s wife. Sarah and John had much tragedy in their marriage. Of the eight 
children born to them, two died the day they were born, one died within three days of being born, and two died 


within a few days of each other before they were ten (possibly from some sort of sickness). Only three of Sarah 
and John’s eight children survived to adulingede = on

Notes for John Foote 

John’s father was in the militia, and his father’s house was probably used as a garrison for the town of Ames- 
bury, so John, like most boys at the time, grew up learning how to defend himself and his town against Indian 
attacks. The awareness of the danger surrounding him was tragically enforced when his father was tortured and 
killed by Indians in 1690, around when John was starting his own family. 

In 1702, John was to use skills taught to him by his militia father when England declared war on Spain and 
France. The war in Europe drew the three countries’ various colonies along with them into the conflict. In Massa- 
chusetts, this resulted in the English colonies and their Indian allies fighting the French colonists of Quebec and 
their Indian allies. In 1703, a Frenchman, Michel Leneuf de la Valliere de Beaubassin, led a group of 500 Indians 
and a few Frenchmen in a series of attacks on New England settlements that killed or captured between 160—300 
English settlers. To combat this, an elite force of militia called the “snowshoe men” were called into action. Ac- 
cording to National Guard Magazine, the English colonists needed fighters who were “especially strong, fierce men who 
could muster quickly and take the fight to the enemy. This need for elite forces spawned the creation of small units that became 
known as ‘snowshoe men.’ They patrolled the frontier, protecting settlements from attacks. They operated in all types of weather 
and conditions. This included winter campaigns, which were conducted on snowshoes, and the name stuck. The snowshoe men 


were the nation’s first commandos.” John was one of these snowshoe men, and at some point attained the rank of

Notes for Robert Lane 

Robert was living in Stratford, Connecticut by 1660 where he held a number of jobs throughout his years 
there, such as cowkeeper. Although he seems to have had a problem with that job because in a public meeting it 
was said that “Samuel Fayrechild & Robert Lane cowkeepers for year 1662, being detected of unfaithfulness in keep the heard, 
the sayed Samuel & Robert doe owne they lave the heard in the woods and come home several days. This was owned in a public 
meating before Mr. Sharman Feb’y 18th 1862. Mr Sharman hath adjudged the above said Robert Lane & Sam! Fayrechild to 
pay to their townsmen twenty shillings use.” 

Robert was later given the job as fence viewer. A fence viewer would “monitor all fences in the community in re- 
gards to both height and condition. Fines would be levied if the standards were not maintained.” He also was given duties in 
the church as the burier, the person in charge of burials. 

In 1695, Robert purchased land in Killingworth, Connecticut. By then he had married and had a family of ten 
children, although, sadly, at least two of them died young. In Killingworth, Robert was a deputy to the General 
Court from 1699-1715. The General Court was the legislative body of the colony, and the deputies were the rep- 
resentatives.

Notes for Abraham Pierson 


Abraham’s father was a minister, and Abraham followed 
in his footsteps. He graduated from Harvard in 1668 and 
worked with his father in Newark, New Jersey from 1669 
until his father’s death in 1678. At that point, he took over his 
father’s ministry and continued working in Newark until 1692 
when he moved first to Greenwich, Connecticut then to Kill- 
ingworth, Connecticut where he became the minister. During 
this time his ninth child was born. One of his parishioners de- 
scribed him as “taller than a middle-size, a fleshy, well formed and 
comely looking man; and. . . the people set very much by him, and 
esteemed him an exceeding pious good man, and an excellent preach- 
er... . He was a very kind, charitable man to the poor and indigent.” 

Education was important to Abraham, and he was one of 
the founders of Yale University. He was also the first rector 
(president) of the university, teaching students from his par- 
sonage in Killingworth. This became a problem for the people 
of his church—they wanted him to resign his position at Yale. 
Before this issue could be resolved, Abraham “was struck down 
with violent illness” and died in 1707. A chair he owned became 
known as the “President’s Chair” at Yale and a statue was 
erected of him on the Yale campus. There is another copy of 
it on East Main Street in Clinton. It was said that “He had the 
character of a hard student, a good scholar, and a great divine. In his 
whole conduct he was wise, steady, and admirable: was greatly re- 
spected as a pastor, and he instructed the college with general appro-

Notes for Daniel Thurston 

Daniel came to the New World with another man named Daniel Thurston who was probably some sort of 
uncle. They settled in Newbury, Massachusetts sometime between 1635 and 1638. Daniel owned at least two 
looms, and these are part of the evidence used to speculate that the two Daniels were from the Thurston family of 
Thornbury, Gloucestershire, England which at the time was famous for its cloth-making. 

Daniel was to live the rest of his life in Newbury, marrying his wife there in 1655 and having ten children 
with her. Sadly, five of these children died young. 

While Daniel did spend the rest of his life in Newbury, he was forced to leave it to fight in King Philip’s War 
in 1675 and 1676. What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had 
gradually deteriorated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also 
called Metacom, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was 
the murder of a Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the col- 
onists that King Phillip was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phil- 
lip. The colonists captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as 
they would have any other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and 
hanged. And here was where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in 
hanging the three murderers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situa- 
tion, King Philip did not. He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in 
June 1675 attacked the town of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling 
some houses, killing some cattle, and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine 
of the whites were killed. Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts 
were soon after the scenes of fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” Daniel’s family was one of the lucky ones 
who were not attacked, but Daniel himself served as a soldier in the war under Captains Prentice and Appleton.

Notes for John Clifford 


John is first recorded in Salisbury, Massachusetts in 1640, but he moved to Hampton, New Hampshire by 
March 1642 where he was to live for the rest of his life. He was chosen as a selectman there in 1660. It was the 
job of a selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose 
of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were 
fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.” 

In 1684, John was one of nineteen “aged and humble suppliants” who petitioned against the head tax, a tax that 
every adult male was charged regardless of the size of their estate. The petitioners had a sense of humor as they 
said, “we being heartly willing our estates should pay their proportion to all public charges, but we humbly crave our heads may 
be spared, since our hands can do so little for them.” They go on to point out that they never had to pay such a tax in 
England. It is unlikely that their petition was successful. 

John spent his remaining life on his homestead with his daughter Elizabeth and her husband. He deeded his 
homestead to them on the condition that they provide for him in his old age. John died in the town he’d lived in 
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for over fifty years in 1694.

Notes for Nicholas Smith 

Nicholas was living in Exeter, New Hampshire by 1658 when he was chosen to be a selectman for the town. 
It was the job of a selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also 
to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, 
and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.” Ten years later he was chosen to be a 
constable. New England constables were appointed to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the law. They 
“enforced the orders of Colonial and County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” 

In 1659, Nicholas was given a license to run a tavern. However, it appears from the inventory taken when he 
died that his main occupation was farming. He owned a house, orchard, barn, and 23 acres of land. He also 


owned, among other things, two oxen, five cows, two sheep, six pigs, and two horses. Nicholas died in 1673.7

Notes for John Bean 

John Bean was a Scottish royalist who supported Charles II, the son of Charles I of England who had been ex- 
ecuted and replaced with a parliament. Charles II fought to restore the monarchy in England. He lost the war and 
fled to France, and the Puritan Oliver Cromwell eventually became Lord Protector of England. The Scottish roy- 
alists lost both the Battle of Dunbar and the Battle of Worcester, the second of which John had fought in. 

In the Battle of Worcester, Charles II had marched his army into England and stopped in Worcester where 
Cromwell overtook them. The royalists were forced into the city and surrounded. Charles II managed to escape, 
but his troops were not so fortunate. Accounts vary, but about 4000 Scots were killed and 10,000 were captured. 
John was one of these captured prisoners. One witness says that “all of them [were] stript, many of them were cutt, some 
without stockings or shoes and scarce so much left upon them as to cover their nakedness, eating peas and handfuls of straw in 
their hands which they had pulled upon the fields as they passed.” They were placed in “temporary prison camps in London 
and other cities, and many prisoners died of starvation, disease, and infections.” The year before, the conditions in a pris- 
on camp containing the Scottish prisoners from the Battle of Dunbar were described in a letter: “Many of them died, 
and few of any other Disease than the Flux; some were kill’d by themselves, for they were exceedingly cruel one towards another. 
If any Man was perceived to have any Money, it was two to one but he was kill’d before Morning, and robb’d; and if any had 
good Cloaths, he that wanted, if he was able, would strangle the other and put on his Cloaths.” The writer goes on to say 
that of the 3000 prisoners he had been given care of, 500 were sick and 1600 were dead. John had to have been 
pretty tough to have survived these types of conditions. And once he was taken out of the camp, his ordeal was 
not over. He was put on the Scottish slave ship, the John and Sara, and taken to New England as a slave. 

However, the New Englanders did not have as strong a tradition of slavery as the south, but they did have a 
tradition of indentured servitude. When an earlier Scottish slave ship had been sent to New England, Reverend 
John Cotton wrote a letter to Oliver Cromwell saying, “The Scots, whom God delivered into your hand at Dunbarre,

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and whereof sundry were sent hither, we have been desirous (as we could) to make their yoke easy. Such as were sick of the scurvy 
or other diseases have not wanted physick and chirurgery [surgery?]. They have not been sold for slaves to perpetuall servitude, 
but for 6 or 7 or 8 yeares, as we do our owne.” 

And it appears that John struck it lucky with his owner. It is thought that he may have been purchased by 
Nicholas Lissen, a fellow Scotsman who owned or was part owner of at least one sawmill near Exeter, New 
Hampshire. As a fellow Scotsman, Nicholas may have given John a bit more leeway with his indenture, especially 
since less than four years after landing in New England, John had married Nicholas’s daughter, Hannah. They 
were to have three children together before Hannah’s death. John then married his second wife, Margaret with 
whom he had nine more children. 

The book The Life and Family of John Bean of Exeter says that according to family tradition, John had dark brown 
hair, a light complexion, prominent eyebrows, deep-set eyes, and a large nose. It goes on to say that “He walked 
down the streets of Exeter with the step of a soldier, not looking to one side or the other, and going about his business as if he 
didn’t want to waste even a fraction of a minute.” Whether any of this is true is unknown. He does seem to have been 
an industrious person who helped his father-in-law with the sawmill, bought and sold real estate, farmed, tanned 
leather, and made boots and moccasins. The Life and Family of John Bean of Exeter characterizes him as someone who 
“found excitement and fulfillment in hard work, not necessarily any certain kind of work, but any work.” 

John was one of the lucky ones who survived the Battle of Worcester and the horrible conditions of the pris- 
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oners after the battle, prospering in the New World.”

Notes for Thomas Breck 

The story of Thomas’s childhood has yet to be discovered. What is known is that he had a brother named 
John and a sister named Elinor. Thomas married Mary Hill in 1657 in Dorchester, Massachusetts. By 1658, the 
young couple moved to an area outside of Medfield, Massachusetts called Boggestow which later became the 
town of Sherborn, Massachusetts. Thomas’s brother-in-law John Hill also moved there. In 1662 Thomas was one 
of the fourteen Boggestow men who signed a petition asking to form a new town because to travel to the church 
in Medfield was quite a distance (between five and six miles) and involved a dangerous river crossing. Nothing 
seems to have come of that petition, and in 1674 they filed another one. This time they were given permission 
and the town of Sherborn was formed. 

Thomas’s house was in an isolated area, so he and some other neighbors built a stone garrison house where 
they could flee to if they were attacked by Indians. The building was described as: “65 or 70 feet long, two stories 
high, all of faced stone, brought over ice from a quarry one mile distant at the N.W., and laid, in a workmanlike manner, in 
clay mortar. It had a double row of port holes on all sides, lined with white oak plank, and flaring inward, so as to require no 
one to expose himself before them, while the besieged, by taking cross aims, could direct their fire to every point of the compass. 
This fortress was lighted and entered at the S. end, overlooking the pond, where the bank was so low that assailants from that 
quarter, in levelling at the high windows, would only lodge bullets in a plank chamber floor, or among the furniture of the gar- 
ret. The upper story was appropriated to the women and children, and had a room partitioned off for the sick.” When King 
Philip’s War broke out, the families in the neighborhood were grateful for its protection. 

What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually de- 
teriorated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Meta- 
com, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder 
of a Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that 
King Phillip was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The 
colonists captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they 
would have any other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. 
And here was where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the 
three murderers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King 
Philip did not. He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675

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attacked the town of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some hous- 
es, killing some cattle, and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the 
whites were killed. Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon 
after the scenes of fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

Thomas’s family was right in the middle of some of the fighting. On February 20th, 1676, the town of Med- 
field was attacked, 14 people were killed and many houses were burned. After the attack, the Indians went on to 
Sherborn, and on the 21st, the stone garrison was attacked. The colonists shot at the Indians through the port 
holes, keeping them at bay, so the Indians tried rolling a cart of burning flax down the hill toward it, but the cart 
hit a stone and never reached the garrison. The Indians gave up soon after that, but returned two months later, 
and this time the colonists mounted so fierce an attack that the Indians never came back.

Notes for Samuel Daniel 

Samuel married Mary Beckwith in Watertown, Massachusetts, and their first three children were born there. 
Sadly, their son Samuel died when he was a little over a year old. They then moved to Medfield, Massachusetts 
where they had three more children. 

Later in life, when Samuel was in his fifties or sixties, war broke out between France and the League of Augs- 
burg, which England belonged to. Unfortunately, the French in Quebec decided to use this as an excuse to attack 
New England, and they proceeded to destroy a number of towns, killing and imprisoning their inhabitants. In 
1690 the New Englanders decided to retaliate, and Sir William Phips led an expedition to Quebec, capturing Port 
Royal in Acadia. After his victory, he returned to New England and prepared for a larger expedition to capture 
the city of Quebec. Phips was able to recruit about thirty-two ships and twenty-three hundred men; one of whom 
was Samuel Daniel who served under a man named Captain Andrew Gardner. 

The expedition’s departure was delayed while they waited in vain for supplies to arrive from England. These 
supplies included some much-needed ammunition, the lack of which is considered one of the reasons the expedi- 
tion failed. The delay also gave the French more time to prepare for an attack. 

The expedition finally arrived at their destination on October 16th. After some mismanaged attacks and con- 
stant bombardment by the French, Phips was ready to give up. On October 23rd and 24th they came to an 
agreement with the French on prisoner exchanges, and the ships set sail for home. By the time they reached Bos- 
ton more than one thousand men had died, mostly from smallpox and shipwrecks. All but one of Captain Gard- 
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ner’s men died, including Samuel." ~”" *”

Notes for Dennis Darling 

The story of Dennis’s childhood and who his parents were has yet to be discovered. He was married in 
Braintree, Massachusetts to Hannah Francis in 1663. Six of his children were born in Braintree before the family 
moved to Mendon, Massachusetts sometime between 1677 and 1680. 

In 1695, Dennis was chosen to be a fence viewer. A fence viewer would “monitor all fences in the community in 
regards to both height and condition. Fines would be levied if the standards were not maintained.” In 1702, he was chosen to 
be a tithing man. A tithing man was responsible not only for collecting money mandated for the church, he was 
also responsible for making sure no one traveled on the Sabbath (unless it was to go to and from church or for 
charity), and he was responsible for making sure that no one fell asleep or was rowdy in church. Sometimes tith- 
ing men were given long sticks used to hit or poke sleeping or rowdy church members. Some of the sticks had 
brushes or fur on the end to use on sleeping women (instead of hitting them). Considering that the early sermons 
could be hours long, the tithing man must have been kept pretty busy! 

Dennis and Hannah had four more children in Mendon, giving them a total of ten children. Sadly, at least two 
of these children died before their parents. In 1713, Dennis and Hannah deeded half of the land they were living 
on to their son Daniel in exchange for caring for them in their old age. He was to receive the other half after their 
deaths. Dennis explained the reason for this in the deed as he had “Grown in to old age & being thereby under Such 
weakening and Enfeabled Circumstances as render Me Incapable to Manage the Estate God hath bestowed on 
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me.” Dennis died about five years later.

Notes for John Warfield 

Nothing has yet been discovered about John Warfield’s childhood. He was living in Medfield, Massachusetts 
by 1653 and there he married all three of his wives. His first wife died a few weeks after their daughter, Eliza- 
beth, was born. He married his second wife, Peregrina, five months later. This marriage only lasted about a year 
and a half before Peregrina died. Eight months after her death, he married his third and final wife, Hannah Ran- 
dall. 

John moved his family from Medfield to Mendon, Massachusetts in 1683. There he became a deacon of the 
church. Deacons were “responsible for the temporal, not the spiritual needs of the church.” This meant he did things such 
as keeping track of the offerings and maintaining the meeting house or church building. He also became a select- 
man in 1690. It was the job of the selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, 
into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy 
and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.” 

In 1701, John became the first schoolmaster in Mendon. The school met for a half-year, and John was paid £5

Notes for Edward Linsford 

Edward’s early history has not yet been discovered. He was living in Braintree, Massachusetts in 1669 when 
his son Edward was born there. He and his wife, Hannah, had been married in Braintree in 1667. Their son Sam- 
uel was born in Braintree in July 1676, in the middle of King Philips War. 

What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually de- 
teriorated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Meta- 
com, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder 
of a Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that 
King Phillip was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The 
colonists captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they 
would have any other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. 
And here was where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the 
three murderers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King 
Philip did not. He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 
attacked the town of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some hous- 
es, killing some cattle, and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the 
whites were killed. Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon 
after the scenes of fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

Edward was a soldier in this war. In March 1676, he was stationed at Punckapauge, a fort built by Indians 
who were helping the colonists: “Whereas the Punckepauge Indians haue prepared & neere finished a good & deffencible 
fort, & the scittuation of that place being accomoda for the scouring & securing of the southern passages & inletts vpon our plan- 
tations, it is ordered & enacted, that, for the better improovement of the Indians & fort aforesajd, the major of Suffolke shall 
forthwith appoint out of the touns of Dorchester, Milton, & Braintry sixteen or twenty souldjers, well armed, to reside at 
Punckepauge, vnder the comand of a meete person, we souldjers, together w" the Indians of that place, vse all diligence by 
scouting and rannging in the woods betweene Weymouth & Naticke, to prevent or give intelligence of the approach of the enemy 
or any strange Indians, and to attend all such instructions & orders as they shall, from time to time, receave from this Court or 
the council in the pursuance of the ends aforesajd.” Edward was one of the “sixteen or twenty souldjers” chosen to help 
the Indians at this fort.

Notes for Daniel Shedd 


Finchingfield, England where Daniel Shedd was baptized in 1620.* 
He was the only son of Daniel and Sarah Shedd. His mother died 
when he was 17 years old, and a few years after her death Daniel 
made the decision to immigrate to the New World—an interest- 
ing choice for an only son whose father was still alive. He most 
likely emigrated before February 1642 when he was not on a list 
of all the adult males in Finchingfield. 

Daniel first settled in Braintree, Massachusetts, where he was 
living by 1645. He is thought to have been a tenant farmer on a 
stretch of land then known as “Shedd’s Neck” which extended 
into Massachusetts Bay. It is now the area known as “German- 
town” in Quincy, Massachusetts. 

It is unknown when Daniel married his first wife. They had 
seven children together in Braintree. She died sometime after her

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youngest child was born in October 1658. By August 1660, Daniel had married his second wife and had moved 
his family to Billerica, Massachusetts. 

Like many (most?) colonial men, Daniel was a member of the local militia. He eventually attained the rank of 
Corporal. Each town had their own militia to help defend the town from Indian or later, French, attacks. These 
attacks were to have a tragic effect on the Shedd family. In August 1692, during one of the French-Indian wars 
(King William’s War), some Indian allies of the French attacked Billerica, killing two of Daniel’s grandchildren 
and the wife of his son Zechariah. And in August 1695, they attacked Billerica again, “They entered the house of John 
Rogers [the husband of Daniel’s daughter Mary who was deceased at the time] . . . about noon, and while from the 
fatigues of the day he was enjoying repose upon his bed, they discharged one of their arrows, which entered his neck and pierced 
the jugular vein. Awakened with this sudden and unexpected attack, he started up, seized the arrow, which he forcibly with- 
drew, and expired with the instrument of death in his hand. A woman [his second wife] being in the chamber threw herself out 
of the window and, though severely wounded, effected her escape by concealing herself among some flags. A young woman was 
scalped and left for dead, but survived the painful operation and lived for many years afterwards. A son and daughter of Mr. 
Rogers were taken prisoners.” On the same day, the Indians killed another of Daniel’s son-in-laws—the husband of 
his deceased daughter Hannah. In a space of about three years, Daniel had two son-in-laws; a daughter-in-law; and 
two grandchildren killed by Indians; one grandchild scalped; and two captured by Indians, possibly never to be 
seen again by their families." 

In 1694, Daniel and his wife decided that they could no longer run their farm. They came to an agreement 
with their son Nathan that, after paying two of his brothers a sum of money, Nathan would care for Daniel and 


Elizabeth for the rest of their lives, and he would inherit the “house, barn, orchards, home lott about twenty three 





acres, with all the Cultures, Monurements, Husbandry, ffences upon or around the Sd House & Lands. Also all his medow Land 
& upland lying elsewhere in Billerica Towne. . . . Also his Two oxen Cart and wheels, plow and Chaine horse Traise with all the 
utenssills of husbandry thereunto belonging that are now to be found of his own either in house or ffield.”

Notes for Jerathmuel Bowers 

Jerathmuel was the only child of George Bowers and his second wife, Elizabeth Worthington. Sadly, Jerath- 
muel lost his father when he was only six years old, and this changed his life forever. His mother married a man 
named Henry Bowtell less than a year later. She most likely regretted this decision as it turned out that Henry was 
a wife beater.” It is unknown how much of this six-year-old Jerathmuel was exposed to, but it appears that Henry 
and Jerathmuel were not close, as upon Henry’s death he left his estate to a friend, allowing his wife to use the 
house during her lifetime and made no mention of Jerathmuel. It is unclear where Jerathmuel lived while he was 
growing up. He was living in Cambridge, Massachusetts when he was twenty-one years old, but he later moved 
to Chelmsford, Massachusetts where Henry and his mother were still living. A few years later, Henry and Je- 
rathmuel’s mother moved to Cambridge, and Jerathmuel remained in Chelmsford where he raised a family of 
seven children with his wife, Elizabeth. Their exact marriage date is unknown, but it was probably around 1671 
as that was when they were brought to court for fornication before marriage. They were married at the time, so 
Elizabeth was most likely pregnant before their marriage. 

In the 1680s, Jerathmuel owned some sort of tavern and must have been a respected member of the commu- 
nity as in 1697, 1698, 1704, and 1706 he was chosen as a representative to the General Court, the legislative 
branch of government at the time. At some point he was also a selectman. It was the job of the selectmen “to dis- 
charge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make 
lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of theme- 
selves to do what the town had power for to do.” However this job appeared to have caused him a bit of trouble as in 
1691, “Jerathmeel Bowers one of the Selectmen of Chelmsford refusing to give Bond for his Appearance at the County Court . . . 
to Answer his neglect in not making the last Public Assessment was sent to Prison. And upon his submission the next day was 
discharged.” 

Jerathmuel and his family were living in Chelmsford when King Philip’s War struck. What had started as a 
friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually deteriorated through the years 
until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Metacom, was leader of the Wam- 
panoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder of a Christian Indian who had 
been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that King Phillip was planning to 
start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The colonists captured three Indian 
men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they would have any other people who 
they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. And here was where the two cul- 
tures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the three murderers after a trial,

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which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King Philip did not. He felt that the 
trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 attacked the town of Swansea. 
According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some houses, killing some cattle, and menac- 
ing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the whites were killed. Brookfield, Men- 
don, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon after the scenes of fire, slaughter, 
captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

Chelmsford was not spared from the slaughter and destruction, although it was not hit as hard as some of the 
other towns. One day in February 1676, “about 11 of ye clock some house seemed on fire, belonging to or [our] Towne, 
wherevpon, some Scouts sent out, & a company of Capt Reynolds & others Marching out after them, the horsemen came up to 
about the place where Joseph Parkr was formerly shot [he’d been shot by Indians about 10 days earlier] & found three 
dwelling houses burnt nigh downe to the ground, & where Indians had been, Att other houses in that parte of the Towne, ye 
houses deserted by the Inhabitants, & come into the body of or [our] towne. [the inhabitants were most likely sheltering in 
one of the town’s garrison houses].” This was a terrifying time for the colonists, Jerathmuel and his family includ- 
ed. 

A few weeks before this incident, Jerathmuel had been paid “for guarding the Wamesit Indians.” In September 
1675, an order had gone out to “procure some English man or men to bee with ym or at least, to visit ym [the Indians at 
Wamesit, Nashubah & Marlborough] once a day to be as guardians for securing the english and indians, that neither the 
one or other may bee piudiced or injured, & the council are willing to allow such person or psons a meet compensation for their 
seruice in yt Imploy.” It appears that Jerathmuel may have been chosen as a guardian for the Wamesit Indians. 
Whatever his role was, he appeared to have a good relationship with them, since in 1681 the leader of the tribe 
along with some other Wamesits sold six acres of land to Jerathmuel and mentions that part of the reason they 
were selling it to him was “for much former kindness” shown by him to the tribe. 

Like most able-bodied men at the time, Jerathmuel was a member of the local militia, so he most likely 
helped protect the town during King Philip’s War and the French-Indian wars that followed. He eventually 
reached the rank of Captain. In October 1702, Chief Justice Samuel Sewall mentioned him in his journal: “Went to 
Chelmsford, by that time got there twas almost dark. Saw Capt Bowers and his Company; Gave a Volley and Huzza’s. [They 
shot off their guns and cheered. ]” 

Jerathmuel’s beloved wife died in 1721. At some point after that, he moved to Groton, Massachusetts. In 
March 1724, he wrote his will, saying he was “weak of Body & full of pain but of a perfect mind and a memory &

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Notes for Walter Powers 

How Walter spent his younger years has yet to be discovered. What is known is that he married Tryal Shep- 
ard in March 1661, and the following month the young couple was brought to court for fornication before mar- 
riage—presumably they were caught because she was obviously pregnant. For this “the Court sentenceth him to be 
openly whipped with 15 stripes by the constable of Cambridge & to pay a fine of fifty shillings for his wife or else she to be 
whipped also.” His father-in-law, Ralph Shepard, paid the fine for Tryal. 

Early in 1666 Walter again ran afoul of the law when he was accused along with two other men of stealing 
from a man who was drunk. The records are a bit difficult to decipher, but it appears that he was sent to prison 
for this, although it is unclear whether he was in prison to await trial or because he’d been found guilty. In April 
of 1666, his wife pleaded with the court to temporarily let him out of prison so that he could plant and harvest 
their crops, and it appears that they granted her request. 

After that, Walter seems to have settled down. He and Tryal eventually had nine children together. In 1704, 
they were living in Nashoba which was later called Littleton, Massachusetts. At that time they deeded their house 
and the thirty-five acres it was on along with another 30 acres to their son Walter on the condition that Walter 
and his heirs commit to “to Keep and maintain myself and Tryall my Wife aforesaid all the time of Each of our natural life 
with good whole Some food and both meat and Drink and good warm apparel suitable for both winter and Summer & as also 
Convenient Bedding & Lodging and in time of sickness or other bodily infirmities, to afford us and either of us with y" help of 
suitable Doctors according as the case may require as also shall yearly (if orchards beare fruit) to lay in for me into the Cellar 
Two Barrels of good Cyder to be at my own free disposal unto my friends or to Such as I shall See occasion to bestow it upon, 
further shall allow me an horse to ride to meeting & to See my friends when I shall see occasion at convenient according to true 
and honest meaning; Further shall not remove me to any other place to keep Except any Extraordinary occasion by Reason of the 
Enemy and dangers, or that I Do give my consent in such removal, and further shall afford unto myself and wife at Death each 
of us a decent buriall in Such place as Providence doth permit.” 

Presumably after the deed was signed Walter and Tryal lived with their son until their deaths. Walter died 
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about three years later.

Notes for John York 

John was the oldest son of Richard and Elizabeth York, and as such inherited the family home in Dover, New 
Hampshire in an area that was later to become Durham, New Hampshire. In June 1676, he sold the family home, 
which was eventually to be prove a fatal decision. It is unclear whether he had already moved to Maine when he 
sold the home, or if he sold it before he moved, but either way, he was living in North Yarmouth, Maine during 
King Philip’s War. 

What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually de- 
teriorated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Meta- 
com, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder 
of a Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that 
King Phillip was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The 
colonists captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they 
would have any other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. 
And here was where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the 
three murderers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King 
Philip did not. He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 
attacked the town of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some hous- 
es, killing some cattle, and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the 
whites were killed. Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon 
after the scenes of fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” 

At this time, Maine was a part of Massachusetts, and it was not spared during the war. It got so bad in the area 
that John lived in that he and his family retreated to York, Maine for safety and did not return to North Yarmouth 
until around 1683. Things went well for a while, and John must have been a respected member of the communi- 
ty as he was a trustee for the town in 1684 and also a selectman. It was the job of a selectman “to discharge the busi- 
ness of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to 
impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what 
the town had power for to do.” 

However, the French-Indian War called King William’s War was about to start, and it was to prove a disaster 
for most of Maine and tragic for the York family. In May of 1690, John and his family had fled to Fort Loyall for 
protection when an army of 400-500 Indian and French fighters laid siege to the fort. At least 200 people had tak- 
en shelter in the fort with only about 70 of them being men of fighting age. The people in the fort didn’t stand a 
chance. The siege started on May 16th with the burning of the surrounding town, and on the 17th the enemy 
started a digging operation that would eventually get them under the walls of the fort. They were also later able 
to ram a burning cart up against the wooden walls of the fort. When the people inside realized that the walls 
would soon be breached, they raised a white flag. According to Captain Davis, commander of the fort, “We then 
demanded if there were any French among them, and if they would give us quarter? The response came back from the leader in 


command that there were Frenchmen, and would give us good quarter. Upon that we sent out to them again to know from 
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whence they came, and if they would give us good quarter, both for our men, women and children, both wounded and sound, 
and that we should have liberty to march to the next English town, and have a guard for our defence and safety unto the next 
English town, — then we would surrender, — and also that the Governor of the French should hold up his hand and swear by 
the great and everlasting God, that the several articles should be performed. All of which he did solemnly swear to perform, but 
as soon as they had us in their custody, they broke their articles, suffered our women and children and our men to be made cap- 
tives in the hands of the heathen; to be cruelly murdered and destroyed, many of them, especially the wounded men; only the 
French kept myself and 3 or 4 more, and carried us over land to Canada.” 

The French commander’s treachery in turning the captives over to the Indians resulted in a massacre. “At least 
two hundred persons, men, women and children surrendered. Not more than ten or twelve of them had their lives spared.” 

It is thought that John’s two oldest sons died either in the fighting or in the massacre that followed. It is un- 
known how his wife, daughter, and youngest son survived. John himself was captured when the fort fell, and later 
was killed by the Indians when he became too weak to be of any use. A fellow captive, Hannah Swarton, wrote of 
his death: “Though many English were taken, and I was brought to some of ‘em at times, while were were about Casco bay and 
Kennebec river, yet at Norridgeworck we were separated, and no English were in our company, but one John York and myself, 
who were both almost starv’d for want; and yet told that if we could not hold up to travel with them, they would kill us. And 
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accordingly John York, growing weak by his wants, they killed him.

Notes for Abraham Martin 

It appears from the inventory of his estate that Abraham was a blacksmith and a farmer. Among other things, 
it included a small bellows and smith tools along with oxen, cows, and sheep. 

Abraham and his family lived in the area of Ipswich called Chebacco which would later become Essex, Massa- 
chusetts. In 1676, the residents of Chebacco decided that they were tired of the great distance they had to travel 
to the meeting house, so they found a minister for their end of town, Mr. Jeremiah Shepard. However, the mem- 
bers of the old parish did not like this, so the town was in turmoil. In 1679, Abraham, his wife, and some other 
residents of Chebacco decided to go ahead and build their own meeting house (church) without getting permis- 
sion to do so. For this they were brought to court, where they were eventually given permission to finish the 
building.

Notes for John Knowlton 
John Knowlton was a shoemaker who was living with his wife, Deborah, in Ipswich, Massachusetts in 1658 
when their son Nathaniel was born. In 1669, they were living in Wenham, Massachusetts, but had plans to move 
to York, Maine. The town needed a shoemaker, so John was granted some land there and started building a 
house. However, life threw John some challenges, and he started losing his sight. He could no longer work as a 
shoemaker, so in 1675, he wrote a letter to his friends in York, telling them that since he could no longer work in 
his trade, he would have to give up the home in York. He had moved back to Ipswich by this time. Because he 


could no longer work, John sank deeper and deeper into debt until his death in 16s Se ae ee

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en children together before John’s death in 1684. John had started losing his sight by 1675 and could no longer do 
his work as a shoemaker. The family started falling into debt, so after John died, some friends of the family peti- 
tioned the court saying that “In the behalf of A friend of ours being by gods prouidence left in A condition of widowhood and 
lyable to great suferings . . . the party is the widdow of John knoulton of Ipswich latly disceased who as we perceiue was very low 
in estate: & creditors will be forward to seek for their owne: there being nothing that we know of that she can take to by way of 
Dowry: a little corn there is which she procured the gathering of & laying up sinc his discease out of which she did expect some 
present supply but lyabl to disappointment: our humble request therefore is that this honored court will be pleased to order some- 
thing both in respect of food & also of raiment for the relief of the widow & the fatherless [fatherless children] that they may 
not be exposed to unsoperabl suferings especialy at so sad a sessen of the year as this.” 

So Deborah had been left a poor widow with children to support. The common solution for a widow in this 
situation at the time was to find a second husband. It is likely that the Deborah Knowlton who married John Blake

Notes for Joseph Goodhue 
Joseph’s father, William Goodhue, was one of the more prosperous members of the Ipswich, Massachusetts 
community, and Joseph grew up knowing that his father would give him a good start in life. However, it was ac- 
tually his grandfather Watson who made sure that Joseph would have that start. In August 1646, when William 
was still renting his house, his Watson father-in-law paid for the family’s home and asked that it be deeded to his 
daughter Marjery (William’s wife and Joseph’s mother) after William’s death, and that it would go to Joseph af-

They may have had more children. 

“ The History and Genealogy of the Goodhue Family in England and America says that he was born in 1687 and was the son of Rachel ( ) 
Tod. The History and Genealogy of “Elder” John Whipple of Ipswich, Massachusetts says that he was born about 1668 and was the son of Sarah 
Whipple. I could not find a birth record to support either claim. The John Whipple book says that Joseph was 100 when he died and 
seems to have calculated the 1668 birth year from that, but the published version of his death record does not say that he was 100 when 
he died, and I have not been able to find a gravestone that says it. Neither book says that he was the Joseph Goodhue born in 1662. That 
Joseph Goodhue was alive when his mother wrote her farewell letter in July 1681, and she called him “her first,” presumably meaning 
her “first born,” which would indicate the 1662 Joseph. In her letter she wrote a short poem that mentioned four of her children. Her 
verse about Joseph was: “My first, as thy name is Joseph, Labour so in knowledge to increase, As to be free from the guilt of thy sins, And enjoy eternal 
Peace.” Because she was writing a farewell to her family, and since she is giving him life instructions, I am assuming that he was alive 
when she wrote this, although there could be a weaker argument saying that since she mentioned “eternal peace” that he had already 
died, but it doesn’t read like that to me. Since he appears to have been alive when she wrote this, and since it was written a few days 
before she died, it is unlikely that she had a second son named Joseph. This means that the son Joseph mentioned in his father’s probate 
papers was probably the son of Rachel ( ) Tod and was probably born after the first Joseph died, since William received the eldest 
son’s share in their father’s probate. Because of this, I am using the birth information from the Goodhue book instead of the information 


from the Whipple book. However, this probably should be looked into further. 
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ter Marjery’s death. He also gave William some money to purchase land to enlarge the property. So Joseph knew 
from a young age that he would inherit a house and land. 

Joseph married his first wife, Sarah, in Ipswich in 1661 and had at least nine children with her. During her last 
pregnancy, Sarah had a premonition that she would not survive the birth, and wrote a lengthy farewell letter to 
her family. It appears that she did not tell her husband about this premonition or the letter, leaving it for him to 
find after her death." She mentions Joseph a number of times in the letter, saying that “a tender hearted, affectionate, 
and entire loving husband though hast been to me several ways,” going on to say that “this twenty years experience of thy love 
to me in this kind, hath so instamped it upon my mind, that I do not think that there never was man more truly kind to a wom- 
an. I desire forever to bless and praise the Lord, that in mercy to my soul, he by his providence ordered that I should live with 
thee in such a relation.” In another part of the letter, she describes Joseph’s relationship with their children: “Your 
Father hath been loving, kind, tender-hearted towards you all, both for our temporal and spiritual good. You that are grown up 
cannot but see how careful your father is when he cometh home from his work to take the young ones up into his wearied arms, 
by his loving carriage and care towards those you may behold as in a glass his tender care and love to you every one as you grew 
up. I can safely say that his love was so to you all, that I cannot say which is the child that he doth love the best.” 

Sadly, Sarah’s premonition came true, and she died in childbirth three days after delivering twins in July 
1681. Unlike many colonial fathers who found themselves widowers with a large family, Joseph did not immedi- 
ately find a second wife. He didn’t marry again until over three years after Sarah’s death. His second wife was a 
widow with at least one daughter who came to live with Joseph’s family. They had three children together before 
she died, leaving Jacob a widower yet again. He married his third wife sometime before April 1696 when their 
only child was born. 

Besides being a loving husband and father and the provider for his family, Joseph was also an active member 
of his community. His first wife’s letter mentions his piety, which also much have impressed his fellow church 
goers as he was a deacon of the church. Deacons were “responsible for the temporal, not the spiritual needs of the 
church.” This meant he did things such as keeping track of the offerings and maintaining the meeting house or 
church building. 

And outside of the church, Joseph held other offices. He was a representative to the General Court in 1673. 
The General Court was the legislative body of government at the time. In 1697, the year he died, Joseph was a 
selectman. Selectmen were responsible for making sure that what was voted on in the town meetings was fol-

Notes for Sarah Whipple 

Sarah was the youngest of the eleven children of John and Susanna Whipple. Growing up, she must have 
heard the stories of her six siblings who died young. She also had a sister who died in her twenties, so death was 
not a stranger to Sarah. Many women died from childbirth at the time, and Sarah was fortunate to survive the 
birth of eight of her children. However, during her final pregnancy, she had a premonition of her death. Sarah did 
not want to worry her husband with it, in case she was wrong, but she decided to write her family and friends a 
farewell letter which was so moving that it has been passed down through the ages.” Her premonition was cor- 
rect, and she died three days after giving birth to twins, one of whom did not survive. After her death, her hus- 
band found the letter she had written. The letter starts, “DEAR and loving Husband, if it should please the Lord to make

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a sudden change in thy family, the which I know not how soon it may be, and I am fearful of it.” She goes on to talk about 
people who can help him care for their children after her death, and mentions the great love she has for her chil- 
dren and her husband. She also has a message for her “Honoured and most loving father and mother,” which would be 
her husband’s father and stepmother as both her parents had died by then. She ends the letter by saying, “O dear 
husband of all my dearest bosom friends, if by sudden death I must part from thee, let not thy trouble and cares that are on thee 
make thee to turn aside from the right way. 
“O dear heart, if I must leave thee and thine here behind, 
Of my natural affection here is my heart and hand. 
“Be courageous, and on the living God bear up thy heart in so great a breach as this.”

Notes for William Locke 

William’s father was a mariner who may have been out to sea much of the time, and his mother died when he 
was only two years old. It is unknown at this time when his father died, but it seems that William was sent to live 
with Nicholas Davis who may have been some sort of relative. This could have been either because William’s fa- 
ther had also died, leaving William an orphan, or his father was out to sea and couldn’t take care of him. Which- 
ever the case, William was six years old and living with the Davis family when they emigrated to New England on 
the Planter in 1635. The family first settled in Charlestown, Massachusetts, moving to Woburn, Massachusetts by 
1655. 

Not much is known about William’s early years in New England, but at some point he learned the carpentry 
trade, and he could possibly read and write as he could sign his name. He became a farmer and carpenter in Wo- 
burn and married Mary Clarke there in 1655. William and Mary had nine children together, all born in Woburn. 
William became a substantial landowner and later passed his lands on to his sons. 

According to the Book of the Lockes, “In his younger days he [William] was unwilling to give his assent to the then 
prevalent notions that church membership was essential to the proper and correct performance of man’s civil duties; and that 
the right of having a voice in the election of the rulers of the State must be preceded by the rights of church fellowship. In this 
notion he was not alone;—and he with some of his neighbors were charged with claiming a right of voting for Governor; and 
for which he and his neighbor William Simonds were summoned before the Court, and were fined.” It appears from this 
statement that William did not belong to the Congregational church at the time, which was a requirement for 
voting for the governor. He later did join the church, becoming a respected member and deacon. Deacons were 
“responsible for the temporal, not the spiritual needs of the church.” This meant he did things such as keeping track of the 
offerings and maintaining the meeting house or church building. 

Besides being active in the church, William was also active in the community. In 1675, 1676, and 1678, he 
was chosen to be a fence viewer. Fence viewers would “monitor all fences in the community in regards to both height 
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and condition. Fines would be levied if the standards were not maintained.” In 1677 and 1701, he was chosen Constable. 
New England constables were appointed to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the law. They “enforced 
the orders of Colonial and County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” Besides these offices, William was chosen 
to be a selectman in 1686 and 1696. It was the job of a selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or 
refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of 
orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.” 
William died in 1720 in Woburn. His “loving and well-beloved” wife had died five years before him after fifty-

Notes for Richard Cutter 
Richard was born in England and apprenticed to a cooper (barrel-maker). In the 1800s, the “small oaken 
chest” which he kept his clothes in while he was an apprentice still existed, and a drawing was made of it, shown 
below.*

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According to Richard’s statement of faith (found in Appendix 3 of this book) when he was young, he “had 
much opposition of heart against my parents and those that were over me.” This could be an indication that he did not 
have an easy apprenticeship. Richard’s father died, and Richard emigrated with his mother and siblings to New 
England where he settled in Cambridge, Massachusetts. Richard had seven children with his first wife, Elizabeth, 
who died in March 1662. The following year, he married the widow Frances (Perriman) Amsden, who had two 
children with her first husband, Isaac Amsden. Richard and Francis went on to have seven more children. 

In 1643, Richard became a member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. This was a company 
that served as a military school to train its members to be officers of the various town companies. 

Richard was fined twice for the “felling of wood and timber on the common without liberty,” but he must have re- 
deemed himself as he was later one of the men put in charge of keeping people from “cutting down any green oak or 


walnut or lopping any tree upon the common without liberty from the selectman.”

Notes for Robert Burnap 

Robert Burnap immigrated to New England with his family when he was a young boy. His father was a 
farmer, as was his grandfather, so he most likely learned farming at a young age. His parents finally settled in 
Reading, MA, and Robert continued living there the rest of his life. 

Robert married a woman named Ann and had five children with her. Ann died in 1661 just a few days after 
giving birth to their daughter Mary. It is likely that Robert found a wet-nurse for his new daughter, as it would 
have been very difficult for her to survive otherwise. Robert was left with a farm to run and five children under 
the age of eight. It is no wonder that he married again a little less than a year after Ann died. He and his second 
wife, Sarah, had eight children together. 

Robert must have been a respected man of the community as he was given a number of responsible jobs in 
Reading. At one point he was the keeper of the pound (jail) and was “to have 2d. for every head he turns the key up- 
on.” “ He was also the Sealer of Weights and Measures, the person responsible for making sure that the devices 
aa to measure goods were accurate. And, like his father, Robert was a town selectman for a number of years. 
The selectmen were responsible for the day to day running of the town. Robert died in 1695 in Reading, MA, the 


town he had lived in for most of his life.4°°° #7 #%

Notes for Thomas Newhall 
Thomas and his wife Rebecca were living in Thomas’s hometown of Lynn, Massachusetts early in their mar- 
riage. By 1681, they had moved to Malden, Massachusetts. Thomas was a weaver and a farmer. He must have 
been a respected member of his community as they chose him to be a selectman for the town from 1700—1702 
and in 1712. Selectmen were responsible for making sure that what was voted on in the town meetings was fol- 
lowed through on, and they were given specific administrative powers that varied in each town.

Notes for Philip Watson Challis 


Philip was probably between 11 and 13 years old when his father died. What happened to him in the years 
after his father’s death has not yet been discovered. He eventually immigrated to New England and was living in 
Ipswich, Massachusetts by 1637. By 1645, he was living in Salisbury, Massachusetts. At some point he later 
moved to Amesbury, Massachusetts. Philip was allotted land in Amesbury “in 1654, 1658, 1659, and later,” alt- 
hough he still attended church in Salisbury and was a lieutenant of the Salisbury militia until 1680 when he be- 
came a lieutenant of the Amesbury militia. 

Phillip was a selectman from 1646—1680. It was the job of a selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in 
taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the 
breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power 
for to do.” In 1662 Philip was also chosen to be a representative the General Court, the colonial legislature at the 
time. These appointments show that Philip was a respected member of the community. 

However, Philip did run into trouble when he signed a petition in support of a man named Robert Pike. Lieu- 
tenant Pike had been punished for speaking his mind about a recent ruling by the courts that “restrained unfit people 
from preaching the gospel.” It seems that certain towns, when they did not have a minister present, were allowing 
laymen to preach in their place. The authorities did not like this practice and passed an act to stop it. When Lieu- 
tenant Pike spoke up against the act he was heavily fined for slandering the court. 

Freedom of speech was not looked upon in those days in quite the same way it is now. A number of people 
signed petitions in support of Lieutenant Pike, Philip among them. This brought Philip to the attention of the 
court. Commissioners were appointed to visit the petitioners and "require a reason of their unjust request, and how 
they came to be induced to sign the said petition." By this time a number of people had apologized for signing the peti- 
tion, but Philip was not one of them. In 1654 he, along with others, were “required to give bonds and ‘answers for 
their offense before the County Courts.’” 
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Philip died in Amesbury.

Notes for Thomas Fowler 

While living in London, Thomas Fowler became indentured to a man named John Cogswell, Junior for seven 
years, probably around early 1653 when he was about seventeen years old.* An indentured servant was a step up 
from being a slave in that there was an end to the servitude set out in a contract. During the time under contract, 
John Cogswell would have complete control of Thomas’s life with Thomas having almost no say in what hap- 
pened to him. John Cogswell, Junior had left the New World for London for business around 1652. While in 
England, he acquired at least three indentured servants, Thomas being one of them. He took them to the New 
World with him in 1653, one on the same ship with him, with Thomas and another boy servant probably sailing 
on another ship that was traveling at the same time. At some point during the voyage, John Cogswell died, leav- 
ing Thomas and the other servants master less. However, when they arrived in New England, Thomas’s contract 
was transferred to John’s father, John Cogswell, Senior of Ipswich, Massachusetts for seven years. Thomas proba- 
bly had no say in this transfer, and it seems that Thomas wasn’t completely happy with his new master as he later 
deposed that he was “forced to live with” him. In 1656, “John Cogswell and Phillip Fowlar consent to an assignment by said 
John of his servant, Thomas Fowlar, to his uncle Phillip Fowlar,” so it appears that Thomas did not spend his whole in- 
denture with John Cogswell, Senior, and that he had an uncle in the New World. Thomas also deposed that he 
was able to end his contract early by paying Mr. Cogswell “15 or 16 pounds.” 

Thomas’s uncle Phillip also lived in Ipswich, and it was there that Thomas married his wife in 1660. At some 
point the young couple moved to Amesbury, Massachusetts. Thomas must have been a respected member of the 
community as in 1692 he was chosen to represent the town at the General Court, which was the legislative 
branch of the colony at the time. He died in Amesbury in Way Raoacaaaeaas

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Notes for Daniel Merrill 

Daniel was a carpenter and farmer who knew the value of owning his own land. Throughout the years he pur- 
chased land in his hometown of Newbury, Massachusetts plus land in Salisbury, Massachusetts and Haverhill, 
Massachusetts. When he died, he passed his land on to his four sons. He had a total of seven children with his first 
wife, Sarah Clough, whom he married when he was 24. They’d been married 38 years when she died in 1706. 
Two years later, he married his second wife, the widow Sarah Page. 

Besides being a carpenter and a farmer, Daniel was a sergeant in the local militia, and he was appointed fence- 
viewer in 1677. A fence viewer would “monitor all fences in the community in regards to both height and condition. Fines 
would be levied if the standards were not maintained.” Daniel was also chosen to be the waywarden in 1689. It was the 
job of a waywarden to supervise the care of the roads in a town. 

The year before this appointment, Newbury did a tax audit of property owners, Daniel was listed as owning 
two house in Newbury along with “two horses, a yoke of oxen, five cows, four three-year-old heifers and four yearlings, 
besides thirty sheep and six hogs.” 


Eventually, Daniel moved to Salisbury, Massachusetts where he died in A Pn ae nee

Notes for Moses Chase 

Moses was born in Newbury, Massachusetts, and he married his first wife there in 1684. In 1689 the young 
couple moved to a portion of Newbury that later became West Newbury where Moses owned a hundred-acre 
farm. Besides owning a farm, Moses was a weaver. Moses and Anne had nine children, although one of their twin 
sons died young. Anne herself died after the birth of their last child in 1708. Moses was left a widower with five 
children under age 15 to care for, one of them an infant. He married his second wife, Sarah Jacobs in 1713. 

In 1702, England declared war on Spain and France, an act which was to affect Moses’s life. The war in Eu- 
rope drew the three countries’ various colonies along with them into the conflict. In Massachusetts, this resulted 
in the English colonies and their Indian allies fighting the French colonists of Quebec and their Indian allies. In 
1703, a Frenchman, Michel Leneuf de la Vallicre de Beaubassin, led a group of 500 Indians and a few Frenchmen 
in a series of attacks on New England settlements that killed or captured between 160—300 English settlers. To 
combat this, an elite force of militia called the “snowshoe men” were called into action. According to National 
Guard Magazine, the English colonists needed fighters who were “especially strong, fierce men who could muster quickly 
and take the fight to the enemy. This need for elite forces spawned the creation of small units that became known as ‘snowshoe 
men.’ They patrolled the frontier, protecting settlements from attacks. They operated in all types of weather and conditions. 
This included winter campaigns, which were conducted on snowshoes, and the name stuck. The snowshoe men were the nation’s 

first commandos.” Moses was an ensign in a company of snowshoe men led by another ancestor of ours, 498. Hugh 
March.

Notes for Hugh March 


Hugh was born in Newbury, Massachusetts in 1656. While still a minor, he was indentured to a blacksmith 
named Benjamin Lowell (Lowle) for six years." As part of this indenture, Mr. Lowell was to train Hugh as a 
blacksmith and to “perfect him in writing and casting accounts, in reading English and in the trade of making or mending 
locks.” However, Hugh’s training was interrupted when he developed some sort of swelling or tumor in his knee 
which may have been an infection, since it was accompanied with a fever. His brother John stayed with him for 
two days and described the conditions Hugh was living in: “y’ thing hee lay on was a Cotton wooll bagg, or such like 
thing, filled with Chaffe & straw & vpon it was a piece of old Curtaine, & his couering was an old Cotton Rugg & a Sheet w’ 
was all y° Bedd-cloathes hee had in y* Coldest winter night y' Came.” Elizabeth Broune, a servant of the March family, 
said that “Hugh March Jun’ Came in to his fathers House one bitter Cold night in y’ winter foregoing . . . & Coming to y‘ fire, 
in a little time cryed out & was not able to stand still; his mother seeing what kind of breeches hee had on (which was two stiff 
lether things like boards about him) shee put her hand to see whether hee had any drawers on & ther was nothing but a Ragg, 
without side y* hipp: & y’ inside of y’ thigh and so Rough, not like flesh but like some Rough board.” 

Hugh’s infection was very serious. According to one person, “He was lame in his knee for fifteen months and his 
thigh was very painful night and day, the flesh and bones being very sore . . . Hugh had gotten so much cold and numbness, 
together with his melancholy, that all the means they used did no good for a long time.” Elizabeth Broune said that she 
heard “his dolefull crying out night & day for a long time.” And she went on to say that, “for a long time both his parents y* 
Doctor & wee did think y' hee would not haue liued vntill y° morning.” 

However, Hugh survived, and his father sued Benjamin Lowell for not caring properly for him and not ful- 
filling the indenture contract. The March’s won the lawsuit, but it is unclear whether Hugh went back to work 
for Mr. Lowell or not, since Hugh’s father had asked for his training to be continued. Somehow, however, Hugh 
did eventually get trained to be a blacksmith. 

Hugh built a house on a piece of his father’s land in Newbury. His father later sold the property to him for ten 
pounds in April 1685. By then, Hugh was married with one child. He and his wife went on to have nine more 
children. And he must have fully regained his health after his horrible experience with his leg, because he became 
captain of a company of snowshoe men during the French Indian war called Queen Anne’s War. England had de- 
clared war on Spain and France in 1702, drawing the three countries’ various colonies along with them into the 


* The published version of the court records about his indenture may have an incorrect date. It says he was indentured in September 
1674, but the depositions made in November 1674 describe Hugh being ill for 15 months after his indenture and being ill in the coldest 
part of winter after his indenture. 
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conflict. In Massachusetts, this resulted in the English colonies and their Indian allies fighting the French colonists 
of Quebec and their Indian allies. In 1703, a Frenchman, Michel Leneuf de la Vallicre de Beaubassin, led a group 
of 500 Indians and a few Frenchmen in a series of attacks on New England settlements that killed or captured be- 
tween 160-300 English settlers. To combat this, an elite force of militia called the “snowshoe men” were called 
into action. According to National Guard Magazine, the English colonists needed fighters who were “especially 
strong, fierce men who could muster quickly and take the fight to the enemy. This need for elite forces spawned the creation of 
small units that became known as ‘snowshoe men.’ They patrolled the frontier, protecting settlements from attacks. They operat- 
ed in all types of weather and conditions. This included winter campaigns, which were conducted on snowshoes, and the name 
stuck. The snowshoe men were the nation’s first commandos.” Hugh was captain of one of these companies during the 
war. 


After the war, Hugh continued living in Newbury until his death in 1727.

Notes for Joseph Brown 

Joseph was born in Marlborough, Massachusetts, but his family eventually moved to Watertown, Massachu- 
setts where Joseph married Ruhamah Wellington in 1699. He was a cordwainer (a shoemaker or leather worker). 
The young couple lived in the part of Watertown, Massachusetts that later became Weston, Massachusetts. 
There, John was chosen constable in 1700. New England constables were appointed to keep the peace and arrest 
people who broke the law. They “enforced the orders of Colonial and County officials in both civil and criminal matters.” 
He also was a town clerk and selectman. It was the job of a selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in taking 
in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the break- 
ers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to 
do.” 

Around 1709, Joseph and his family moved to Lexington, Massachusetts where Joseph continued in his life of 
service to his town and church. He was chosen selectman there in 1722, 1724,1725, and 1727, and he was also an

William was born and lived his whole life in Lexington, Massachusetts. He became an ensign in the local mili- 
tia and was called “Ensign Roe.” In 1708, he was chosen to be a Constable. New England constables were ap- 
pointed to keep the peace and arrest people who broke the law. They “enforced the orders of Colonial and County offi- 
cials in both civil and criminal matters.” In 1713, William was chosen to be an assessor, and in 1724, 1730, 1734, 
and 1735 he was a selectman. Selectmen were responsible for making sure that what was voted on in the town 
meetings was followed through on, and they were given specific administrative powers that varied in each town. 
This was a responsible position and shows that William was a respected member of the community. 

William and his first wife, Mary, had seven children together before she died in 1713, leaving William to care 
for their children alone. The youngest was only an infant. He later married a woman named Johanna Russell and

It does appear that the Ezekiel who was the son of 
Daniel is the Ezekiel who was granted the estate of Joseph, since both Ezekiels were blacksmiths in Boston (The Essex Genealogist, Vol. 9, 
pp. 103-104 and Joseph Kimball's probate record). 

Since Elizabeth, wife of Joseph Kimball, couldn't have been Ezekiel's sister named Elizabeth, perhaps Joseph or Elizabeth had a sib- 
ling who married another of Daniel's children.

Notes for Edward Adams 

When he was about nine years old, Edward’s family moved from England to Braintree, Massachusetts. Things 
went well for many years, until Edward’s father died when Edward was 17 years old. Edward’s mother continued 
living in Braintree during which time she married her second husband, John Fussell, and Edward married his first 
wife, Lydia Penniman. Around 1654, Edward moved to Medfield, Massachusetts with his wife, mother, and step- 
father. Two of his brothers, Henry and Peter, already lived there. 

Edward and Lydia thrived in Medfield, and things seem to have gone well for them until their world fell apart 
during King Philip’s War. 

What had started as a friendly relationship between the Wampanoag tribe and the Pilgrims had gradually de- 
teriorated through the years until both sides were suspicious of the other’s intent. King Phillip, also called Meta- 
com, was leader of the Wampanoag Indians during this time. The trigger for King Phillip’s War was the murder 
of a Christian Indian who had been friendly with the colonists. The story goes that he warned the colonists that 
King Phillip was planning to start a war with them, and then he was murdered by Indians loyal to Phillip. The 
colonists captured three Indian men who they thought were his murderers and put them on trial—just as they 
would have any other people who they thought were murderers. The three men were found guilty and hanged. 
And here was where the two cultures clashed. While the colonists felt that they were acting fairly in hanging the 
three murderers after a trial, which according to their culture was the proper way to handle the situation, King 
Philip did not. He felt that the trial was unfair and an insult. He continued preparing for war and in June 1675 
attacked the town of Swansea. According to The History of the Town of Groton: “The Indians began by rifling some hous- 
es, killing some cattle, and menacing the inhabitants; whereupon one of them was shot, and immediately eight or nine of the 
whites were killed. Brookfield, Mendon, Lancaster, Sudbury, Marlborough, Groton, and other towns of Massachusetts were soon 
after the scenes of fire, slaughter, captivity, torture, and suffering.” One of these towns was Medfield where Edward and 
Lydia were living. 

During the night of the 20th of February, 1775, a band of Indians crept into Medfield and hid themselves in 
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various places throughout the town. The next morning, on the 21st, a man named Samuel Morse found an Indian 
hiding in the hay in his barn. He ran out of the barn sounding the alarm and brought his family to safety, but his 
barn and other buildings were immediately torched. This was the signal for other, hidden Indians to start the at- 
tack. Homes were burned down, and many people were killed, wounded, or captured. It was a scene of utter 
horror. The colonists fired off a canon to warn neighboring Dedham, and the Indians retreated. Then the shat- 
tered colonists counted their losses. At least 15 people had been killed, including young children, while others 
were captured or wounded. Thirty-two houses were burned down along with two mills, many barns, and other 
buildings. Edward’s immediate family was spared, but his house was burned down. They had lost everything. But 
what was worse was that Edward’s stepfather was burnt to death in his house, and his brother Henry was killed, 
shot in the doorway of his home. And to compound the tragedy for Henry’s family, Henry’s wife Elizabeth, who 
was sheltering in another house, was accidentally killed when a soldier’s gun went off, going through the ceiling 
of the room he was in, and hitting her in the room above. She died of her wound the following day. 

But things got even worse for Edward. Five days after the attack, Lydia had their youngest child, Miriam, and 
six days after that, Lydia died. Baby Miriam only survived her mother’s death by about two months. She was the 
fourth of Edward and Lydia’s children to die young. Edward was left a grieving widower with a family to raise 
and a burned down house and town. 

After the war, in 1678, Edward married his second wife, a widow named Abigail Ruggles-Day. Their mar- 
riage was to last about 28 years until Abigail’s death in 1707. During this time, Edward thrived. He must have 
been well-respected in the community as he was chosen selectman at least 14 years during this time.* It was the 
job of a selectman “to discharge the business of the town, in taking in, or refuseing any to come, into town, as also to dispose 
of lands and lots, to make lawful orders, to impose fines on the breakers of orders, and also to levy and distrain them, and were 
fully impowered of themeselves to do what the town had power for to do.” 

Edward was also chosen to be a Representative to the General Court, the governing body of the colony, at 
least three times. And in 1689, Edward was made an ensign in the local militia. 

After Lydia’s death, Edward married his third wife, Sarah Taylor, in 1710. Edward himself died in vie

There were 18 
of us. We had lots of fun.

This afternoon John Nureen, George Balch, Charley Hays and I went out riding. The horse was a colt only 4 years 
and he made it lively for us I tell you. This evening John Nureen and I went to the memorial service held in the 
Presbyterian in memory of the late P.P. Bliss evangelist. 


Wednesday, January 3, 1877 
School begins today and to tell the truth I do not want to go again[?] at all, but I suppose I have got to go some 
time and I might as well go now as any other time.

Thursday, January 4, 1877 

This eve I went over to John Nureens and played a couple of games of chess and then John his father. 
Went to the “Thursday evening meeting” The subject was Foreign Missions. I almost asleep it was 
so long. [The rest is unreadable]. 


Friday, January 5, 1877 
In the letter Bertie sent me yesterday was two dollars as subscription to the Youth’s Companion for 1877. They 
offer for new subscribers so I am to get a set of gold studs. Papa is going to take [The rest is unreadable. ] 


Saturday, January 6, 1877 
We are out of water so I spent [?] the morning melting tubs of snow to use when we wash. This 
afternoon I went town and had my in the latest . Then I went to the meeting. There 


is not any body going to be baptized [?]. 


Sunday, January 7, 1877 
I went to Church school and communion today. I and John Nureen had a part of the “Bread and Wine” for 
the first time as we were both baptized last month. I got a new sunday school book called “Paul Barton[?].” 


Monday, January 8, 1877 

School again. Oh I wish I did not have to go so steadily. This evening we were to have a club meeting but Herman 
Hascall could not come and so Charley Pattison decided that he would not so I and John Nureen were the only 
ones there.

Today has been terrible when I got up this morning the thermometer was 5 below zero. We got up very late this 
morning. Mama said we never since we began house keeping got up so late on a week day. This eve I went to the 
Tuesday prayer meeting. 


Wednesday, January 10, 1877 

The weather is a good deal warmer than it was yesterday though it is yet quite cold. Next Friday I have got to be 
examined in Practical Mathematics over cube root, , progressions, and ration. I hope I will pass but 
I am afraid I can’t. 


Thursday, January 11, 1877 

It snowed all day today and this morning very heavily all the time nearly a foot and a half of snow has fallen so far 
this winter. This eve I was going to the Thursday evening prayer meeting mama thought I had better stay 
at home and study. 


Friday, January 12, 1877 
This morning we were examined in Practical Mathematics I guess I very poorly but I do not know yet for 
she has not looked at my paper. I have got to speak a peace next Friday afternoon. I hate to awfully. 

This eve John and I went to a temperance meeting at Union Hall. 


Saturday, January 13, 1877 

This morning I got 10 tubs of snow and melted them into water. It is an awful job. This afternoon John and I went 
up to Justine [?] hill, he came near getting into a regular fight. This eve we went again to a temperance meeting. 
We signed the pledge last night so we didn’t tonight. 


Sunday, January 14, 1877 

I went to church and sunday school today this afternoon went down to the hall to hear Doctor Reynolds the tem- 
perance lecturer. There was a splendid meeting 125 joined the Reform Club. That is more than any other town 
[?] in the state. The old hall fairly shook with cheers and cheers. 


Monday, January 15, 1877 

Teacher read our markings in Practical this morning. I passed 83. George Chase my seatmate went out camping 
saturday and got his ear frozen so that this morning it is twice the usual size and all covered with a slimy matter. I 
never saw such a looking thing before. 


Tuesday, January 16, 1877 

We were examined in History this morning I think I passed pretty well for I like History. We were to 
have a Club meeting last night but I had it postponed because I have got to study my piece. The name of it is Lizzy 
of La Bourget. 


Wednesday, January 17, 1877 

She read our markings in history this morning. I passed 93 which I think is quite well. Last night Maggie Graham, 
Kinkie[?] Nureen and John Nureen and I went to the Tuesday evening prayer meeting after the meeting we went 
over to the Plymouth Church at a social. 


Thursday, January 18, 1977 

This eve John Nureen and I went to the Thursday Evening Prayer Meeting. Mother went too for a wonder. There 
was a meeting of The Church and Social on business matters directly after the meeting. I had a fit of and 
headache this evening awfully. 
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Friday, January 19, 1877 
Last night Herman Blascall, John Nureen and I commenced making a snow house or cave. This afternoon I spoke 
my piece Lizzy of La Bourget it all passed off nicely. I did not make a single blunder or forget any part[?] of it. 


Saturday, January 20, 1877 
I worked all day long as hard as I could today making the snow house and when the time came to quit work I had 
got it partially dug out and I had put so much[?] water on it that it was as hard as a rock and as strong as could be. 


Sunday, January 21, 1877 
I went to church and sunday school this morning and to church this evening. I got to sleep and was dreaming that I 
was working on my fort and just then I saw some boys coming up to knock it down and I gave a jump right in 


Church. 


Monday, January 22, 1877 
This noon I got out the hose and when I got home from school at night I tried to hitch it on and flood my snow 
fort but it was frozen up inside so that the water would not run through it so I had to use buckets to throw it on. 


Tuesday, January 23, 1877 
I finished digging out my snow house or fort this eve and now | am ready to “furnish” the inside. This eve as Johny 
had to stay in and study he did not go with me to the tuesday evening prayer meeting, but I had more fun than 


ever. 


Wednesday, January 24, 1877 

This evening after I got home from school I went and got Herman Hascall and we opened the barn and got a lot of 
straw and put it on the floor of our snow house. We had company this eve and some chicken salad and I nearly 
made myself sick on it. 


Thursday, January 25, 1877 
This evening mother and I went to the Thursday evening prayer meeting. It is thawing awfully and snowballs are 
continually buzzing past ones ear. If it keeps on as it has commenced like this for a while my snow house is a goner 


Friday, January 26, 1877 
After rhetoricals this afternoon teacher read us a splendid piece by Mark Twain entitled “The Travelers Abroad.” 
She read it very nicely. I have got to write a composition to read next friday. I think it is awful mean to have to. 


Saturday, January 27, 1877 

This morning after getting a few tubs full of snow, Papa came and took us all out sleigh riding. This afternoon 
John Nureen and I went to the Missionary meeting at the church. After that we went skating up to Roots Pond. It 
was badly melted. 


Sunday, January 28, 1877 

I went to church and sunday school this morning, but I did not change my library book. This eve papa for a won- 
der stayed at home and took care of Minnie while Maggie, Mama and I went to church. John Nureen came and sat 
with us. 
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Monday, January 29, 1877 

This afternoon Charley Hays and a lot of boys came over and saw our snow fort so we expected them to attack it 
tonight, but they did not come. Willie Thomas come to see me tonight and papa and mama were [?] and Minnie 
Nureen and John came over and we had just a high old time. 


Tuesday, January 30, 1877 
I wrote my composition off today and shall hand it to the teacher tomorrow morning. I think it is awful 
mean to have to get them ready so terribly early. My composition is about water, it is not very long. 2 sheets. 


Wednesday, January 31, 1877 
I handed in my composition this morning, and this noon she gave it back to me. She did not mark hardly any cor- 
rections only a few comments. I copied it onto nice paper this evening. 


Thursday, February 1, 1877 
I was a going to meeting this eve but mother thought I had better not as John was not going also. It is melting ter- 
ribly and if it holds out long in this style, my snow-house will cave in for sure. 


Friday, February 2, 1877 
This afternoon I read my composition it all passed off as nicely as could be, but I don’t think that the composition 
was a very good one. At any rate, she did not say much about its being very good, however I am glad that it is off 


my mind. 


Saturday, February 3, 1877 
This morning I got out my printing press, put the ink in the sun to melt and then I printed several cards quite 
nicely. This afternoon John and I went to the usual covenant meeting there are 3 going to be baptized tomorrow. 


Sunday, February 4, 1877 
This morning I went to Church, Sabbath School, and communion. John and I had the “Bread and Wine,” again for 
the second time. This eve I went to a Meeting of the County Bible Association and the house was packed full. 


Monday, February 5, 1877 
This eve John came over and we played Avilude until after 9 P.M. He beat me twice and I beat him once. I did 
not think that he could play as well as he did. I am going to go to work and get so that I can beat him badly. 


Tuesday, February 6, 1877 
This evening Maggie and I went to the tuesday evening prayer meeting. John was sick with the headache and his 
sister was going to a social so they did not either of them come. I was not very sorry any way. 


Wednesday, February 7, 1877 

I was examined in Grammar Monday, it took all day so I had nearly half a session both in the morning and after- 
noon. I was examined in spelling a few days before and I passed 95 in it. In grammar I passed 83 1/10 [?]. Mother 
has promised me that I might have a party on the 14th. 


Thursday, February 8, 1877 

John Nureen is quite sick it is two days now since he has been to school. He has got the ague or something like 
that I guess. Mike Doyle is going to come up and help me about the party next Wednesday eve. I am going to in- 
vite 27. 
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Friday, February 9, 1877 
I have got the envelopes for my party and I am going to have Mike Rendale write them. Teacher says that I have 
got to have another composition next friday. I don’t like that a bit, it seems to me that they come pretty often. I

Monday, February 12, 1877 
This morning we were examined in Practical Arithmetic. I passed 84. This evening after school let out I went 
round and gave out all the invitations except two—Carrie Spencer's and Charley Patterson's. Neither 


were at home.

This morning I wrote off almost all of my composition. But when I got to school she told us that we did not have 
them ready tomorrow as she had decided to wait a week before she heard them. I have invited 29 persons but 
John Nureen is sick and cannot come.

Passed 80 in latin was examined in Grammar[?] passed 93 went hunting this afternoon with Steven Burton, saw 3 
partridges and a rabbit, would have got the rabbit but the gun missed fire. made the feathers fly on one of the par- 
tridges. 


Sunday, December 23, 1877 
Went to church and sunday school today. Minnie [his sister] has got the whooping cough pretty bad.

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Appendix 2 
Clues to the Parents of 477. Sarah Brown 


According to many online genealogies, 477. Sarah Brown, the wife of 476. Robert Burnap, is the daugh- 
ter of a man named Nicholas Brown. I doubt this very much. First, Nicholas Brown’s will does not mention a 
daughter Sarah at all. Second, it appears that somewhere along the line, the Sarah Brown born in Reading in June 
1650 to a William Brown has been listed in various genealogies as being born to Nicholas Brown, so I’m not even 
sure that there is even a birth record for a daughter Sarah being born to Nicholas. And it is unlikely that the Sarah 
Brown born to William Brown, or any Sarah Brown born in 1650 was the wife of Robert Burnap. That would 
mean she was 12 years old when she married Robert, which would have been rather young for a New England 
wife. And I seriously doubt that a widower looking for a wife to help him raise his five young children would be 
interested in marrying a 12-year-old. 

The Burnap-Burnet Genealogy by Henry Wyckoff Belknap suggests that John Brown “of the Hill,” might be her 
brother. This needs more research.

474. Richard Cutter’s Statement of Faith

of it. And at the naming of the doctrine I thought I was not ready for Christ. And one reason because all were naturally unready 
but in use of terrors then—thou that art not prepared shall not enjoy Him—and very sad it was. And my heart did slight it but 
if I be separated from Christ ’tis that which makes angels stand amazed at it and I stood behind the meeting house. And from 
Judas went immediately out and observed that one sin whereby some men pursue their perdition ’tis opposing of His members. 
And so by this sin many other sins were brought to mind and so could not speak to any. I could apply nothing but what was 
against the evil. Yet supported by some Scripture one from Jeremiah 3:4—-will He retain His anger forever—I saw I had done 
as much evil as I could. And Jeremiah 8:4—-shall they fall and not arise, the Lord turn away and not return—and another was 
Hosea 6:1—2 verses.

471. Sarah Whipple’s Farewell Letter to Her Family 


“DEAR and loving Husband, if it should please the Lord to make a sudden change in thy family, the which I know not how 
soon it may be, and I am fearful of it. 

“Therefore in a few words I would declare something of my mind, lest I should afterwards have no opportunity. I cannot but 
sympathize and pity thy condition, seeing that thou hast a great family of children, and some of them small, and if it should 
please the Lord to add to thy number one more or two, be not discouraged, although it should please the Lord to deprive thee of 
thy weak help which is so near and dear unto thee. Trust in the living God, who will be a help to the helpless, and a father to 
the motherless. 

“My desire is, that if thou art so contented, to dispose of two or three of my children: If it please the Lord that I should be 
delivered of a living child, son or daughter, my desire is, that my father and mother should have it, if they please, I freely be- 
queath and give it to them." 

“And also my desire is, that my cousin Symond Stacy should have John if he please, I freely bequeath and give him to him 
for his own if thou art willing. And also my desire is, that my cousin Catharine Whipple should have Susanna, which is an 
hearty girl, and will quickly be helpful to her, and she may be helpful to the child, to bring her up. These or either of these I 
durst trust their care under God, for the faithful discharge of that which may be for my children’s good and comfort, and I hope 
to thy satisfaction. Therefore if they be willing to take them, and to deal well by them, answer my desire I pray thee, thou hast 
been willing to answer my request formerly, and I hope now thou wilt, this being the last so far as I know. 

“Honoured and most loving father and mother I cannot tell how to express your fatherly and motherly love towards me and 
mine: It hath been so great, and in several kinds; for the which in a poor requital, I give you hearty and humble thanks, yet 
trusting in God that he will enable you to be a father and mother to the motherless. Be not troubled for the loss of an unworthy 
daughter; but rejoice in the free grace of God, that there is hopes of rejoicing together hereafter in the place of everlasting joy 
and blessedness. 

“Brothers and Sisters all, hearken and hear the voice of the Lord, that by his sudden providence doth call aloud on you, to 
prepare yourselves for that swift and sudden messenger of death: that no one of you may be found without a wedding garment; a 
part and portion in Jesus Christ: the assurance of the love of God, which will enable you to leave this world, and all your rela- 
tions, though never so near and dear, for the everlasting enjoyment of the great and glorious God, if you do fear him in truth. 

“The private society, to which while here I did belong: if God by his Providence come amongst you, and begin by death to 
break you; be not discouraged, but be strong in repenting, faith & prayers with the lively repeat of God’s counsels declared unto 
you by his faithful messengers: O pray each for another and with one another; that so in these threatening times of storms and 
troubles, you may be found more precious than gold tried in the fire. Think not a few hours time in your approaches to God 
misspent; but consider seriously with yourselves, to what end God lent to you any time at all: This surely I can through grace 
now say; that of the time that there I spent, through the blessing of God, I have no cause to repent, no not in the least. 

“O my children all, which in pains and care have cost me dear; unto you I call to come and take what portion your dying 
mother will bestow upon you: Many times by experience it hath been found, that the dying words of parents have left a living 
impression upon the hearts of Children; O my children be sure to set the fear of God before your eyes; consider what you are by 
nature, miserable sinners, utterly lost and undone; and that there is no way and means whereby you can come out of this miser- 
able estate; but by the Mediation of the Lord Jesus Christ: He died a reproachful death, that every poor humble and true repent- 
ing sinner by faith on God through him, might have everlasting life: O my Children, the best counsel that a poor dying Mother 
can give you is, to get a part and portion in the Lord Jesus Christ, that will hold, when all these things will fail; O let the Lord 
Jesus Christ be precious in your sight. 

“O children, neighbors and friends, I hope I can by experience truly say, that Christ is the best, most precious, most durable 
portion, that all or any of you can set your heart’s delight upon; I for ever desire to bless and praise the Lord, that he hath 
opened mine eyes to see the emptiness of these things, and mine own; and to behold the fullness and riches of grace that is in the 
Lord Jesus Christ: To that end my children, I do not only counsel you, but in the fear of the Lord I charge you all, to read God’s

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word, and pray unto the Lord that he would be pleased to give you hearts and wisdom to improve the great and many privileges 
that the Lord is at present pleased to afford unto you, improve your youthful days unto God’s service, your health and strength 
whilst it lasteth, for you know not how soon your health may be turned into sickness, your strength into weakness, and your lives 
into death; as death cuts the tree of your life down, so it will lie; as death leaveth you, so judgment will find you out: Therefore 
be persuaded to agree with your adversary quickly, whilst you are in the way of these precious opportunities: be sure to improve 
the lively dispensations of the gospel; give good attention unto sermons preached in publick, and to sermons repeated in private. 

Endeavor to learn to write your father's hand, that you may read over those precious sermons that he hath taken pains to 
write and keep from the mouths of God's lively messengers, and in them there are lively messages: 1 can through the blessing of 
God along with them say. that they have been lively unto me: and if you improve them aright, why not to all of you? God up- 
braideth none of the seed of Jacob that seek his Face in truth: My children be encouraged in this work, you are in the bond of the 
covenant, although you may be breakers of covenant, yet God is a merciful keeper of covenant. Endeavor as you grow up to own 
and renew your covenant, and rest not if God give you life, but so labour to improve all the advantages that God is pleased to 
afford you, that you may be fit to enjoy the Lord Jesus Christ in all his Ordinances. What hath the Lord Jesus given himself for 
you? if you will lay hold of him by true faith and repentance: And what will you be backward to accept of his gracious and free 
offers, and not to keep in remembrance his death and sufferings, and to strengthen your weak faith; I thank the Lord in some 
measure I have found that ordinance a lifemaking ordinance unto my soul. 

Oh, the smiles and loving embraces that they miss of that hold off and will not be in such near relation unto their Lord and 
Saviour. The Lord grant that Christ may be your Portions all. 

“My children, one or two words I have to say to you more, in the first place, be sure to carry well to your father, obey him, 
love him, follow his instructions and example, be ruled by him, take his advice, and have a care of grieving him: For I must 
testify the truth unto you, and I may call some of you to testify against yourselves; that your Father hath been loving, kind, 
tender-hearted towards you all: and laborious for you all, both for your temporal and spiritual good. 

“You that are grown up, cannot but see how careful your father is when he cometh home from his work, to take the young 
ones up into his wearied arms, by his loving carriage and care towards those, you may behold as in a glass, his tender care and 
love to you every one as you grow up: I can safely say, that his love was so to you all, that I cannot say which is the child that 
he doth love best; but further I may testify unto you, that this is not all that your father hath been doing for you, and that some 
of you may bear me witness, that he hath given you many instructions, which hath been to the end your souls might enjoy hap- 
piness, he hath reproved you often for your evils, laying before you the ill event that would happen unto you If you did not walk 
in God’s ways, and give your minds to do his will, to keep holy his Sabbaths, to attend unto reading God’s Word, hearing it 
preached with a desire to profit by it, and declaring unto you this way that he had experienced to get good by it; that was I pray 
unto the Lord for his blessing with it, and upon it, that it might soak into the heart and find entertainment there: and that you 
should meditate upon it, and he hath told you, meditation was as the key to open the door, to let you in, or that into your 
heart, that you might find the sweetness of God’s word. 

“Furthermore, my children, be encouraged in this work, your father hath put up many prayers with ardent desires and tears 
to God on behalf of you all: which if you walk with God, I hope you will find gracious answers and showers of blessings from 
those bottled tears for you. O carry it well to your father, that he may yet be encouraged to be doing and pleading for your wel- 
fare: Consider that the scripture holdeth forth many blessings to such children that obey their parents in the Lord, but there are 
curses threatened to the disobedient. 

“My children, in your life and conversation, live godly, walk soberly, modestly, and innocently: be diligent, and be not has- 
ty to follow new fashions, and the pride of life, that now too much abounds. Let not pride betray the good of your immortal 
souls. 

“And if it please the Lord that you live to match yourselves, and to make your choice: Be sure you choose such as first do 
seek the kingdom of Heaven. 

“My first, as thy name is Joseph, 
Labour so in knowledge to increase, 
As to be free from the guilt of thy sins, 
And enjoy eternal Peace, 


“Mary, labour so to be arrayed 
With the hidden man of’ the heart,

If I should but speak of what 
I have found as to these outward things; I being but weakly natured: In all my burdens thou hast willingly with me sympa- 
thized, and cheerfully thou hast helped me bear them: which although I was but weak natured; and so the more unabled to go 
through those troubles in my way: Yet thou hast by thy cheerful love to me, helped me forward in a cheerful frame of spirit. But 
when I come to speak or consider in thy place, thy great pains and care for the good of my soul. This twenty years experience of 
thy love to me in this kind, hath so instamped it upon my mind, that I do think that there never was man more truly kind to a 
woman: I desire for ever to bless and praise the Lord, that in mercy to my soul, he by his providence ordered that I should live 
with thee in such a relation, therefore dear husband be comforted in this, (although God by his providence break that relation 
between us, that he gave being to at first) that in thy place thou hast been a man of knowledge to discharge to God and my soul, 
that scripture commanded duty, which by the effects in me wrought, through the grace of God, thou mayest behold with comfort 
our prayers not hindered; but a gracious answer from the Lord, which is of great price and reward. Although my being gone be 
thy loss, yet I trust in and thro’ Jesus Christ, it will be my gain. 

“Was it not, to this end that the Lord was pleased to enable thee and give thee in heart to take (as an instrument) so much 
pains for his glory and my eternal good, and that it might be thy comfort: As all thy reading of scriptures and writing of ser- 
mons, and repeating of them over to me, that although I was necessarily often absent from the publick worship of God, yet by 
thy pains and care to the good of my soul, it was brought home unto me. And blessed be the Lord who hath set home by the op- 
eration of his spirit, so many repeats of precious sermons and prayers and tears for me and with me, for my eternal good: And 
now let it be thy comfort under all, go on and persevere in believing in God, and praying fervently unto God: Let not thy affec- 
tionate heart become hard, and thy tears dried away: And certainly the Lord will render a double portion of blessing upon thee 
and thine. 

“If thou couldest ask me a reason why I thus declare myself? I cannot answer no other but this; that I have had of late a 
strong persuasion upon my mind, that by sudden death I should be surprised, either at my travail, or soon after it, the Lord fit 
me for himself: although I could be very willing to enjoy thy company, & my children longer, yet if it be the will of the Lord 
that I must not, I hope I can say cheerfully, the will of the Lord be done, this hath been often my desire and thy prayer. 

“Further, if thou could’st ask me why I did not discover some of these particulars of my mind to thee before, my answer is 
because I knew that thou wert tender-hearted towards me, and therefore I would not create thee needless trouble. 

“O dear husband of all my dearest bosom friends, if by sudden death I must part from thee, let not thy trouble and cares 
that are on thee make thee to turn aside from the right way. 

“O dear heart, if I must leave thee and thine here behind, 
Of my natural affection here is my heart and hand.

Who Are the Parents of 414. Edward Linsford? 


Edward Linsford’s parents have yet to be discovered,. It is possible that he is an emigrant ancestor, and his 
parents never came to the New World. We do know that he is not the son of Thomas Lilforth (Linsford) of 
Haverhill, Massachusetts who died in 1672 and whose wife, Elizabeth, died in 1693. That man had no sons and 
two daughters, Elizabeth Brewer and Mary Browne. 

There was another couple named Thomas and Elizabeth Linsford who lived in Boston and had a daughter Eliz- 
abeth Boon, a son John, and possibly more children. According to depositions on Oct 5, 1697, Elizabeth Boon 
was the only surviving child of her parents. Since our Edward Linsford’s exact death date is unknown, we can’t 
say for sure that he had died by this date. All we know is that he died before 31 Mar 1698 when his son Samuel 
was given the administration of his estate, so it is possible that he was a deceased sibling of Elizabeth’s. However, 
in the depositions, she was claiming some land that belonged to her father, and if Edward was her brother, his 
children should have been possible heirs of the estate, and they don’t seem to be mentioned in the records. 

There was a Francis Linsford living in Essex County in the 1640s to 1660s or 1670s who could possibly be 
Edward’s father. He was 60 on 7 July 1662. His wife was named Ann, and she later married someone with the 
last name of Warrent. She was 70 on 18 Mar 1674 and had married her second husband by then. It appears they 
lived in the Salem area, but I haven't found any records of children for them. (Essex Quarterly Court Records, 
Vols. 1, 2, 3, & 5) 

Another possibility for Edward’s parents is a Francis Lyford who lived in Boston in 1672 who had a wife 
whose maiden name was Smith.

The parents of 413. Sarah Bateman 


Many genealogies, including the NEHGS Database, Inhabitants and Estates of the Town of Boston, 1630-1822, say 
that Sarah Bateman, wife of John Green is the daughter of John Bateman of Boston who died in Hingham, MA 
between 10 Nov 1689-16 Sep 1690. This is incorrect. That Sarah Bateman first married Edward North and had 
twins with him in August 1677 (per the Boston Vital Records). Our Sarah had a son with John Green in Jan 1678, 
so they could not have been the same woman. The Inhabitants and Estates of the Town of Boston, 1630-1822 seems to 
have completely merged two separate Bateman families into one. 

The Colonial Families of the United States of America, Volume V, says Sarah is the daughter of Thomas and Martha 
Bateman of Concord. All of the Batemans of her generation in Woburn at the time of Sarah's marriage there ap- 
pear to be children of Thomas of Concord. It seems the author of Inhabitants and Estates of the Town of Boston, 1630- 
1822 mixed up John Bateman's family of Boston with Thomas Bateman's family, many of whom were living in 
Woburn when Sarah married John Green there.

The Case for 361. Hannah Mitchell 
Being the Daughter of 722. Thomas Mitchell 


There is actually very little concrete proof that Hannah, daughter of Thomas Mitchell, is the wife of Joseph 
Wilcoxson, but there are some indications that this is the case. 

According to the Descendants of William Wilcoxson by Thomas Wilcox, Hannah’s maiden name was Shailor, but 
an article in the Connecticut Nutmegger (4:532-534) mentions that Thomas Shaylor (Shailor), who the Nutmegger 
says was the original Shaylor in the colonies, arrived in the New World around 1660. This makes it very unlikely 
that Hannah was a Shaylor since Joseph and Hannah had a child in 1659 in Stratford, Connecticut. And since Jo- 
seph was born in Concord, there was no way they could have had a child together before coming to America. The 
Wilcoxson book says that Hannah was a Shailor because her son, William inherited some land that was "formerly 
Goodman Shailors." This certainly seems like good evidence for a Shailer connection. However, this could just 
mean that Goodman Shailer was the original owner of the property. Naming a previous owner in a deed who was 
just a previous owner and not a relative is very common. It might be that the author of the Wilcoxson book was 
unaware of this. Unfortunately, the Wilcoxson book does not give a reference, so I have not been able to find the 
original deed to see if it has more specific information. 

The second possibility that has been put forward is that Hannah is the daughter of Thomas Mitchell of New 
Haven who had a daughter named Hannah known to be living in Stratford in 1662.* Joseph Wilcoxson and his 
wife were living in Stratford at around that time. Joseph’s wife was known as “Ann,” but “Anna” or “Ann” was a 
common nickname for “Hannah” in colonial times. 

Thomas Mitchell had two wives. His first, unknown wife was the mother of Hannah, and his second wife was 
named Elizabeth. After Thomas died, Elizabeth married a man named Jeremy Whitnell. When Jeremiah Whitnell 
died, he named Joseph Wilcoxson as his "kinsman" in his will. The theory put forward in The Ancestry of Rev. Na- 
than Grier Parke and His Wife Ann Elizabeth Gildersleeve by Parke and Jacobus is that Jeremiah was giving a small lega- 
cy to his stepdaughter, Hannah (Mitchell) Wilcoxson via her husband (wills at the time very often gave property 
to the husbands of women instead of the women themselves). This would explain the term "kinsman" in the will, 
and it would be very likely that Jeremiah would want to give something to his stepdaughter when he died. It 
should be noted, that "kinsman" could also mean that Joseph Wilcoxson was a nephew of Jeremiah Whitnell, alt- 
hough Parke and Jacobus argued against this in their book. 

This whole theory that Thomas Mitchell’s daughter Hannah was the wife of Joseph Wilcoxson rests on Jere- 
miah Whitnell calling Joseph Wilcoxson his “kinsman” and in Thomas having a daughter who lived in Stratford. It 
would be nice to find some stronger evidence. 

There is also another theory that Hannah, daughter of Thomas Mitchell, was the wife of a Stratford man 
named Robert Coe who was known to have a wife named Hannah Mitchell. There were two women named Han- 
nah Mitchell in the area at the time, and Parke and Jacobus argue convincingly in The Ancestry of Rev. Nathan Grier 
Parke & His Wife Ann Elizabeth Gildersleeve that it is more likely that Robert Coe's wife was the daughter of a man 
named Matthew Mitchell,” and this now seems to be accepted by genealogists as the case. 

At this point in time, I do not have access to Connecticut deeds, which may eventually give more evidence as 
to who was the wife of Joseph Wilcoxson. For now, I'm saying that Hannah may have been the daughter of 
Thomas Mitchell.

Trying to Make Sense of the Early Clough Families 


of Charlestown and Boston’ 
An Unpublished Article by Susan Kilbride 


The early Boston and Charlestown records are full of references to various members of the Clough family. For 
example, just under the name “John Clough” in the Suffolk deeds, there are around 60 entries before 1748. And 
that is just one given name! The Genealogies and Estates of Charlestown (henceforth called “GEC”)’ mentions some 
Clough family members, and the NEHGS Database Boston, MA: Inhabitants and Estates of the Town of Boston, 1630- 
1822 (Thwing Collection) (henceforth called “Thwing”) has information on many more. Unfortunately, GEC seems 
to mix up the occupations of the Cloughs it mentions, and while Thwing has organized some of the Clough family 
members, it can be confusing with large families such as the Cloughs, and often there are two or more entries for 
the same person. Below is an attempt to sort out at least some of the Cloughs of Boston and Charlestown. I’ve 
added their occupations in italics because they were extremely helpful in sorting out the people with the same 


given names.

I think there is a strong possibility that John Clough who married Mary Beard is a son of John and Mary Clough of 
Family number 2, but I have found no definite proof of this. One indication I have found is that John Clough, 
leather dresser, (John who married Mary Beard was a leather dresser) is one of three men who bound themselves 
to pay 500 pounds on the estate of Ebenezer Clough (son of John and Mary Clough of Family number 2) in 1733.

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This was to deal with the guardianship of Ebenezer’s youngest son, John. Because of this, it seems likely that John 
the leather dresser was a brother of Ebenezer, or at least some sort of relation, to bind himself in this way. One of 
the other men was Ebenezer’s son-in-law, Jonathan Brown, and another was the man who became the guardian of 
Ebenezer’s son John—James Varney." 


The problem with this identification is that John and Mary’s son named John Clough who was born in 1676 is too 
young to be John Clough who married Mary Beard. According to his death record, that John Clough was born 
about 1669. It has been suggested by some online genealogists that the record for John Clough born in 1676 is the 
result of a typo somewhere along the line. This would not surprise me. The “possibly died young” listings under 
John and Mary’s first two sons named John are based solely on them having a third son named John in 1676. If 
there was no third son, then either of the other two sons named John would be of the correct age to be John 
Clough who married Mary Beard. After digging through all of these records, I have a sense that John and 
Ebenezer are related—I just haven’t figured out how. 


It has been suggested that the John who married Mary Beard was a son of a John Clough, wife Elizabeth, who had 
two daughters in 1654 and 1658. I find this unlikely just based on these dates. According to his death record, John 
was born around 1668, and it does not appear that John and Elizabeth were having children at that time.
